Summary  of  this  Issue. 

The  more  notable  items  only  are  dealt  with. 


National  Insurance  Bill. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  amendments  to  the  Bill  were  considered 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  Special  Committee  on  Wed- 
nesday, and  were  agreed  to  (p.  43). 

He  sets  forth  in  a  pamphlet  the  seven  resolutions  agreed 
to  by  the  trade,  and  appends  reasons  why  the  amendments 
to  give  effect  to  them  should  be  supported  by  M.P.s 
(pp.  43-44). 

Then  follow  the  clauses  as  proposed  to  be  altered.  They 
cover  all  points  in  demand  except,  provision  for  a  pharmacist 
on  the  Insurance  Commission,  which  was  to  be  considered 
at  the  mass  meeting  on  Thursday.  The  clauses  are  printed 
on  p.  44,  and  the  mass  meeting  is  reported  in  our  Coloured 
Supplement. 

A  committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  had  a  confer- 
ence on  Wednesday  with  representatives  of  the  wholesale 
drug-trad?  in  a  committee-room  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
Scottish  pharmacists  met  M.P.s  for  Scotland  the  same  even- 
ing, and  Liverpool  pharmacists  had  a  conference  at  the 
same  time  with  their  M.P.s.  See  p.  42.  We  report  other 
interviews  which  have  taken  place. 

We  also  report  upon  amendments  which  have  been  notified 
since  our  last  issue,  and  deal  with  other  matters  germane  to 
chemists'  interests  in  the  Bill  which  require  their  attention.

Oxidation  and  Reduction  in  Chemical 
Analysis.— II. 

THE  first  article  of  this  series  [C.  <i-  D.,  July  1)  dealt  in 
general  terms  with  the  nature  of  the  changes  which 
occur  in  cases  of  oxidation  and  reduction.  We  now  pro- 
ceed to  a  more  detailed  consideration  of  certain  instances 
of  oxidising  and  reducing  actions,  confining  our  lemarks, 
however,  to  cases  which  are  of  consequence  in  connection 
with  inorganic  chemical  analysis. 

Simplest  among  the  oxidising  agencies  with  which  we 
have  to  deal  is  the  free  oxygen  of  the  atmosphere.  Since 
atmospheric  air  penetrates  more  or  less  freely  into  all  spaces 
from  which  special  steps  are  not  taken  to  exclude  it,  it 
is  clear  that  oxidation-effects,  as  the  result  of  contact  with 
air,  may  be  looked  for  in  the  cases  (1)  of  various  reagents, 
(2)  of  the  solutions  undergoing  analysis,  at  certain  stages 
and  under  certain  conditions,  and  (3)  of  some  precipitates 
obtained  during  the  course  of  an  analysis,  where  these 
substances,  or  some  of  their  constituents,  are  capable  of 
direct  interaction  with  free  oxygen.  Atmospheric  oxygen 
also  plays  a  most  important  part  in  many  dry-way 
reactions. 

1.  Oxidation  of  reagents  by  free  oxygen. — Several  im- 
portant reagents  readily  undergo  oxidation  in  contact 
with  air,  and  as  the  entrance  of  air,  even  into  well- 
stoppered  bottles,  takes  place,  slowly  in  any  case,  and 
may  be  tolerably  rapid  when  these  bottles  are  frequently 
opened  for  use,  the  effects  of  this  oxidation  are  sometimes 
so  serious  as  to  be  very  misleading,  the  original  active 
reagents  having  become  converted,  completely  or  nearly 
so,  into  the  products  of  their  oxidation.  The  following 
are  the  commoner  reagents  most  subject  to  such  oxidation  : 

a.  Hydrogen  sulphide.  Aqueous  solution  of  hydrogen 
sulphide  when  left  in  contact  with  air  undergoes  oxidation 
with  the  formation  of  water  and  the  precipitation  of 
sulphur  : 

2H2S  +  02=2H20  +  2S. 

If  the  solution  be  left  standing  in  a  shallow  open  vessel, 
this  oxidation  is  so  rapid  that  the  liquid  soon  becomes 
cloudy-  In  reagent-bottles  which  are  only  opened  occa- 
sionally, however,  this  cloudiness  is  not  often  seen,  but  a 
white  deposit  of  sulphur  gradually  accumulates  at  the 
bottom  of  the  bottles  and  the  concentration  of  the  solution 
becomes  correspondingly  diminished.  When  the  reagent 
is  found  to  have  any  noteworthy  quantity  of  white  deposit 
at  the  bottom,  it  may  be  suspected  to  be  of  deficient  con- 
centration, and  it  should  be  discarded  unless  it  still  smells 
strongly  of  hydrogen  6ulphide.  A  faintly-smelling  reagent 
is  almost  useless  as  a  precipitant. 

■  b.  Ammonium  sulphide.  This  reagent  may  be  regarded 
as  undergoing  oxidation  in  a  manner  closely  analogous  to 
the  oxidation  of  hydrogen  sulphide.  Water  is  a  product 
in  this  case  also  and  ammonia  is  liberated,  while  sulphur, 
instead  of  being  precipitated,  unites  with  more  ammonium 
sulphide  to  form  yellow  ammonium  sulphide  (ammonium 
disulphide)  : 

2(NH,),S  +  0„  =  2H„0+4NH:)  +  2S 
and  (NH<)!S+S=(NHJSS.. 

It  is  in  consequence  of  this  change  that  the  reagent, 
originally  colourless,  gradually  becomes  yellow  on  keeping. 
The  change  does  not,  as  a  rule,  seriously  impair  the  value 
of  the  reagent  as  a  precipitant,  but  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  yellow  ammonium  sulphide  does  not  effect  as 
complete  precipitation  of  nickel  or  of  manganese,  as  sul- 
phide, as  the  colourless  reagent  does. 

c.  Stannous  chloride.  This  reagent  always  contains  free 
hydrochloric  acid,  and  the  mixture  takes  up  atmospheric 
oxygen  rapidly  with  the  formation  of  stannic  chloride  : 

2SnCla+4HCl+02=2H20+2SnCl,1. 
When  the  concentration  of  hydrochloric  acid  in  the  solu- 
tion is  small,  a  white  precipitate  of  stannic  oxychloride  is 
produced  : 

2SnCI2+Os=2SnOCl2, 
but  when  it  is  sufficiently  large,  no  visible  indication  of 
oxidation  is  afforded.     A  solution  which  does  not  give  a 


white  or  nearly  white  precipitate,  rapidly  darkening,  when 
it  is  added  in  moderate  quantity  to  a  few  drops  of  mercuric- 
chloride  solution,  is  not  suitable  for  use.  Any  considerable 
oxidation  of  the  solution  may  be  prevented  by  placing  some 
fragments  of  granulated  tin  in  the  reagent-bottles. 

d.  Ferrous  sulphate.  When  a  solution  of  this  salt  is 
exposed  to  the  air  in  absence  of  acid,  a  rusty  brown  pre- 
cipitate of  basic  ferric  sulphate  is  produced  : 

4FeS01+02=2Fea0(S04)2. 
The  presence  of  excess  of  sulphuric  acid  does  not  prevent 
oxidation,  but  normal  ferric  sulphate  is  simply  formed  in 
solution  : 

4FeS0.1  +  2H2SO.I  +  02  =  2Fe2(SO,,).,  +  2H20. 
Non-oxidised  solutions  have  a  pale-green   and  oxidised 
solutions  a  pale-yellow  colour.    A  fresh  solution  is  very 
commonly  prepared,  as  required,  from  green  non-oxidised 
crystals. 

<?.  Sodium  sulphite.  Aqueous  solution  of  this  salt  takes 
up  free  oxvgen  rapidlv  with  the  formation  of  sulphate  : 

2Na=',SO,  +  02  =  2Na2SO, 
An  old  solution  should"  never  be  employed,  but  a  fresh  solu- 
tion prepared,  as  required,  from  non-effloresced  crystals.

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The  officers  of  the  Strand  "Union  Schools,  Upper  Edmon- 
ton, London,  arranged  a  concert  and  theatrical  entertain- 
ment on  June  30.  Mr.  T.  H.  H.  Hobbs,  Ph.C.,  dispenser 
at  the  institution,  acted  as  stage  manager.  At  the  con- 
clusion Mr.  W.  H.  G.  Rudderforth,  Chairman  of  the  Strand 
Board  of  Guardians,  presented  Mr.  Hobbs  with  a  handsome 
silver  cigarette-case,  subscribed  for  by  his  fellow-officers, 
as  a  slight  token  of  approval  and  esteem.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Education  Committee  of  the  London 
County  Council  on  July  5  it  was  mentioned  that  in  a  report 
of  the  Children's  Care  Committee  the  auditor  had  drawn 
attention  to  the  sums  of  10/.  14-s.  11<7.  spent  on  malt 
extract  and  cod-liver  oil  and  Scott's  emulsion,  and 
21/.  14s.  5d.  on  fruit.  It  was  stated  that  the  Scott's 
emulsion  was  provided  under  a  misapprehension,  and 
that  each  local  body  was  immediately  informed  that  such 
and  all  kindred  preparations  must  not  be  supplied.  The 
auditor  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Council  can  legally 
pay  for  the  former,  but  that  the  expenditure  on  fruit  he 
did  not  consider  to  be  in  respect  of  "  meals."

Mr.  A.  M.  Chance  has  resigned  the  chairmanship  of  the 
Oldbury  magistrates,  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Wilson.  M.P.,  has 
consented  to  act  in  this  capacity  in  the  future. 

Dr.  Hill,  in  his  report  to  the  County  Council  Education 
Committee,  after  commenting  on  the  condition  of  the 
children,  says  :  "  An  enormous  amount  of  time  and  money- 
are  (sic)  wasted  in  some  districts  owing  to  the  difficulty 
in  getting  suitable  medical  aid.

I  have  been  struck,  from  the  reports  I  have  received,  of 
the  immense  amount  of  money  wasted  on  patent  medicines, 
and  of  late,  particularly  in  the  case  of  ringworm,  I  have 
refused  to  consider  that  a  child  is  having  proper  medical 
treatment  if  it  is  only  being  dealt  with  in  this  uncertain 
way.'' 

Cricket.

From  Various  Courts. 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court  on  June  30,  sentence  of 
death  was  passed  on  Margaret  Murphy,  who  poisoned  her 
baby  girl  with  spirit  of  salt.  The  jury  and  judge  recom- 
mended prisoner  to  mercy,  and  she  has  been  reprieved. 

At  Hengoed  (Glam.)  Police  Court.  Michael  Keen,  de- 
scribed as  a  chemist's  traveller,  who  did  not  respond  to  his 
name,  was  charged  with  stealing  1/.  10s.  7>d.  from  a  fellow- 
lodger.    A  warrant  has  been  issued  against  accused. 

At  Lancaster  Summer  Assizes  on  June  29,  Henry 
Howarth  Pilkington  (28),  chemical  manufacturer,  Acering- 
ton.  pleaded  guilty  to  charges  of  forgery  and  to  fraudu- 
lently obtaining  postal  packets  by  means  of  forged  re- 
direction orders  at  Blackpool  on  April  8  and  June  2.  '  A 
sentence  of  six  months'  imprisonment,  without  hard  labour, 
was  imposed. 

At  the  Birmingham  Quarter  Sessions  on  July  3,  before 
the  Recorder  (Mr.  J.  S.  Dugdale,  K.C.),  Joseph  Young 
(26)  and  William  Higgins  (21)  were  sentenced  to  five,  years' 
penal  servitude  for  stealing  from  the  local  branch  of  Boots, 
Ltd.,  4/.  2s.,  a  gold  watch,  bottles  of  furniture-cream,  and 
six  tablets  of  soap.  Young  was  described  as  the  ringleader 
of  a  gang  and  an  expert  safe-thief. 

At  Birkenhead  Police  Court  on  June  28,  Wm.  John 
Harvey,  errand  boy,  was  placed  on  probation  for  six 
months  on  a  charge  of  stealing  soap,  hair-wash,  dentifrice, 
etc..  from  his  employer,  Mr.  A.  J.  Stones,  Ph.C. 
26  Oxton  Road.  Birkenhead.  Two  women,  named  Astle 
and  Moran,  were  fined  20.S.  and  costs  and  5s.  and  costs 
respectively  for  receiving  part  of  the  stolen  goods. 

At  Leeds  County  Court  on  June  28,  Joseph  Hall  Benson, 
commercial  traveller,  sued  E.  Wade  Wilton,  chemical 
manufacturer,  Planet  Works,  Bramley,  for  71?.  lis.  5d. 
alleged  to  be  due  for  wages  and  expenses,  owing  to  wrong- 
ful dismissal.  Defendant  stated  that  he  engaged  plaintiff 
on  his  representation  that  his  turnover  in  boiler  composi 
tion  had  been  100/.  to  150/.  per  month.  Judge  Greenhow 
found  that  contract  of  service  (for  six  months)  had  be_en 
brought  about  by  misrepresentation,  and  was  therefore  in- 
valid"   He  gave'a  verdict  for  the  defendant. 

At  Greenwich  Police  Court  on  July  4,  Alfred  Babbage 
(16)  was  remanded  on   a.  charge  of  stealing  citrate  of 
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magnesia,  value  5s.  8r/.,  from  the  shop  of  Mr.  Joseph  E. 
Lockyer,  chemist  and  druggkt,  244  Evelyn  Street,  Dept- 
ford,  London,  S.E.  On  a  big  bottle  containing  citrate  of 
magnesia  being  produced  in  court,  the  Magistrate  asked  : 
Did  he  get  inside  it,  or  carry  it  off  from  the  outside? 
(Laughter.)  The  manager  said  that  the  boy  entered  the 
shop,  picked  up  the  bottle,  and  walked  out.  Witness  at 
first  thought  it  was  a  joke. 

At  Durham  Assizes  on  July  4.  Theophilus  Ernest  Dawson 
(47).  chemist,  sub-postmaster  at  the  pest  office  in  High 
West  Street,  Gateshead,  was  sentenced  to  twelve  months' 
hard  labour  for  making  a  false  entry  in  the  sub-postmaster's 
cash-book,  thus  converting  247/.  belonging  to  the  Post- 
master-General to  his  own  use  [C.  <(••  /->..  1911,  I.,  563).  Mr. 
Mundall,  for  the  defence,  said  the  case  was  a  sad  one  : 
the  accused,  on  being  pressed  by  trade  creditors,  resorted 
to  moneylenders,  from  whom  he  had  344/.  10.*.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  time  his  wife  had  been  seriously  ill, 
and  she  died  as  recently  as  June  28. 

At  Northampton  on  June  28,  Alfred  Sargeant.  Wim- 
bledon Park.  London,  was  charged  with  obtaining  goods  to 
the  value  of  9/.  7s.  2/1.  by  false  pretences  from  Stortons, 
Ltd.,  Northampton,  during  April  1908.  For  the  prosecu- 
tion it  was  stated  that  defendant  was  a  traveller  in  the 
employ  of  the  prosecutors  at  6/.  a  week,  and  sent  orders 
for  goods  to  be  sent  to  Mr.  Arnold,  of  Portsmouth.  It 
was  alleged  that  defendant  wanted  these  goods  himself  for 
the  purpose  of  stocking  certain  shops  in  London,  and  that 
he  had  arranged  for  Mr.  Arnold  to  receive  the  goods  and 
send  them  on  to  him,  promising  to  pay  the  accounts  as  they 
became  due.  Defendant  did  pay  some  of  the  money  due 
to  the  prosecutors,  and  after  his  dismissal,  at  the  end  of 
1910,  Mr.  Arnold  was  communicated  with,  and  the  trans: 
actions  were  then  discovered.  Mr.  Geo.  Storton,  managing 
director  of  the  company,  stated  in  evidence  that  civil  pro- 
ceedings had  been  taken  against  the  defendant  and  judg- 
ment obtained,  but  they  had  got  nothing  under  it.  For 
the.  defence  it  was  urged  that  this  was  merely  a  dispute 
about  an  account,  and  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  a. 
criminal  offence  at  all.  The  Bench  dismissed  the  case  and 
allowed  defendant  c<  sts.

FRENCH  NEWS. 

From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent) 


M.  Gabriel  Mourey  publishes  in  the  literary  supplement 
of  the  "  Figaro  "  a  charming  portrait  of  an  old-fashioned 
pharmacist,  evidently  drawn  from  his  personal  recollection 
and  located  in  Provence.  He  styles  him  "  Joseph  of  Arima- 
thea,"  because  he  supplies  the  sweet  herbs  in  which  the 
church  linen  is  laid  away  and  recounts  his  conversation 
and  ideas  on  non-pharmaceutical  subjects.  It  is  wonder- 
fully well  done,  and  I  commend  perusal  of  it  by  those  who 
appreciate  the  French  style. 

In  the  Old  Days  when  shops  were  distinguished  by 
signboards,  the  "  punning  sign  "  (the  commercial  equiva- 
lent of  what  heralds  term  "  canting  "  arms)  was  not  un- 
common. Passing  through  Sens  the  other  day,  I  noticed 
a  gilt  lion's  head  which  still  figures  on  the  frontage  of  M. 
Blandin's  pharmacy,  in  the  rue  du  Plat  d'Etain.  It 
appears  that  years  ago  an  apple-tree  figured  underneath 
the  lion's  head,  this  being  a  pun  on  the  proprietors'  names, 
the  pharmacy  being  at  that  time  owned  by  two  partners 
whose  names  were  Pommier  and  Soulelion. 

The  French  Association. — The  1911  meeting  of  the 
French  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  will  be 
held  at  Dijon  between  July  31  and  August  7.  The  local 
pharmacists'  committee  has  arranged  a  "  pharmacists' 
day  "  for  August  5,  consisting  of  a  technical  lecture  by 
Professor  Tschirch,  of  Berne,  a  literary  lecture  by  M. 
Toraude  (pharmacist  in  one  of  the  Parisian  suburbs),  and  a 
banquet.  Professor  Guignard,  honorary  director  of  the 
Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  has  accepted  the  post 
of  President  of  Honour  of  this  interesting  pharmaceutical 
festival. 

The  Parliamentary  Pharmaceutical  Group  of  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  has  lost  one  of  its  members  by  the 
death  of  M.  Noel  Francois  Victor  Chamerlat,  who  was  in 
his  seventieth  year  and  practised  pharmacy  until  compara- 
tively late  in  life.  He  had  held  some  municipal  and  local 
offices,  but  it  was  only  in  1895  that  he  entered  the  political 
arena,  being  elected  to  represent  Thiers  (the  French 
Sheffield).  He  sat  on  the  Radical-Socialist  benches,  and 
lived  at  59  rue  du  Rocher,  Paris.  He  was  re-elected  in 
1898,  1902,  1906,  and  1910,  but  had  long  been  an  invalid 
and  unable  to  take  a  very  active  part  in  discussion. 

M.  Portes,  head  pharmacist  of  the  St.  Louis  Hospital, 
having  reached  the  age  limit  (sixty-five),  has  been  placed  on 
the  retired  list.  His  colleagues  and  pupils  invited  him  to 
a  farewell  banquet,  at  which  M.  Mesureur,  Director  of 
Public  Assistance  and  chief  of  the  Paris  hospitals,  referred 
to  the  high  esteem  in  which  the  eminent  pharmacist  is  held 
by  all  and  the  value  of  the  services  he  has  rendered.  M. 
Portes  is  a  well-known  member  of  the  Paris  Society  of 
Pharmacy,  having  acted  as  President  in  1892.  His  suc- 
cessor at  St.  Louis  is  M.  Leger,  formerly  of  Beaujon 
Hospital,  and  an  honorary  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain. 

The  Classic  Retort. — A  pharmaceutical  reader  at  the 
Bibliotheque  Nationale  having  demanded  the  "  Canon  " 
of  Avicenna,  the  obliging  librarian,  anxious  to  facilitate 


the  task  of ^his  subordinates,  endorsed  the  slip  "See 
1  Artillery.'  "  After  an  hour's  patient  waiting,  the  reader 
advanced  to  the  desk  and  the  still  courteous  librarian 
"regretted  the  library  did  not  possess  a  copy  of  the  in- 
teresting artillery  treatise."  "  But  Avicenna  didn't  write 
on  artillery,  but  on  medicine."  explained  the  would-be 
student  of  Arab  pharmacy.  "Ah,  well,  some  of  us  kill 
our  fellow-creatures  one  way  and  some  another.  One  does 
what  one  can,"  replied  the  librarian. 

Obituary.— The  death  took  place  in  Paris  last  week  of 
M.  Adrian,  the  head  of  the  well-known  Paris  firm  of  Adrian 
&  Co.,  manufacturers  of  pharmaceutical  preparations,  at 
the  age  of  seventy-nme.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  high 
scientific  attainments,  with  which  he  combined  business 
qualifications  of  a  superior  order,  and  the  name  of  his  firm 
is  almost  as  well  known  and  respected  abroad  as  in  France. 
He  leaves  an  interesting  record  of  researches  and  dis- 
coveries in  pharmaceutical  science  as  well  as  published 
works,  which  have  gained  him  numerous  honours.  The 
funeral  took  place  on  Monday  at  the  historical  church  of 
Saint  Germain  l'Auxerrois,  in  his  parish,  and  was  largely 
attended. 

A  Pharmacy  in  a  State  of  Siege. — There  has  been  some- 
thing approaching  to  a  revolt  against  the  tax-collectors  in 
the  12th  Arrondissement,  near  the  Lyons  Railway  Station  in 
Paris.  The  trouble  has  arisen  owing  to  the  losses  a  large 
number  of  tradesmen  suffered  during  the  dreadful  floods 
which  cast  such  a  sinister  gloom  over  La  Ville  Lumiere 
during  the  early  months  of  1910.  These  taxpayers  were 
told  that  a  certain  portion  of  their  taxes  would  not  be 
claimed  by  reason  of  the  serious  detriment  to  their  busi- 
nesses caused  by  the  floods.  They  consider  the  allowance 
accorded  to  them  in  this  connection  is  quite  inadequate, 
and  consequently  refused  to  pay  by  way  of  protest.  They 
were  also  promised  monetary  assistance  from  the  large 
relief  funds  that  were  raised  during  the  floods,  and  are 
very  dissatisfied  as  well  in  that  regard.  Last  week  about  a 
hundred  of  the  tradesmen  in  question  received  visits  from 
bailiffs  on  the  part  of  the  tax  authorities,  and  feeling  ran 
high  in  the  quarter.  But  the  centre  of  the  agitation  was 
M.  Gantelet's  pharmacy  at  83  Avenue  Ledru  Rollin,  over 
whose  sign  had  been  placed  a  strongly  worded  protest  in 
large  letters.  M.  Gantelet,  however,  maintained  a  quiet 
demeanour  himself,  and  when  interviewed  in  his  phar- 
macy he  was  at  his  accustomed  post  behind  the  counter. 
He  said  that,  he  meant  to  resist  when  the  bailiffs  came  to 
seize  his  furniture  and  fittings  in  lieu  of  taxes.  The  floods 
have  caused  him  a  loss  of  15.000f.  (600/.),  and  he  has  only 
received  l,000f.  (40/.)  from  the  relief  funds.  He  pays  36/. 
taxes,  and  was  accorded  12/.  reduction  only  for  1910.  M. 
Gantelet  added  that  he  had  put  the  whole  of  his  modest 
fortune  into  his  business,  and  had  lost  practically  the  whole 
of  it.  He  said  the  Government  does  not  seem  to  consider 
this  enough,  but  he  protests.  Last  Saturday  afternoon  the 
representatives  of  the  law  presented  themselves  at  the  phar- 
macy. They  were  escorted  by  a  strong  force  of  police,  as 
well  as  cavalry  and  foot  soldiers.  They  found  the  iron 
shutters  down,  and  three  locksmiths  were  requisitioned  to 
raise  them.  This  first  line  of  defence  removed,  the  assail- 
ants found  themselves  confronted  by  a  barricade  worthy, 
it  must  be  admitted,  of  schoolboys,  consisting  of  planks 
liberally  covered  with  pepper  and  snuff,  which  gave  the 
police  some  trouble  in  removing.  When  admittance  was 
finally  obtained  to  the  pharmacy  the  bailiffs  were  met  by 
M.  Boutineau,  the  assistant,  who  from  behind  the  counter 
protested  against  the  forced  entrance  and  explained  that 
M.  Gantelet  was  in  bed  upstairs  suffering  from  nervous 
exhaustion.  The  representatives  of  the  law  went  upstairs, 
and  a  truce  was  called  by  the  Vice-President  of  the  Trades- 
men's Committee  of  Defence  paying  the  sum  claimed  (20/.), 
so  there  was  no  seizure.  The  soldiery  and  police  then  with- 
drew, and  the  member  of  Parliament  of  the  district,  M. 
Berry  harangued  a  crowd  of  several  thousand  people  trom 
the  first-floor  windows  above  the  pharmacy,  and  as  the 
evening  wore  on  the  effervescence  subsided.

The 
election  of  eleven  of  tho  above  will  be  declared  at  the 
annual  general  meeting  in  July.  Mr.  R.  McGeorge  was 
again  nominated  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and,  there 
being  no  further  nominations,  is  duly  elected.  Mr.  A.  Mac- 
donald declined  nomination  for  the  coming  year.  The 
President  gave  a.  resume  of  the  work  the  Society  had  been 
doing  in  conjunction  with  the  Senate  of  the  Transvaal 
University  College  in  the  interest  of  Pharmaceutical  Educa- 
tion, and  stated  that  the  Society  had  made  an  offer  of 
50/.  to  the  University  authorities  for  the  purpose  of  enab- 
ling pharmacy  classes  to  be  formed  as  soon  as  practicable. 
The  Society  also  is  prepared  to  offer  an  annual  prize 
for  competition  among  the  students.  The  meeting  approved 
<>f  the  committee's  action.  The  President  warned  the 
meeting  that  certain  chemists  are  likely  to  be  prosecuted 
unless  a  stop  is  put  to  the  frequent  infringements  of  the 
Shop  Hours  Act.  The  meeting  was  also  notified  that  the 
food  and  drugs  inspector  is  busy  taking  samples. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. 

The  annual  dinner  was  held  in  the  Goede  Trouw  Hall.  Cape 
Town,  on  June  7,  the  President  (Mr.  W.  Frocmbling,  Ph.D.) 
in  the  chair.  There  were  present  somo  fifty  members,  and 
among  them  Messrs.  A.  E.  A.  Tothill  and  Austin  Thomas 
(Vice-Presidents).  Mr.  Harry  Evans  (director  of  Messrs. 
Petersen,  Ltd.),  Mr.  L.  H.  Walsh  (manager,  Messrs.  Lennon, 
Ltd.),  Mr.  G.  R.  Cleghorn  (membsr  Colonial  Pharmacy 
Board),  Messrs.  F.  C.  Mathew  and  Alf.  H.  Mathew  (directors 
of  Messrs.  Ileynes,  Mathew  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  Mr.  J.  Sowdcn, 
Mr.  W.  Fisk,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Harcus  (Hon.  Secretary). 

The  toasts  of  "Tho  King"  and  "The  Governor-General" 
baving  been  honoured,  Mr.  A.  E.  A.  Tothill  proposed  the  toast 
of  "  Our  New  Nation.''  In  the  course  of  his  speech  he  urged 
pharmacists  to  take  their  place  in  the  formation  of  the  new 
nation.  At  present,  there  is  no  representative  of  pharmacy 
in  Parliament.  Such  a  man  as  their  President  would  help 
to  make  tho  country  go  forward  and  become  a  gem  of  the 
British  Empire. — Mr.  F.  Mathew,  in  reply,  agreed  that  in 
building  up  the  nation  there  is  an  opportunity  for  pharmacists 
not  only  to  give  the  stimulus  of  tidiness  and  care  and  of 
cleanliness,  but  to  combine  with  physical  healing  a  strong, 
helpful,  and  sympathetic  influence. 

Mr.  W.  Fick  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society,"  and  gave  a  resume  of  the  history  of  the  Society. 
In  the  year  1897  the  Government  brought  in  an  Act  to  amend 
the  then  existing  Pharmacy  Act.  In  the  new  Act  there  were 
several  clauses  which  were  not  only"  in  conflict  with  their 
interests,  but  which  directly  took  away  their  liberty  and 
struck  at  their  daily  livelihood.  The  chemists,  who  were  at 
that  time  easy-going,  were  put  on  their  mettle,  and  it. 
appeared  to  him  to  .be  a  most  opportune  moment  to  form  a 
Society  on  the  basis  of  the  mother  Societv  of  Great  Britain. 
He  therefore  approached  Mr.  W.  F.  H.  Pocock,  then  Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  and  pointed  out  the  imminent 
danger  threatening  to  chemists.  Mr.  Pocock  agreed  with' 
him,  and  promised  him  every  support  if  he  (Mr.  Fick)  would 
take  the  initial  steps.  He  then  set  about  circularising  the 
chemists  throughout  the  Colony,  and  the  response  was  almost, 
unanimous.  He  next  convened  a.  meeting  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Y.M.C.A.,  and  he  did  not  remember  in  all  the  years  he  had 
been  connected  with  pharmacy  a  larger  meeting.     A  com- 


mittee was  formed,  and  they  had  an  animated  discussion  and 
went,  into  the  different  clauses  of  the  BiH.  They  got  the  old. 
"  Tahhaars "  (the  farmers  of  the  old  days)  down  at  the 
"  White  House  "  and  pointed  out  to  them  the  danger  of  a 
certain  clause.  One  of  those  old  gentlemen  was  a  member 
of  Parliament,  and  they  pointed  out  to  him  that  under  that 
particular  clause,  if  he  had  an  increase  in  his  family,  and 
engaged  a  midwife,  he  might  get  into  very  serious  trouble 
if  he  did  not  also  engage  a  doctor.  The  old  gentleman  said, 
"  Allemachtig  "  (By  Jove).  "  we  must  get  that  altered."  They 
had  waited  on  the  Hon.  Mr.  Schreiner,  and  as  a  result  of 
that  deputation,  backed  up  by  the  unanimity  among  tho 
chemists,  those  iniquitous  clauses  were  deleted.  The  follow- 
ing Session  another  amending  measure  was  brought  in,  but 
not  before  the  then  newly  established  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  consulted.  Since  that  time  no  Government  has 
attempted  to  do  anything  in  regard  to  legislation  affecting 
the  interests  of  pharmacy  without  consulting  the  Society,, 
and  the  result  is  that  to-day  they  have  a  workable  Act.— Dr. 
Froembling,  in  reply,  said  the  remark  that  he  (the  Presi- 
dent) had  very  little  spare  time  applied  to  them  all.  Many 
chemists  need  more  fresh  air. 

Among  the  other  toasts  was  that  of  "  The  Wholesale- 
Fraternity,"  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  R.  Peck,  and  replied  to  by 
Mr.  H.  Evans.  The  proceedings  were  interspersed  with 
music  contributed  by  Mr.  Harry  Evans  and  Mr.  F.  C. 
Mathew.  

POISONING  FATALITIES. 

Twelve  deaths,  of  which  four  were  due  to  misadventure,, 
have  been  reported  from  poisoning  since  our  issue  last  week. 

Carbolic  Acid.— Maria  Lawrence,  the  wife  of  a  naval 
gunner  died  as  a  result  of  intentionally  drinking  this  fluid.— 
At  Trehariis  (South  Wales)  two  children  were  playing 
together,  when  the  elder  boy,  aged  four,  picked  up  a  bottle 
of  car  bolic  acid  and  gave  it  to  his  younger  brother,  aged  two 
and  a  half.  The  child  swallowed  some  of  the  acid  and  ex- 
pired.—A  man  about  forty  years  old  was  found  dying  by  the 
roadside  at  Rawreth,  near  Southend,  with  a  bottle  of  carbolic 
acid  by  his  side.  He  was  taken  by  a  cottager  into  his  house, 
but  expired  almost  immediately.  _  . 

Gelsemium. — An  unusual  case  of  poisoning  was  investigated, 
by  the  Liverpool  Coroner  on  July  4.  A  man  named  Richard. 
Humphries  (48),  employed  in  the  docks,  obtained  some  roots 
from  the  Cunard  shed,  which  he  took  to  be  sarsaparilla,  and 
gave  them  in  his  dinner-can  to  a  girl  named  Ellen  Goulding 
to  take  home  for  him,  telling  her  "to  stew  it  in  water  to. 
make  some  herb-tea."  The  girl  did  as  she  was  told,  but  on. 
tasting  the  decoction  spat,  it  out  as  it  was  bitter.  Humphries,, 
however,  invited  his  relatives  to  join  in  drinking  the  pre- 
paration, and  the  man  and  Elizabeth  Thompson  (57)  became 
.affected  with  blindness,  and  the  former  died  on  the  way  to. 
the  Stanley  Hospital,  while  the  woman  succumbed  shortly 
after  admission.  Hopes  of  recovery  are  held  out  of  the  girL 
Goulding,  who  had  not  partaken  excessively  of  the  drink. 
Dr  Clarke  of  the  Stanley  Hospital,  stated  in  his  evidence- 
that,  the  root  was  that  of  gelsemium.  The  jury  returned  a. 
verdict  that,  death  was  due  to  -misadventure.  The  Coroner, 
in  reply  to  a  juror,  stated  that  gelsemium-root  was  imported, 
in  bags  from  America  and  other  places  by  wholesale  chemists. 
"  for  the  purpose  of  distillation  and  to  -be  mixed  with  other 
medicines,"  but  if  it  got  astray,  as  it  did  in  this  case,  it  was 
a  deadly  poison,,  as  many-other  things  were.  Another  juror 
said  it  was  so  like  other  things  used  for  bitters  that  he  thought 
it  ought  to  be  marked.  The  Coroner  said  he  had  made  a 
suggestion  about  that  himself.  He  had  had  some  of  the 
principal  wholesale  chemists  spoken  to  about  it,  and  he 
felt  that  if  they  possibly  could  they  would  get  the  bag 
labelled.  But  the  difficulty  was  the  bags  might -get  broken 
or  cut.  .       ,  , 

A  Poisonous  Liniment  taken  in  mistake  for  medicine  causect 
the  accidental  death  of  Ann  Maggs  King  (65)  at  Abersychan. 
Both  preparations  were  in  similar  bottles. 

Mercuric  Chloride.— -The  Hull  Coroner  (Colonel  Thornev) 
held  an  inquest,  at  Hull  relative  to  the  death  of  Aaron  J. 
Pease  (23),  naval  stoker,  who  died  in  Hull  Workhouse  from 
mercurial  poisoning.  It.  appeared  that  he  had  taken  some- 
tablets  of  mercury  perchloride  from  the  poison-cupboard  after 
stealing  the  keys!  After  some  comments  by  the  Coroner,  Mr. 
Winter,  for  the  Guardians,  said  that  the  poisons  would  be 
withdrawn  from  the  wards. 

Oxalic  Acid  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by  Charles  W. 
Swaby  (39).  chairmaker,  Bethnal  Green,  and  by  Henry  A.  . 
McCarthy  (48)  out-of-work  cellarman.  Marylebone. 

Spirit  '  of  Salt.— The  suicidal  death  of  Edward  James. 
Martin  (52),  at  Portsmouth,  was  due  to  shock  after  taking 
spirit  of  salt. 

Kind  not  stated. — Two  cases  are  reported,  one  in  Lutorv- 
the  other  in  Small  Heath. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS. 


High  Court  Cases. 

'Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

.British  Association  of  Glass  Bottle  Manufacturers, 
Ltd. 

In  the  King's  Bench  Commercial  Court  on  July  3,  Mr. 
-Justice  Hamilton  had  before  him  an  action  brought  by 
the  British  Association  of  Glass  Bottle  Manufacturers, 
Ltd.,  of  Leeds,  against  Mr.  Fredk.  John  Nettlefold,  of 
■Seething  Lane,  London,  whereby  the  company  claimed  calls 
and  interest  alleged  to  be  due  from  Mr.  Nettlefold  as  a 
.member  of  the  association.  The  company  claimed  338/. , 
and,  in  view  of  the  pleas  made  in  defence,  his  Lordship 
.held  that  the  onus  was  upon  Mr.  Nettlefold  to  establish 
the  answer  he  pleaded  to  the  claim.  Among  other  things 
the  defendant  contended  that  the  plaintiff  company  was 
really  a  trade-union  within  the  meaning  of  Section  16  of 
the  Trade  Unions  Act,  1876,  and  that  the  action  was 
brought  with  the  object  of  directly  enforcing  or  recovering 
-damages  for  the  breach  of  an  agreement  for  the  payment 
by  Mr.  Nettlefold  of  a  subscription  or  penalty  to  a  trade- 
.union.  In  the  alternative  it  was  urged  that  the  company 
was  a  body  formed  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into 
■elfcut  the  terms  of  an  agreement  whereby,  it  was  alleged, 
His  members  of  the  company  formed  themslves  into  an 
as&cwation  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  terms  upon 
which  they  should  carry  on  their  trade  and  of  restricting 
:thcir  output  of  bottles,  and  for  other  purposes  in  restraint/ 
of  trade.  The  registration  of  the  company  was  attacked 
with  a  suggestion  that  it  was  a  mere  device  to  enforce  and 
carry  into  effect  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  and  defendant 
alleged  that  the  shares,  calls,  and  contributions  payable  to 
ithe  company  were,  in  substance,  payments  of  subscriptions 
to  a  trade-union.  The  plaintiffs  denied,  generally,  the 
allegations  in  the  defence,  and  contended  that  the  registra- 
tion of  the  company  was  bona  fide. 

Mr.  Clauson,  K.C.,  having  opened, for  the  defendant, 

•  called  him  as  a  witness.  Mr.  Nettlel'old  was  cross-examined 
by  Mr.  C.  A.  Russell,  K.C..  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs,  for 
whom  no  witnesses  were  called.  Mr.  Russell  was  address- 
ring  the  Court  when  it  adjourned  until  Tuesday. 

Mr.  Russell  resumed  his  arguments  for  the  plaintiffs  on 
Tuesday,  and,  having  concluded, 

Mr.  Justice  Hamilton  delivered  judgment  in  favour  of 
ithe  plaintiff  company.  His  remarks  dealt  chiefly  with 
ithe  points  in  regard  to  company  and  trade-union  law  which 
.had  been  discussed  in  the  hearing.  It  had  been  said  that 
it  must  be  inferred  from  the  memorandum  and  articles  of 
association  that  the  company  was  an  organisation  con- 
stituted for  executing  the  behests  of  the  association  and  for 
enforcing,  by  making  calls,  the  payment  of  penalties  to 
the  association,  but  his  Lordship  did  not  think  it  was  pos- 
sible to  draw  that  inference.  The  evidence  of  the  defen- 
dant himself  supported  the  contention  of  the  plaintiff  com- 
pany that  it  was  a  trading  company.  The  calls  were  made 
'to  enable  the  company  to  pay  for  the  Instalments  of  the 
purchase  price  of  the  patents  for  an  automatic  bottle- 
:making  machine  (called  Owen's  machine),  and  the  capital 
■of  the  company  was  fixed  with  reference  to  the  price  to  be 
paid  for  these  patents.  It  was  admitted  that  the  calls  in 
■question  were  regularly  and  properly  made.  Prima  jade, 
•therefore,  the  amount  claimed  was  due,  and  the  burden  was 
•on  the  defendant  to  answer  that  claim. 

His  Lordship  held  that  all  the  pleas  raised  in  the  defence 
failed,  and  entered  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for  the 

•  amount  claimed,  with  costs. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  Sheffield  on  June  29,  John  Thomas  Lomas,  grocer, 
Fearnehough  Street,  was  fined  15s.  for  causing  to  be  6old 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  showed  a  deficiency  of  46  per 
cent,  of  ethyl  nitrite.  It  was  sold  by  his  son,  who  was 
also  summoned,  but  the  summons  against  him  wa6  with- 
-drawn. 


Egg-powder. 

At  the  Blackwood  (Mon.)  Police  Court  on  Friday,  June  30, 
Abraham  Jenkins,  grocer,  Crumlin,  was  summoned  under 
Section  6  of  the  1875  Act  for  selling  egg-powder  which  con- 
tained about  12.37  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  lime.  Mr.  L. 
Moore  (Newport),  who  prosecuted,  explained  that  sulphate 
of  lime  is  plaster  of  Paris,  and  mixed  with  barley-meal  is 
used  to  destroy  rats.  He  called  as  witnesses  Mr.  G.  R. 
Thompson,  F.l.C,  county  analyst,  and  Mr.  Bernard  F. 
Howard.  F.l.C.  (London).  Mr.  H.  S.  Lyne  (Newport),  on 
behalf  of  the  defendant,  submitted  that  his  client  had 
acted  in  perfectly  good  faith  by  selling  the  article,  as  he 
bought  it  from  a  highly  respectable  firm  of  wholesale  manu- 
facturers. Since  the  serving  of  the  summons  he  had  de- 
stroyed the  whole  of  his  stock  of  those  powders.  The 
Bench  dismissed  the  summons,  thinking  that  the  defendant 
acted  in  ignorance,  and  they  could  not  hold  him  responsible. 

Companies  Acts. 

A  Drug  Company's  Returns. 

At  West  London  Police  Court,  before  Mr.  Garrett,  on 
July  4,  Vincents,  Ltd.,  chemists  and  druggists,  Jerdan 
Place,  Fulham,  were  summoned  at  the  instance  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  for  alleged  breaches  of  the  Companies 
Acts  in  failing  to  send  to  the  Registrar  of  Companies  a 
list  of  members,  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities,  etc. 
Dr.  Morris  James  Williams,  as  manager  of  the  company, 
was  also  summoned  for  permitting  such  default  to  be  made. 
Dr.  Ginsburg.  instructed  by  the  Solicitor  to  the  Board  of 
Trade,  appeared  in  support  of  the  summonses;  and  Mr.  H. 
Pierron  appeared  for  Dr.  Williams. 

Dr.  Ginsburg  recalled  the  fact  that  in  April  proceedings 
were  taken  against  Vincents,  Ltd.,  for  breaches  of  the 
Companies  Act  (C.  J-  D.,  April  29,  1911.  index  folio  601). 
The  company  was  registered  in  May  1908,  but  the 
requirements  of  the  law  as  regards  public  companies 
had  not  been  complied  with.  As  regarded  Dr.  Williams, 
they  had  evidence  that  he  acted  as  manager  of  the  com- 
pany, and  he  was  therefore  liable  for  the  defaults  of  the 
company. 

Mr.  Pierron,  for  the  defence,  stated  that  in  1901  Vin- 
cent &  Co.,  a  private  company,  carried  on  the  business  of 
chemists  at  Jerdan  Place,  and  at  that  time  Dr.  Williams 
was  a  tenant  as  a  medical  man,  practising  his  profession 
on  part  of  the  premises.  In  1904  Mrs.  Williams  acquired  the 
business  of  Vincent  &  Co..  and,  with  the  aid  of  a  qualified 
man,  continued  to  carry  it  on.  She  was  then  advised  to 
turn  the  business  into  a  company,  and  the  matter  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  solicitor,  Mr.  Douglas  Brown, 
who  had,  unfortunately,  since  then  died.  There  was  to 
be  a  transfer  of  the  business  with  a  tenancy  agreement, 
and  the  purchase-price  was  fixed  at  1,250/.,  payable  in 
cash  or  debentures,  and  the  balance  in  shares.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  that  agreement  was  never  executed,  so  that 
Mrs.  Williams  still  continued  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
Vincent  &  Co.  As  regarded  the  debts,  he  (Mr.  Pierron) 
was  authorised  to  6ay  that,  with  the  exception  of  3/.  or  4/. 
for  running  accounts,  the  company  owed  no  debts. 

Dr.  Williams  supported  this  statement  in  the  witness- 
box,  and  declared  that  he  was  anxious  that  the  company 
should  be  struck  off  the  register.  He  had  endeavoured  to 
have  that  done.  In  cross-examination  witness  declared 
that  the  company  had  no  debts,  but  admitted  that  the 
company  still  owed  the  penalty  inflicted  on  it  on  the  pre- 
vious proceedings  [5/.  and  15/.  15.?.  costs]. 

Mr.  Garrett  observed  that  he  had  no  doubt  that  Dr. 
Williams  had  acted  as  manager  of  the  company.  He  im- 
posed on  Dr.  Williams  penalties  amounting  to  15/.,  with 
five  guineas  costs,  and  5/.  on  the  company. 

[The  name  of  Morris  James  Williams  occurs  in  the  Medical 
Register  for  1911  as  at  19  Jerdan  Place,  Walharn  Green, 
London,  S.W.,  his  qualification  being  "  Lie.  Soc.  Apoth.  Ixmd. 
1901."'  The  following  is  the  note  of  the  registration  ot 
the  company  which  was  published  in  the  C.  &  D.  at  the 
time. :

Re  Tasker  Keys  &.  Co.,  Ltd..  lately  in  business  at  High 
Road,  Tottenham,  Chemists  and  Druggists. — The  adjourned 
public  examination  of  Mr.  Tasker  Keys,  secretary  of  this 
company,  was  fixed  for  Thursday,  June  29,  at  the  Edmonton 
County  Court.  At  the  previous  hearing  witness  had  been 
questioned  at  considerable  length  by  the  Official  Receiver  in 
respect  to  a  statement  that  his  wife  paid  300/.  for  the  business 
io  a  Mr.  Henry  Payne,  who  sold  it  on  behalf  of  the  company. 
The  Official  Receiver  now  sent  a  letter  to  the  Court  saying 
•hat  he  had  no  additional  questions  to  put  to  Mr.  Keys,  and 
the  examination  was  concluded.

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NATIONAL   INSURANCE  BILL. 


An  Eventful  Week  with  the  Centre  of  Interest  in  London,  whfre  Meetings  of  Parliamentarians 
and  Pharmacists  have  been  held.  Mr.  Glyn-Jor.es  has  framed  his  amendments,  the  nature  of  which  is 
shown  in  these  pages.    The  Mass  Meeting  in  London  is  reported  in  our  Coloured  Supplement. 


OTICES  of  amendments  to  the  extent  of  fourteen  pages 
of  the  House  of  Commons'  orders  were  handed  in  to 
the  Clerks  on  Monday,  July  3,  and  every  day  other  amend- 
ments are  tabled.    There  is  much  speculation  as  to  how 
the  Government  will  carry  the  Bill  through  this  Session, 
and  rumours  are  rife  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  closure 
will  be  applied.    Statements  vary  from  day  to  day,  and  as 
most  are  speculative,  and  the  rest  imaginative,  we  leave 
them  alone.    As  to  the  amendments  bearing  upon  the  sup- 
ply of  medicines,  Mr.  Goldman  wants  to  amend  Clause  8 
(rates  and  conditions  of  benefits)  so  that 
no  insured  person  shall  be  entitled  .  .  .  to  medical  benefit 
if  his  wages  exceed  or  other  remuneration  the  sum  of  two 
•pounds  a  week. 
The  italicised  words  are  new  ;  in  addition  Mr.  Goldman 

provides  for  allocation  of  "          shillings  a  year  "  from 

which  the  insured  person  may  draw  for  payment  to  any 
medical  practitioner  for  medical  treatment.  In  the  same 
clause  Mr.  Arnold  Rowntree,  the  member  for  York,  pro- 
poses to  amend  the  medical  benefit  sub-clause  thus  : 

(1)  The  benefits  conferred  by  this  part  of  this  Act  upon 
insured  persons  are — 

(a)  Medical  treatment  and  attendance,  including  the  pro- 
vision of  proper  and  sufficient  medicines  and.  such  medical 
and  surqical  appliances  as  may  be  prescribed  by  regula- 
tions to  be  made  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners. 
The  italicised  words  are  Mr.  Rowntree's. 

'  Sir  Henry  Kimber  proposes  to  amend  Clause  13  by  the 
insertion  of  the  words  in  italics  : 

.  .  .  medical,  maternity,  and  sanatorium  benefits  shall  in 
all  cases  be  administered  by  and  through  local  Health 
Committees. 

A  similar  amendment  is  proposed  for  Clause  45,  which 
deals  with  income.  Sir  Henry  has  put  down  a  series  of 
amendments  covering  the  British  Medical  Association's 
demands,  and  the  Earl  of  Ronaldshay  has  done  the  same. 

Mr.  Peel  has  handed  in  an  amendment  to  Clause  14  to 
ensure  that  dispensing  be  carried  out  by  qualified  chemists 
with  payment  by  scale. 

Mr.  Lees-Smith  proposes,  inter  alia,  to  leave  out  the  pro- 
vision in  Clause  15  for  sanatorium  benefit. 

Mr.  Thomas  Wiles,  the  member  for  South  Islington,  has 
pat  down  the  following  amendments  : 

Clause  43,  page  37,  line  12.  at  end  insert  "  and  at  least 

two  shall  be  duly  qualified  pharmacists." 

Clause  42,  page  36.  line  3.  after  "  societies,"  insert  "  and 

representatives  of  duly  qualified  pharmacists." 

Clause  41,  page  35,  line  17,  at  end,  insert  "  and  shall 

include  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 

Great  Britain  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland." 

Clause  41  deals  with  the  Constitution  of  Insurance  Com- 
missioners ;  Clause  42  with  Advisory  Committees ;  and 
Clause  43  with  the  appointment  of  Local  Health  Com- 
mittees. 

Questions  in  Parliament. 

Since  our  last  issue  the  following  questions  have  been 
put  and  answered  in  the  House  of  Commons  : 

Sir  Henry  Kimber  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
whether  he  is  willing  to  accept  amendments  in  the  National 
Insurance  Bill  providing  that  the  dispensing  of  medicines 
unde'r  the  Bill  shall  be  done  through  the  channels  provided 
by  the  Pharmacy  Acts  and  by  persons  duly  qualified  in  accord- 
ance with  those  Acts  ;  that  the  arrangements  for  the  supply 
and  payment  for  drugs  and  medicines  shall  be  made  by  the 
local  Health  Committees  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Insurance  Commissioners;  and  that  the  pharmacists 
shall  be  represented  on  the  local  Health  Committees  and  on 
the  advisory  committee  appointed  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners. Sir  H.  Kimber  received  a  reply  from  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  on  Monday.  He  referred  the  hon.  baronet  to  his  reply 
to  Mr.  Mason  on  June  20,  and  added  that  he  is  not  prepared 
at  present  to  say  what  amendments  are  likely  to  be  found 
desirable  in  the  direction  indicated  in  the  question. 

Major  White  asked  the  Chancellor  on  Monday  whether  he 
has  received  any  communications  from  associations  of  medical 


herbalists  w  ith  regard  to  the  National  Insurance  Bill  ;  and 
whether  he  is  prepared  to  give  any  facilities  under"the  Bill 
to  those  insured  persons  who  prefer  to  undergo  herbalist 
treatment  rather  than  that  of  the  ordinary  medical  prac- 
titioner. The  Chancellor  replied  that  he  had  received  such 
communications,  and  they  are  receiving  his  consideration. 

Mr.  Fell  asked  the  Chancellor  on  Monday  if  he  has  received 
any  representations  against  the  National  Insurance  Bill  by 
the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  chemists 
of  the  LTnited  Kingdom  ;  and  if  he  can  give  them  any  assur- 
ance that  they  will  not  be  prejudiced  by  the  Bill  or  by  any 
regulations  or  arrangements  to  be  made  in  pursuance  of  if. 
The  Chancellor  replied  that  he  has  received  representations 
on  the  subject  of  the  Bill  from  the  sources  referred  to.  He 
has  already  promised  to  give  the  most  careful  consideration 
to  any  amendments  which  they  may  think  desirable  in  their 
interests. 

We  have  not  received  the  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr. 
Cooper  asking  whether  the  Chancellor  was  aware  that, 
according  to  the  statistics  of  the  German  Empire  for  1908. 
vol.  229.  the  cost  of  medicines  and  appliances  per  insured 
person  for  that  year  averaged  3.52  marks  ;  has  he  evidence 
that  would  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  in  this  country  the 
cost  would  be  less  under  the  National  Insurance  Bill ;  under 
what  arrangements  drugs  are  dispensed  under  the  German 
scheme  of  sickness  insurance  ;  and,  if  there  is  a  schedule 
of  prices,  will  he  circulate  a  translation. 

The  Committee  Stage. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  July  5,  the  House  of  Commons 
entered  on  the  Committee  stage  of  the  Bill,  the  regulation 
as  to  suspension  of  sittings  at  11  o'clock  being  set  aside  by 
246  votes  to  100.  Various  instructions  were  discussed,  the 
most  important  (separation  of  Part  I.  from  Part  II. — 
unemployment)  being  defeated  by  254  to  165.  At  6  o'clock 
the  Speaker  left  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Emmott  presided  over 
the  Committee,  which  proceeded  to  discuss  general  prin- 
ciples none  of  them  connected  with  Clause  14.  The'  first 
division  (on  the  admission  of  wives  to  the  benefit)  showed 
46  for  the  motion  and  244  against,  this  being  the  Govern- 
ment's first  win  in  Committee.  Several  other  amendments 
to  Clause  1  were  discussed,  and  the  House  adjourned  at 
12.55  a.m.    The  Bill  was  again  considered  on  Thursday. 

CONFERENCES. 

Wholesalers  and  the  Bill. 

In  Committee  Room  16  of  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  July  5.  a  committee  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council,  consisting  of  the  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Mr.  Campkin,  Mr.  Harrington,  Mr.  Rowsell,  and 
Mr.  White,  with  the  Secretary,  Parliamentary  Secretary, 
and  Assistant  Secretary,  had  a  conference  with  representa- 
tives of  the  wholesale  drug-trade  in  Great  Britain,  compris- 
ing Sir  Thomas  Barclay  (Birmingham),  Sir  Edward  Evans 
(Liverpool),  Mr.  J.  Laidlaw  Ewing  (Edinburgh),  Mr.  H. 
Wippell  Gadd  (Exeter),  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  (London).  Mr. 
Townsend  (Bristol),  and  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  (London). 
The  proceedings  were  private,  and  lasted  fully  an  hour. 
The  proposed  official  amendments  were  fully  discussed, 
and  it  is  understood  that  the  conference  was  beneficial  in 
bringing  out  those  points  in  the  Bill  and  amendments  in 
which  wholesalers  can  work  sympathetically  with  retail 
pharmacists. 

Liverpool. 

In  Committee  Room  No.  15  of  the  House  of  Commons 
on  Wednesday  evening,  July  6,  at  6  o'clock,  a  conference 
was  held  of  chemists  from  Liverpool  and  district  with 
their  members  of  Parliament,  which  had  been  arranged  by 
Mr.  Harmood  Banner.  Mr.  R.  P.  Houston,  M.P.  for 
West  Toxteth.  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  were  also 
present  Mr.  Harmood  Banner,  Maior  Dalrymple  White, 
Mr.  Gershom  Stewart,  Mr.  Marshall  Hall.  K.C.,  Mr.  Bonar 
Law,  Mr.  W.  Watson  Rutherford.  Mr.  Bigland.  Mr.  Hall- 
Walker,    and    others.     The    deputation   of  pharmacists 
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consisted  of  Dr.  Charles  Svmes,  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry.  Mr. 
Harold  Wyatt,  Mr.  W.  A.  Wynne  (Birkenhead),  Mr.  G.  V. 
('.  Lust,  and  Mr.  E.  S.  Taylor.  The  case  for  the  chemists 
was  presented  by  Mr.  Harold  Wyatt,  and  after  various 
questions  were  put  by  the  parliamentarians  and  answered 
by  the  pharmacists,  the  members  pledged  themselves  to 
serine  amendments  as  far  as  possible  to  ensure  for  retail 
chemists  control  of  dispensing  under  the  Bill. 

Scotland. 

In  Committee  Room  No.  12  of  the  House  of  Commons 
on  Wednesday,  July  5,  at  7  p.m.,  Mr.  Cathcart  Wason, 
M.P.,  presided  over  a  meeting  of  Scottish  members  of 
Parliament  numbering  over  thirty,  which  had  been  arranged 
by  Sir  Walter  Menzies,  M.P.  for  South  Lanark,  to  receive 
a.  deputation  of  pharmacists  from  Scotland.  The  Scottish 
members  were  accompanied  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones, 
M.P.,  who  sat  on  the  Chairman's  left;  and  Mr.  W.  L. 
Currie,  in  introducing  the  deputation,  put  in  the  following 
list  of  delegates  :

He  then  intimated  to  the  Chairman  that  the  position  of 
chemists  in  Scotland  would  be  explained  by  Mr.  J.  Ruther- 
ford Hill.  "  who."  he  added,  "has  a  most  intimate  know- 
ledge of  the  conditions  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in 
Scotland,  especially  in  regard  to  dispensing  for  friendly 
societies,  and  he  has  made  a  thorough  study  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Bill  and  considered  their  relation  to  exist- 
ing practice  and  their  probable  effects  thereon."  Mr.  Hill 
then  explained  the  position  in  a  well-phrased  speech. 
He  outlined  the  objections  which  Scotland  entertained 
towards  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  and  suggested  amend- 
ments which  would  give  effect  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer's  proposal  that  the  dispensing  of  medicines 
should  lie  carried  out  by  chemists  and  not  by  doctors. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  Bill  applied  to  a  larger  proportion 
of  the  population  of  Scotland  than  of  England.  It  was 
true  that  in  Scotland  the  practice  was  for  doctors  to 
prescribe  and  for  chemists  to  dispense.  Unf&rtunately, 
the  arrangements  with  friendly  societies  had  been  abso- 
lutely unremuneratiye  and  would  be  quite  ruinous  if  ex- 
tended to  the  whole  of  the  fifteen  millions  coming  under 
the  scheme.  He  emphasised  the  point  that  there  should 
lie  a  per  capita  sum  fixed  and  that  a  scale  of  prices  should 
be  drawn  up  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners,  a7id  that 
there  should  be  representation  of  pharmacists  on  the  Health 
Committees  and  the  Advisory  Committees,  and,  if  possible, 
that  pharmacists  should  be  included  among  the  National 
« Commissioners.  Wherever  the  medical  practitioner  had 
representation  the  pharmacist  should  be  represented  also. 

Questions  were  put  by  Mr.  G.  N.  Barnes,  M.P.  for  the 
Blackfriars  Division  of  Glasgow,  in  regard  to  the  forming 
and  selection  from  a  chemists'  panel,  which  were  satis- 
factorily answered.  Mr.  J.  M.  Henderson.  M.P.  for  South 
Aberdeenshire,  then  put  several  questions  regarding  per 
capita  payment,  pointing  out  that  for  assurance  purposes 
it  is  necessary  to  have  data-  of  this  nature ;  and  to  this 
Mr.  Hill  replied  that  the  deputation  considered  that  a 
scheme  should  be  devised  whereby  ultimately  the  Insurance 
Commissioners  would,  from  data  collected  in  actual  prac- 
tice under  the  Bill,  form  a  reasonable  scale  adaptable  to 
the  conditions  of  different  localities.  Mr.  C.  H.  Lyell, 
M.P.  for  South  Edinburgh,  also  questioned  Mr.  Hill 
regarding  the  payments  at  present  made  for  medicines  by 
friendly  societies;  and  Mr.  Hill,  in  reply,  gave  figures 


showing  how  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  are  the  present 
conditions. 

The  Chairman  then  asked  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  to  express 
his  views,  and  he  briefly  collated  the  points  that  had  been 
placed  before  the  meeting,  assuring  his  fellow-members 
that  there  is  a  genuine  case  for  amendment  of  the  Bill,, 
especially  in  regard  to  Clause  14,  and  he  remarked  upon 
the  unanimity  in  the  drug-trade  on  the  various  questions- 
While  he  was  speaking  the  Division  bell  rang,  and  Mr. 
J.  P.  Gilmour  having  thanked  the  Chairman  for  presiding 
and  Sir  Walter  Menzies  for  bringing  the  members  together, 
the  proceedings  closed  with  an  assurance  from  the  "chair- 
man that  most  careful  attention  would  be  given  to  the- 
whole  matter.  The  meeting  lasted  for  a  little  over  half 
an  hour. 

We  understand  that  the  Scotch  members  have  appointed' 
a.  special  committee  to  consider  the  various  provisions  of 
the  Bill  in  their  application  to'  Scotland,  and  in  dealing, 
with  chemists'  requirements  they  will  have  the  assistance- 
of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  who  has  been  approached  by  them  with 
this  object. 

INTERVIEWS. 

Members  of  Parliament  continue  to  receive  from  their 
constituencies  and  other  quarters  deputations  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Insurance  Bill.  Among  those  who  have  been 
particularly  artive  in  this  direction  has  been  Mr.  Lees- 
Smith. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh,  Past-President,  and  Mr.  D.  M.  Wat- 
son, Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland,  were  in  the  lobbies  of  the  House  of  Commons  oa 
Wednesday,  with  the  object  of  interviewing  Irish 
members  of  Parliament,  irrespective  of  party.  As  a 
result  Dr.  Walsh  and  Mr.  Watson  will  be  able  to  advise 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  as  to  the  amendments  to  the 
Bill  which  are  likely  to  receive  the  support  of  the  Irish 
representatives. 

On  July  3  a  deputation  representing  the  West  Ham  and 
District  Association  of  Pharmacists,  consisting  of  Messrs. 
J.  H.  Matthews,  H.  Mitchell,  W.  Potter,  and  H.  Soper, 
interviewed  Mr.  Ernest  E.  Wild  and  Baron  de  Forest,  the 
two  Parliamentary  candidates  for  West  Ham  (North).  The 
views  of  the  Association  on  the  National  Insurance  Bill, 
as  formulated  in  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  special  meet- 
ing held  on  June  8.  were  explained  to  each  of  them,  and 
both  expressed  themselves  in  full  sympathy  with  those- 
views. 

A  deputation  from  the  Ashton-under-Lyne  and  District. 
Chemists'  Association  have  awaited  upon  Mr.  John  Wood, 
M.P.  for  Dukinfield  division  of  Cheshire,  Mr.  John 
Summers,  M.P.  for  Flint  Boroughs.  Mr.  Francis  Neilson, 
M.P.  for  Hyde,  Sir  W.  M.  Aitken,  M.P.  for  Ashton-under- 
Lyne,  and  Sir  F.  Cawley,  M.P.  for  Prestwich  division. 
All  these  gentlemen  promised  to  support  the  amendments 
formulated  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones.  M.P.  Mr.  J.  F. 
Miller  (secretary),  informing  us  of  the  interview,  adds  : 
"There  is  one  thing  that  might  be  of  some  service  to 
chemists  interviewing  M.P.s — that  is,  to  have  ready  a. 
statement  of  what  they  do  want,  not  of  what  they  object 
to." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Dcwsbury  and  District  Pharmacists'' 
Association,  held  on  Monday  evening,  July  3,  under  the 
presidency  of  Mr.  A.  B.  Barker,  Mr.  Gledhill  reported 
that  Mr.  Pickard  and  he  had  been  in  London  on  June  29, 
and  after  visiting  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  he,  with  Mr. 
W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  called  at  the  House  of  Commons, 
where  they  saw  Sir  T.  P.  Whittaker,  who  promised  to 
support  them  in  their  proposal  that  prescriptions  should 
be  dispensed  by  qualified  men  only,  but  on  other  official 
points  that  were  put  forward  Sir  Thomas  was  not  so 
favourably  inclined  ;  out  he  practically  agrees  with  them 
on  the  whole  of  their  points,  except  in  regard  to  repre- 
sentation. Mr.  Pickard  also  reported  to  the  meeting, 
which  thanked  both  gentlemen  for  the  trouble  they  had 
gone  to  in  the  matter ;  and  subsequently  Mr.  Gledhill 
stated  that  if  it  were  agreed  that  he  and  Mr.  Pickard 
should  attend  the  mass  meeting  in  London,  he  would  en- 
deavour to  see  Mr.  Runciman,  M.P.,  who  was  not  in  the 
House  when  they  previously  called,  nor  was  Mr.  Gerald 
France.

Representatives  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
"Chemists'  Association  have  within  the  past  week  inter- 
viewed the  two  candidates  who  were  standing  for  the 
Parliamentary  representation  of  the  Tradeston  Division  of 
Glasgow  in  the  by-election  which  concluded  with  the 
polling  on  Thursday,  July  6,  and  laid  before  them  the 
views  of  the  pharmacists  as  to  the  desirability  of  certain 
amendments  to  the  Government's  National  Insurance 
Bill.  On  Saturday,  July  1.  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  Mr.  J.  P. 
Gilmour,  Mr.  Harvey  P.  Arthur,  Mr.  Grant,  Mr.  Wilson, 
and  Mr.  Hogg  waited  on  Mr.  Watts,  the  Unionist  candi- 
date, who  stated  that  he  was  quite  in  sympathy  with  the 
attitude  taken  up  by  the  pharmacists.  On  Tuesday 
■evening,  July  4,  Mr.  Arthur,  with  Mr.  Hart  (Secretary), 
waited  upon  Mr.  Dundas  White,  the  Liberal  candidate, 
and  he  gave  the  deputies  a  courteous  hearing,  but  he 
stated  distinctly  that  he  would  not  pledge  himself  as  to 
any  line  of  action.  Mr.  Arthur  and  Mr.  Hart  also  had  a 
conversation  with  Mr.  Collins.  M.P.  for  Greenock,  and 
Mr.  McGhee.  M.P.  for  Mid-Tyrone,  who  expressed  them- 
selves quite  definitely  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
its  proposed  amendments  to  the  Bill,  and  Mr.  McGhee 
<spoke  strongly  in  favour  of  the  pharmacists'  position. 

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  OF  PHARMACISTS. 

The  pharmacists  who  comprised  the  deputation  which 
■called  upon  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on  June  1  were 
called  together  at  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday 
.afternoon,  July  5,  when  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  (Mr. 
W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.)  submitted  a  report  on  the  amend- 
ments which  he  proposes  in  order  to  give  effect  to  the  reso- 
lutions which  were  submitted  to  the  Chancellor  on  that 
■occasion.  The  report  was  approved,  and  copies  of  it  in 
pamphlet  form  were  authorised  to  be  printed  for  distri- 
bution at  the  mass  meeting  on  July  6.  For  general  informa- 
tion we  give  excerpts  from  the  pamphlet,  beginning  with 

Notes  on  the  Resolutions 
prepared  by  the  Parliamentary  Secretary,  which  are  espe- 
cially intended  for  the  guidance  of  chemists  and  especially 
members  of  Parliament  : 

Resolution  I. — That  no  agreement  for  the  supply  of 
medicines  for  insured  persona  should  he  made  except  with 
<i  person,  firm,  or  corporate  body  entitled  to  can//  on  the 
statutory  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  or  a  chemist 
and  drur/e/ist,  in  conformity  with  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1908. 

The  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and 
druggist  consists  in  the  main  of  supplying  and  dispensing 
medicines  and  medical  appliances.  There  exist  everywhere, 
except  in  a  few  isolated  districts  otherwise  provided  for  in 
the  Bill,  a  sufficiency  of  persons  in  business  for  themselves 
as  legally  qualified  pharmacists,  or  of  firms,  companies, 
co-operative  stores,  etc.,  complying  with  the  existing  laws 
requiring  the  efficient  control  of  the  pharmaceutical  depart- 
ments of  their  businesses  by  qualified  pharmacists  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  insured  persons  coming  within  the 
scheme.  Unless  the  Bill  contains  reasonable  safeguards  it 
will  be  possible  for  a  species  of  communal  trading  in  drugs 
and  medicines,  subsidised  by  public  money,  to  be  set  up  by 
approved  societies  or  Health  Committees.  Without  discussing 
the  merits  of  a  system  of  State  or  communal  drug-stores,  or 
dispensing  establishments,  it  is  evident  that  a  manifest 
injustice  would  be  done,  if  without  compensation  or  provision 
■  for  their  employment  by  the  State  most  persons  or  firms  in 
business  as  dispensing  chemists  should  be  very  seriously 
injured,  and  many  ruined  by  competition  on  the  part  of 
State-aided  societies  or  committees.  The  legitimate  interests 
of  chemists  should  not  be  unnecessarily  injured,  and  it  is 
fortunate  that  the  maintenance  of  the  existing  channels  for 
the  supply  and  dispensing  of  medicines  for  the  public  is  con- 
sistent with  the.  most  complete  efficiency  of  the  insurance 
scheme.  We  submit  that  when,  as  in  this  case,  the  object  of 
■the  Legislature  can  be  best  effected  bv  utilising  the  existing 
facilities  provided  by  private  enterprise,  no  undue  inter- 
ference with  those  facilities  should  be  countenanced.  It  is 
necessary  that  the  sick  should  be  able  to  obtain  their  medicines 
promptly  and  near  at  hand.  This  could  not  be  accomplished 
by  means  of  central  depots  or  dispensaries.  The  overwhelm- 
ing majority  of  the  insured  will  find  a  pharmacv.  managed 
by  a  qualified  chemist,  at  their  door,  and  under' the  scheme 
it  should,  and  can,  be  made  possible  for  the  insured  sick  to 
e-et  the  prescriptions  given  them  bv  the  doctor  dispensed 
there.  * 

'  The  object  of  this  resolution  would  be  obtained  by  Amend- 
ments 13,  14,  15,  16,  which  arc  directed  to  this  end.' 


Resolution  II. — That  the  dispensing  contemplated  under 
the  Bill  should  be  done  under  the  direct  superrision  of  a 
pharmacist. 

Since  the  passing  of _  the  Pharmacy  Act  in  1863  the  Legis- 
lature has  recognised  the  importance  of  providing  that  medi- 
cines, many  of  which  contain  potent  poisons,  should  be  dis- 
pensed by  persons  possessing  the  requisite  skill  and  know- 
ledge, who  have  been  properly  trained  and  have  given 
evidence  of  their  fitness  .by  passing  the  necessary  qualifying 
examinations.  It  will  lie  admitted  that  the  same  precaution 
is  necessary  in  the  interest  of  insured  persons,  and  as  medical 
treatment,  if  paid  for,  under  the  scheme  must  be  given  by 
duly  qualified  medical  practitioners,  so  it  is  submitted  medi- 
cines (supplied  10  the  insured  under  the  Si  ate-reg.iiated 
scheme)  should  be  dispensed  by  legally  qualified  pharma- 
cist 

Amendment  No.  17  lias  been  drafted  to  give  effect  to  this 
proposal. 

Resolution  III — That  a  panel  of  all  qualified  pharmacists 
in  a  particular  district  willing  to  arrange  for  the  supply  of 
medicines  to  insured  persons  at  tin  scale  rate  should  be 
set  up,  so  that  tin  insured  person  could,  within  the  limits 
of  tlie  panel,  choose  Ins  men  pharmacist. 
It  is  obvious  that  no  one  pharmacist,  firm,  or  company 
.should  be  placed  in  a  position  of  advantage  at  the  expense 
of  competitors  by  any  State-arranged  scheme.    The  doctors 
are  asking  for  a  panel  of  doctors,  with  free  choice  of  doctor 
for  the  insured.    Pharmacists  similarly  ask  for  a  panel  of 
pharmacists,  with  free  choice  of  dispenser  for  the  insured. 
The  principle  anil  arguments  in  support    of  it  in  each  ca.*e 
are  identical.    This  is  provided  for  by  Amendment  18. 

Resolution  IV. — That  remuneration  should  be  by  a  scale 

system,  and  mil  upon  a  per  capita  basis. 

It  is  obvious  that  no  one  could  arrange  to  dispense  and 
supply  drugs  and  the  necessary  materials  and  appliances 
for  any  community  upon  a  system  of  payment  "  per  capita." 
No  one,  not  even  the  doctor,  can  say  beforehand  what  medi- 
cines and  appliances  will  be  required,  and  such  a  system 
would  lead  to  imposing  upon  the  pharmacist  or  to  depriving 
the  insured  sick  of  what  is  necessary  for  their  effective  treat- 
ment. The  experience  of  Germany  shows  that  the  system 
whereby  medicines  supplied  to  sick-club  members  are  paid 
for  according  to  a  scale  or  tariff,  places  i  he  feasibility  of 
such  a  system  beyond  doubt.  In  the  framing  of  such  a  scale 
the  Insurance  Commissioners  would,  with  the  help  of  their 
Advisory  Committee,  exercise  an  effective  check  against 
extortion  or  sweating.  Amendment  18//  has  been  framed  so 
as  to  ensure  this  system  of  payment. 

Resolution  V. — 'That  the  control  of  medical  and  pharma- 
ceutical services  to  insured  persons  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Health  Committees  (subject  to  regulations  passed  by  the 
Commissioners),  and  not  under  the  control  of  Friendly 
Societies. 

The  dispensing  of  medicines  is  included  in  the  Bill  under 
the  term  "  Medical  Benefit."  The  Bill  provides  that  "  Sana- 
torium Benefit  "  shalJ  be  administered  in  the  case  of  all 
insured  persons  by  the  Health  Committees,  but  that  in  regard 
to  "medical  ami  maternity  benefits"  the  control  shall  be 
divided  so  that  in  the  case  of  members  of  approved  societies 
the  control  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  societies,  and  us 
regards  Post  Office  contributors  in  the  hands  of  the  Health 
Committees.  This  will  lead  to  confusion,  overlapping,  and 
unequal  treatment.  We  desire  that,  as  in  the  case  of  "  Sana- 
torium Benefit,"  the  medical  and  maternity  benefits  shai'  in 
the  case  of  (///  insured  persons  be  administered  by  the  local 
Health  Committees.    We  are  confident  that  this  would — 

(a)  Facilitate  the  smooth  working  of  the  scheme. 

(b)  Remove  from  the  Friendly  Societies  a  source  of  much 
trouble  and  friction  with  their  members  and  the  doctors  and 
pharmacists  engaged  in  serving  the  insured  persons  under 
the  scheme. 

(c)  Remove  from  Friendly  Societies  a  possible  source  of 
loss.  (The  societies  cannot  make  a  profit  out  of  these  ser- 
vices.) 

(d)  Ensure  by  reason  of  the  composition  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittees fair  treatment  as  between  all  parties. 

The  object  of  this  resolution  is  effected  bv  Amendments  5, 
6,  7,  8,  9,  12.  19,  20,  21.  22,  23,  28.  29. 

Resolution  VI. — That  pharmacy  should  be  r<  presented  on 
the  Health  Committees  and  on  the  Advisory  Committee  or 
the  Insurance  Com  mission. 

The  dispensing  of  medicines  is  a  necessarv  function  in  the 
treatment  of  disease,  and  unless  it  is  properly  done  the  work 
of  the  medical  man  goes  for  nought.  It  is  fraught  with 
dangers  and  may  be  open  to  grave  abuses.  The  pharma- 
ceutical side  of  the  medical  benefit  provided  in  the  scheme, 
to  be  made  efficient,  needs  that  those  responsible  for  the 
scheme  should  receive  the  advice  and  assistance  of  those 
"osscssinir  the  necessary  experience  and  expert  knowledge. 
Pharmacists,    who  alone  possess  these  qualifications,  are 
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anxious  to  place  them  at  the  disposal  of  the  authorities, 
'['heir  presence  on  these  various  bodies  will  ensure  fairness, 
economy,  and  the  smooth  working  of  this  branch  of  the 
scheme.  The  object  of  this  resolution  is  sought  in  Amend- 
ments 26,  27.  31. 

Resolution  VII. — That  medical  benefit  should  not  be 

intended  to  persons  earning  more    than,  say,  160/.  per 

ei  n  n  u  m . 

Medical  men  and  pharmacists  will  obviously  receive  less 
remuneration  for  services  rendered  to  the  insured  under  the 
scheme  than  that  provided  by  their  usual  charges,  and  they, 
should  not  be  called  upon  to  make  this  reduction  in  the  case 
of  persons  possessing  the  means  which  would  justifv  their 
paying  the  ordinary  charges  of  medical  men  and  pharma- 
cists. Pharmacists,  like  medical  men,  have  always  been  pre- 
pared to  make  sacrifices  to  meet  the  cases  of  the  sick  poor, 
but  it  would  be  monstrously  unjust  if,  under  cover  of  a  State 
scheme,  people  of  ample  means  are  placed  in  a  position  to 
obtain  all  they  want  in  the  way  of  medical  treatment  by  the 
payment  of  a  few  shillings  a  year. 

Amendments  1,  2,  3,  4.  and  30  have  been  framed  to  meet 
this  point. 

The  pamphlet  sets  forth 

Thirty-one  Amendments. 
which  we  now  epitomise  : 

On  Clause  1  three  amendments  (1,  2,  3)  are  proposed 
witli  the  object  of  ensuring  that  insured  persons  shall  not 
have  a  total  income  over  160/.  a  year. 

A  similar  provision  is  made  in  an  amendment  (4)  to 
Clause  8. 

Four  amendments  (5,  6,  7,  8)  to  Clause  13  are  proposed, 
which  are  indicated  in  the  following  reprint,  where  the 
underlined  words  are  proposed  to  be  omitted  and  the  italic- 
ised words  added  : 

Sickness  benefit  and  disablement  benefit,  and  maternity 
benefit,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  next  succeeding 
section,  medical  benefit,  shall  be  administered,  in  the  case 
•  >1  insured  persons  who  are  members  of  an  approved  society, 
by  and  through  the  society,  and  in  other  cases  by  and  through 
the  local  Health  Committees;  medical,  maternity,  and  sana- 
torium benefit-*  shnll  in  all  cases  be  administered  by  and 
through  local  Health  Committees. 

Fourteen  amendments  (9  to  23)  on  Clause  14  are  set  forth. 
The  objects  of  these  are,  broadly,  (1)  to  remove  medical 
benefit  from  the  supervision  of  Friendly  Societies,  and  en- 
trust it  to  Health  Committees  ;  (2)  to  provide  for  the  supply 
or  dispensing  of  medicines  by  registered  chemists;  and  (3) 
to  give  free  choice  of  doctors  or  chemists.  Numerous 
minor  points  are  provided  for.  the  first  three  sub-clauses 
being  dealt  with.    These  at  present  stand  thus  : 

(1)  Every  approved  society  and  local  Health  Committee 
shall  for  the  purpose  of  administei'ing  medical  benefit  make 
arrangements  with  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners  for 
insured  persons  to  receive  attendance  and  treatment  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners  from  such  prac- 
titioners. 

(2)  Every  such  society  or  committee  shall  also  make  pro- 
vision for  the  supply  of  proper  and  sufficient  drugs  and 
medicines  to  insured  persons,  and  no  arrangementshall  be 
made  with  a  medical  practitioner  under  which  he  is  bound 
or  agrees  to  provide  drugs  or  medicine  for  any  insured 
person  at  an  inclusive  fee,  without  the  consent  of  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioners,  which  consent  they  shall  not  give 
unless  the  circumstances  of  any  locality  situate  in  a  rural 
district  are  such  as  to  make  it  expedient  to  do  so. 

(3)  An  approved  society  may  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  local  Health  Committee  for  the  administration  of  medical 
benefit  among  such  of  the  members  of  the  society  entitled 
thereto  as  may  be  resident  in  the  countv  or  county  borough 
for  which  the  committee  is  established ;  and  on  any  such 
agreement  being  made  the  committee  shall  take  over  such 
administration,  and  there  shall  in  each  year  be  paid  out  of 
moneys  credited  to  the  society  such  sum  in  respect  of  every 
member  of  the  society  entitled  to  the  benefit  and  resident 
in  the  county  or  county  borough  as  may  be  agreed  between 
the  society  and  the  committee. 

As  proposed  to  be  amended  the  sub-clauses  will  read  as 
follows  (the  italics  show  the  new  parts)  : 

14.  (1)  Every  local  Health  Committee  shall  for  the  purpose 
of  administering  medical  benefit  make  arrangements  with 
duly  qualified  medical  practitioners  for  insured  persons 
entitled  to  sveh  benefit  to  receive  attendance  and  treatment  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners  from  such 
practitioners. 

(2)  (a)  Every  such  committee  shall  also  make  arrange- 
ments with  persons,  firms,  or  corporate  bodies  lawfully 


entitled  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  pltarmaceutical 
chemist,  or  chemist  and  druggist,  for  the  supply  of  proper 
and  sufficient  drugs,  medicines,  and  appliances  to  insured 
persons,  and  no  arrangement  shall  be  made  with  a  medical 
practitioner  under  which  he  is  bound  or  agrees  to  provide 
drugs  or  medicines  for  any  insured  person,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners,  which  consent  they 
shall  not  give  unless  the  circumstances  of  any  locality 
situate  in  a  rural  district  are  such  as  to  make  it  expedient 
to  do  so.  Provided  that  all.  drugs  and  medicines  dispensed 
or  supplied  to  insured  persons  as  part  of  the  medical  benefit 
under  this  Act  shall  be  dispensed  by  a  registered  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  except  in  the  case 
where  a  medical  practitioner,  with  the  consent  of  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioners  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  pro- 
vision, undertakes  to  provide  such  drugs  or  medicines. 

(b)  All  arrangements  of  the  local  Health  Committee  with 
medical  practitioners  for  attendance  and  treatment  of 
insured  persons,  and  with  persons,  firms,  or  corporate 
bodies  for  the  supply  and  dispensing  of  drugs,  medicines, 
and  appliances  necessary  for  such  treatment  shall  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners. 

(c)  The  local  Health  Committee  shall  prepare  lists  of 
registered  medical  practitioners  toho  have  entered  into 
arrangements  with  the  committee  for  giving  attendance 
and  treatment  to  insured  persons  whose  medical,  benefit  is 
administered  by  the  committee,  and  of  persons,  firms,  and 
corporate  bodies  who,  being  lawfully  entitled  to  carry  on. 
the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and 
druggist,  have  entered  into  arrangements  with  the  com- 
mittee for  the  supply  or  dispensing  of  medicines  and  appli- 
ances supplied  to  insured  persons  as  part  of  the  medical 
benefit  under  this  Act. 

(d)  In  the  list  of  registered  medical  practitioners  from 
whom  insured  persons  shall,  malic  their  selection,  the  local 
Health,  Committee  shall,  include  all  registered  medical 
■practitioners  who  apply  to  be  included,  and  in.  the  list  of 
persons,  firms,  or  corporate  bodies  from  any  of  whom 
insured  persons  may  obtain  the  medicines  and  appliances 
to  be  supplied  as  part  of  the  medical  benefit  under  this 
Act,  the  local  Health  C ommittcc  shall  include  all  persons, 
firms,  and  corporate  bodies  lawfully  entitled  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and 
druggist  who  apply  to  be  included,  unless,  in  respect  of  any 
such,  medical  practitioner,  or  person,  firm,  or  corporate 
body,  the  Insurance  Commissioners  are  satisfied  after  due 
inquiry  that  his  or  their  appointment  would  be  prejudicial 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

(e)  The  Insurance  Commissioners  shall  have  power  at 
any  time  to  remove  from  the  list  of  registered  medical  prac- 
titioners, or  from  the  list  of  persons,  firms,  or  corporate 
bodies  from  whom,  insured  persons  may  obtain  the  m  edicines 
and  appliances  supplied  as  part  of  the  medical  benefit 
under  this  Act.  as  the  case  may  be,  any  practitioner,  person, 
firm,  or  corporate  body  whose  conduct  is  deemed  preju- 
dicial to  the  efficiency  of  the  medical,  service  of  the  insured. 

(/)  Every  insured  person  shall  be  entitled  to  select  from 
the  lists  so  prepared  a  medical  practitioner,  subject  to  the 
consent  of  such  practitioner,  to  attend  him  tvhen  required, 
and  a  person,  firm,  or  corporate  body  from  whom  he  may 
obtain,  subject  to  the  consent  of  such  person,  firm,  or  cor- 
porate body,  the  medicines  and  appliances  supplied  to  him 
as  part,  of  the  medical  benefit  under  this  Act. 

(g)  Drugs  and  medicines  supplied  to  insured  persons  as 
part  of  the  medical  benefit  under  this  Act  shall  be  dis- 
pensed only  by,  or  under  the  direct  supervision  of,  a, 
registered  pharmacist,  and  payment  for  the  dispensing  of 
such  drugs  and  medicines,  and  the  supply  of  such  appliances 
shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  a  scale  of  charges  to  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  local  committee  and  the  persons, 
firms,  and  corporate  bodies  lawfully  carrying  on  the  busi- 
ness of  a-  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist,  and  druggist 
within  the  area  of  the  local  committee,  and  failing  such  an 
agreement,  upon  a  scale  of  charges  to  be  fixed  by  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioners. 

(3)  There  shall  in  each  year  be  paid  out  of  moneys  credited 
to  each,  approved  society  such  sum  in  respect  of  every  member 
of  the  society  entitled  to  medical,  maternity,  and  sanatorium 
benefits  and  resident  in  the  county  or  county  borough  as 
may  be  agreed  between  the  society  and  the  local  Health 
Committee,  or,  if  they  do  not  agree,  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Insurance  Commissioners. 

Two  amendments  (24,  25)  to  Clause  16  are  set  forth  with, 
the  object  of  taking  away  administration  of  maternity- 
benefit  from  Friendly  Societies,  and  leaving  it  to  Health 
Committees. 

By  adding  the  words  "  and  registered  medical  prac- 
titioners and  pharmacists  "  to  Clause  42  (Amendment  26) 
their  appointment  to  the  Advisory  Committee  would  be 
ensured. 
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An  amendment  (27)  to  Clause  43  provides  for  two  duly 
qualified  pharmacists  being  appointed  on  each  local  Health 
Committee. 

Amendments  (28,  29)  to  Clause  45  provide  for  Health 
Committee  control. 

The  160/.  income  limit  in  all  cases  is  ensured  by  a  verbal 
amendment  (30)  of  Schedule  1. 

The  following  new  clause  (Amendment  31)  is  proposed  : 

A  local  pharmaceutical  committee  shall  be  formed  in  the 
area  of  each  county  and  county  borough  consisting  of  persons 
engaged  in  the  dispensing  of  medicines  and  the  supply  of 
appliances  to  insured  persons  in  such  county  or  county 
bo  rough. 

The  number  of  members  of  each  medical  committee,  the 
mode  of  election  and  period  of  service  of  such  members  of 
such  committee  shall  be  determined  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners. 

The  local  pharmaceutical  committee  shall  act  as  an  advisory 
committee  to  the  local  Health  Committee  on  all  matters 
affecting  the  arrangements  with  persons,  firms,  or  corporate 
bodies  to  dispense  medicines  and  to  supply  the  necessary 
appliances  for  the  medical  treatment  of  insured  persons, 
and  shall  discharge  such  other  duties  and  exercise  such 
powers  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioners. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  present  were  :  Mr.  C.  B. 
Allen  (President),  Mr.  W.  L.  Carrie  (Vice-President), 
Messrs.  J.  F.  Harrington,  A.  S.  Campkin,  P.  F.  Rowsell, 
Edmund  White,  R.  Bremridge  (Secretary),  A.  J.  Chafer 
(Assistant  Secretary),  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  J.  Ruther- 
ford Hill  (Assistant  Secretary  in  Scotland),  J.  A.  Walsh 
(Dublin),  D.  M.  Watson  (Dublin),  A.  Milne  (Nottingham), 
W.  Johnston,  G.  Hampton  (Leicester),  John  Humphrey. 
Peter  MacEwan,  and  W.  P.  Want.  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour 
(Glasgow)  was  present  as  a  visitor,  and  in  the  course  of 
the  meeting  Mr.  Richard  Winfrey,  M.P.,  came  in  and  con- 
tributed to  the  discussion,  which  was  upon  the  more  im- 
portant amendments.  A  few  verbal  alterations  were  sug- 
gested, and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  explained  that  the  forms  in 
which  he  has  worded  the  amendments  are  not  necessarily 
those  which  will  appear  in  the  Parliamentary  papers,  as 
they  are  subject  to  revision  by  the  official  draftsman. 
The  meeting  was  in  the  room  wherein  the  Wholesalers' 
Conference  was  held,  and  commenced  at  5.15  as  soon  as 
they  vacated  it,  lasting  until  7  o'clock,  the  only  interrup- 
tions being  the  passing  of  an  aeroplane,  whose  whirring 
noise  drew  some  to  the  windows  overlooking  the  Thames, 
and  the  occasional  retiral  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  on  the  call  of 
"  Division." 

Medical  Men's  Demands. 
The  interview  between  representatives  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  and  Mr.  Lloyd  George  on  Thursday, 
June  29,  was  partly  successful.  Mr.  Smith  Whitaker, 
Medical  Secretary  of  the  Association,  has  informed  "  The 
Times  "  that  Mr.  Lloyd  George  acceded  to  two  of  their  six 
demands.  He  is  to  make  definite  provision  in  the  Bill  for 
free  choice  of  doctor,  and  is  prepared  to  provide  that  the 
Insurance  Commissioners  shall  include  at  least  one  medi- 
cal practitioner  who  has  had  personal  experience  of  practice 
and  in  the  class  from  which  the  insured  will  chiefly  be 
drawn.  He  will  also  provide  that  the  advisory  committee 
shall  include  representatives  of  the  medical  profession  who 
have  had  similar  experience,  and  that  the  number  of  medi- 
cal members  on  the  local  Health  Committee  shall  be 
increased  to  at  least  three,  two  of  whom  shall  be  directly 
elected  by  the  local  profession,  while  the  other,  or  others, 
shall  be  included  among  those  appointed  by  the  Insurance 
Commissioners.  He  further  agrees  to  provide  in  the  Bill 
that  if  a  local  medical  committee  is  appointed,  representa- 
tive of  the  profession,  in  any  district  it  shall  have  the  right 
to  be  consulted  by  the  local  Health  Committee  on  questions 
of  medical  employment.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  is  not  prepared 
to  introduce  an  amendment  placing  the  administration  of 
medical  benefit  entirely  in  the  hands  of  Health  Committees, 
and  not  in  those  of  approved  societies  ;  that  he  will  leave 
to  the  decision  of  the  House  of  Commons.  Nor  does  he 
agree  to  reducing  the  income  limit  to  21.  a  week  nor  to  the 
Association's  proposed  methods  of  remuneration — the  latter 
must  be  left  for  Parliament  to  decide.

40.— Pharmacy  Service.    [Section  14  (2).] 

June  1.  1911. 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  May  31,  I  am  desired  by  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  to  inform  you  that  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  insured 
persons  under  the  National  Insurance  Bill  will  be  made  by 
the  approved  societies  and  local  Health  Committees  which 
administer  the  medical  benefits  under  the  State  scheme. 
These  bodies  are  required  under  the  Bill  to  make  provision 
for  the  supply  of  "  proper  and  sufficient  "  drugs  and  medi- 
cines, and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  is  unable  to  state 
in  advance  what  arrangements  as  to  details  may  be  made  by 
them. 

The  medical  profession  will  be  represented  on  the  Advisory 
Committee  set  up  under  the  Bill  to  help  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners, and  those  Commissioners  will  be  responsible 
through  the  Treasury  to  Parliament. 

41. — Position  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

June  2.  1911. 

In  reply  to  your  letter.  I  am  desired  bv  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  to  say  that  the  views  of  the  chemists  and 
druggists  have  been  put.  before  him  by  a  representative 
deputation  which  h*  has  recently  -  received,  introduced  by 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones.  M.P..  Parliamentary  Secretary  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Sncietv,  and  that  the  matter  is  receiving  h:s 
careful  consideration. 

Letters  39,  42  and  43  are  on  payment  for  medical  attend- 
ance, the  position  of  the  medical  profession,  and  the 
administration  of  medical  benefits. 

Notes. 

Messrs.  Evans,  Gadd  &  Co..  Ltd.,  Exeter,  have  sent  out  a 
letter  to  their  customers  urging  them  to  write  to  their 
M.P.s,  and  calling  attention  to  Thursday's  mass  meeting. 

The  National  Chamber  of  Trade,  in  a  circular  dated  July  3, 
states  that  the  committee  approves  of  an  amendment  to 
Clause  14  so  as  to  require  that  the  drugs  shall  be  purchased 
from  fully  qualified  chemists. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  New  Reform  Club  on  July  4,  with 
the  Right  Hon.  Thomas  Lough,  M.P.,  in  the  chair.  Dr.  Marion 
Phillips,  Mr.  Geo.  Barnes,  M.P.,  and  Dr.  Lauriston  Shaw 
expounded  or  criticised  the  National  Insurance  Bill.  In 
the  ensuing  discussion  Mr.  F.  E.  Bullen,  Chairman  of  the 
National  Union  of  Assistant  Pharmacists,  put  forward  the 
case  for  pharmacy,  especially  arguing  against  chemists'  ser- 
vices being  paid  for  on  a  capitation  basis. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Greatorex,  chemist  and  druggist,  Banwell,  sent 
Messrs.  Maw's  letter  about  the  Bill  to  Mr.  G.  J.  Sandys, 
M.P.  for  the  Wells  Division  of  Somerset,  with  a  covering 
letter  relating  to  other  matters  in  the  Bill,  and  has  received  a 
reply  in  which  Mr.  Sandys  says  :  "  I  am  fully  aware  of  the 
objections  which  chemists  have  to  that  portion  of  the 
National  Insurance  Bill  which  relates  to  their  trade,  and  the 
question  of  domestic  servants  is,  of  course,  of  very  great 
importance.  You  may  rely  upon  me  to  do  what  I  can  to 
get  these  clauses  modified.  '  I  am  quite  of  your  opinion  that, 
as  the  Bill  now  stands,  it  is  in  many  respects  exceedingly 
unsatisfactory." 

Mr.  F.  A.  Hocking,  Ph.C,  of  the  London  Hospital,  writing- 
in  the  "  Hospital  Gazette."  states  that  statistics  of  the  Lon- 
don Hospital  show  that  "  from  one  set  of  figures  the  average* 
outlay  exceeds  Id.  per  patient  for  drugs  and  dressings.  .  .  . 
Additions  must  be  made  to  this  Id.  for  (a)  cost  of  labour  in 
producing  such  preparations;  (b)  cost  of  packages,  as  bottles 
and  jars;  (c)  upkeep  of  the  chemist's  establishment,  as  rent, 
rates,  taxes,  etc.:  (d)  wear  and  tear  of  plant  and  premises : 
and  lastly  (f )  the  chemist's  profit,  remuneration,  living  wage 
or  whatever  it  may  be  called,  which  is  much  less  than  the 
public  imagine  it  to  be.  When  all  these  matters  have  been 
taken  into  the  account  I  think  it  will  be  found  that  the  smallest 
aver.nsre  charge  for  medicine  for  each  insured  person  requiring 
treatment  will  probably  be  not  less  than  2s.  This  assumes 
one  illness  per  person  per  year,  but  as  it  is  too  much  to  hope 
that  every  insured  person  will  escape  with  one  ailment  only, 
the  cost  in  some,  if  not  many,  instances  will  be  doubled  or 
trebled  as  the  case  may  be." 
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CHEMISTS'  SPECIAL  MEETINGS; 

Lancaster  Chemists  Association.— A  special  meeting 
was  held  at  the  King's  Arms,  Lancaster,  on  July  3,  when 
the  Rational  Insurance  Hill  was  discussed.  Mr.  Vince  (Presi- 
dent) was  unanimously  invited  to  represent  the  Association 
at  the  mass  meeting  of  pharmacists  in  London  on  July  6. 
Mr.  Vince  agreed  to  do  so. 

Wrexham  Chemists'  Association.— A  meeting  was  held 
at,  the  Imperial  Hotel  on  Julv  4.  There  were  present  Messrs. 
C.  G.  Caldccott  (President),  T  W.  Davies,  A.  W.  Barker. 
A.  Ledsham,  Lewis  Edwards,  W.  E.  Jones.  L.  B.  Rowland, 
Daniel  Evans.  E.  D.  Jones.  J.  E.  Jones,  D.  W.  E.  Barker, 
J.  Herbert  Francis,  and  J.  B.  Francis  (Hon.  Secretary). 
Replies  were  received  from  M.P.s  regarding  the  Rational 
Insurance  Bill.  Viscount  Wolmer.  the  Hon.  W.  Ormsbv 
Gore,  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Cooper  sent  replies  which  show  that 
they  are  in  sympathy  with  the  views  of  chemists.

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


Medicine-stamps. 

In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  July  4.  Mr.  Fletcher  asked 
the  Home  Secretary  whether  a  new  medicine-stamp  is 
being  prepared  which  will  more  clearly  indicate  that  the 
stamp  does  not  imply  any  Government  guarantee,  as  pro- 
mised by  Mr.  Gladstone,  when  Home  Secretary  on 
September  17,  1909.  Mr.  Churchill's  reply  was  :  "  I  am 
informed  that  the  answer  is  in  the  affirmative." 

The  Mett.ic  System. 

Sir  Hildred  Carlile  is  asking  the  Colonial  Secretary  as  to 
whether,  in  view  of  the  opinions  expressed  by  some  of  the 
representatives  at  the  Imperial  Conference,  the  Govern- 
ment propose  to  take  steps,  and,  if  so,  what  steps,  to  estab- 
lish a  decimal  system  of  coinage  and  a  metric  system  of 
weights  and  measures  simultaneously  in  the'  United 
Kingdom  and  in  his  Majesty's  dominions  overseas. 
Bankruptcy  Law  Reform. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  privately 
informed  Mr.  Morrell,  M.P..  that  a  Bill  to  make  certain 
reforms  in  the  question  of  bankruptcy  law  has  been  pre- 
pared in  his  department  and  that  he  hopes  to  have  an 
opportunity  of  introducing  the  same  in  the  course  of  the 
present  session.  The  question,  it  may  be  remembered, 
was  thoroughly  investigated  some  time  ago  at  the  hands 
of  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
Serum  Treatment. 

Mr.  Cathcart  Wason  asked  the  President  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  on  Monday,  July  3,  whether,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  serum  treatment  of  disease  is  still 
in  the  experimental  stage  and  that  the  grave  dangers  of 
contaminating  the  blood  of  human  beings  with  the  serum 
of  diseased  lower  animals  is  being  demonstrated  daily,  the 
Local  Government  Board  will  consider  the  advisability  of 
suspending  the  order  for  the  free  distribution  of  antitoxin 
until  medical  evidence  shall  have  fully  justified  its  use. 
Mr.  Burns  replied  that  he  was  advised  that  the  rise  of  anti- 
toxin in  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  diphtheria  is 


fully  justified  by  medical  evidence,  and  that  there  is  no 
reason  to  apprehend  grave  danger  to  the  health  of  the 
persons  so  treated.

The  Case  of  the  Doctors 

against  the  Insurance  Bill  would  have 
been  more  convincing  if  some  leading  members  of  the  pro- 
fession had  shown  less  party  prejudice  and  been  more 
careful  as  to  matters  of  fact.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  has.  no 
doubt,  some  faults  both  as  a  man  and  as  a  statesman,  but 
to  say,  as  Sir  James  Barr  does,  that  he  is  not  a  statesman, 
or,  as  others  have  done,  to  accuse  him  of  interested  motives 
with  regard  to  the  Bill,  is  simply  to  advertise  one's 
opinion  as  negligible.  Sir  James  Barr  went  on  to  say 
that  it  is  the  statesman's  duty  to  look  after  the  healthy 
portion  of  the  nation,  not  the  diseased  portion,  which  is 
perhaps  as  silly  a  statement  as  a  presumably  sane  man 
ever  made.  Many  medical  critics  have,  as  Mr.  George  has 
had  no  difficulty  in  showing,  displayed  a  quite  amazing 
ignorance  of  the  details  of  the  Bill,  and  the  assertions  that 
doctors  as  a  class  have  always  disliked  and  done  their  best 
to  avoid  club-work  do  not  increase  one's  confidence  in  the 
perspicuity  of  those  who  make  them.  I  hope  the  Bill  will 
be  more  intelligently  and  effectively  discussed  at  the  great 
meeting  of  pharmacists  called  for  July  6. 

Pharmacists  as  a  Body 

have  not  as  yet  taken  up  an  unreason- 
able attitude,  though  we  have  had  some  rather  wild  pro- 
posals from  individuals  here  and  there.  It  cannot  be  too 
much  insisted  on  that  anything  like  a  display  of  party 
prejudice  or  class  feeling  would  be  a  grievous  mistake. 
Emphatically  it  may  be  said  that  this  is  not  a  party 
question;  and  if  it  is  in  any  peculiar  sense  a  class  question, 
the  strength  of  our  position  is  this — the  vast  majority 
of  our  number  belong  to  the  class  whose  interests  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  as  a  democratic  statesman  has  most  at  heart. 
We  are  not  a  rich  corporation,  or  an  association  of  wealthy 
individuals,  seeking  further  advantage  from  legislation, 
but  a  body  of  hardworking,  comparatively  poor  men,  very 
little  above  the  social  status  of  many  of  those  whom  we 
shall  serve  under  this  Bill.  For  we  should  remember  that 
it  is  only  the  humbler  members  of  our  craft — the  rank 
and  file — who  will  be  much  affected  by  the  Bill.  We  need 
not  sue  in  forma  pauperis,  but  nothing  is  so  open  to 
challenge  as  an  assertion  of  rights,  and  in  our  case  any 
such  assertion  would  be  ridiculous.  The  labourer  is  in- 
deed worthy  of  his  hire,  but  he  has  first  to  prove  himself 
worthy  of  his  work.  Our  strongest  plea  is  a  plea  for  service, 
and  we  ought  to  have  no  difficulty  in  convincing  Mr.  George 
that  we  are  necessary  to  the  realisation  of  his  scheme. 
Only  so  can  we  hope  for,  or  do  we  deserve,  consideration, 
but  we  have  abundant  reason  to  believe  that  by  this  means 
we  can  secure  it. 

From  the  Pharmaceutical  Point  of  View 

Mr.  Churchill's  nose 
has,  so  to  speak,  been  for  awhile  put  out  by  Mr.  Lloyd 
George,  but  the  promise  (or  threat?)  of  a  Select  Committee 
on  secret  remedies  brings  him'  well  to  the  fore  again. 
With  some  diffidence  I  venture  to  differ  on  one  point  from 
your  leader  of  last  week  on  this  subject.  I  do  not  think 
any  very  large  number  of  pharmacists  put  up  secret  reme- 
dies to  which  they  attach  such  importance  as  to  keep  their 
composition  unknown  to  their  own  assistants.  I  have  met 
with  but  one  such  case  in  my  fifty  years'  experience,  and 
it  was  quite  insignificant.  The  pharmacist's  own  pro- 
prietaries are,  as  a  rule,  merely  local  expedients  for  honestly 
getting  a  little  profit  on  what  he  sells ;  their  secrecy  is  not 


essential  to  the  sale,  for  the  customer  buys  them,  not  in 
blind  faith,  but  because  he  knows  and  has  confidence  in  ' 
the  man  who  makes  them.  I  have  very  often  been  asked 
for  the  composition  of  such  preparations,  and  have  always  - 
frankly  given  it,  usually  with  the  effect  of  securing  another 
believer  in  their  efficacy.  Consequently  I  do  not  think 
pharmacists,  as  such,  would  lose  anything  by  having  to 
state  the  composition  of  their  proprietaries  on  the  label. 
The  forbidding  us  to  state  what  complaints  the  preparation 
is  intended  to  cure,  or  to  use  names  indicating  them,  is 
Another  Matter, 

and  must  be  resisted  with  all  our  power.  If 
this  is  to  be  the  price  we  are  to  pay,  I  rather  fear  that  the 
privilege  of  dispensing  prescriptions  will  be  dear  at  the 
money,  and  there  are  a  good  few  of  us  who  would  rather  ' 
bear  the  ills  we  have  than  fly  to  others  the  extent  and 
intensity  of  which  are  entirely  unknown  quantities.  I  am 
in  complete  agreement  with  you  in  your  recommendation 
to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  be  very 
guarded  in  what  they  say  or  do  at  the  present  juncture. 
Their  motto  for  some  time  to  come  should  be  "  Festina 
lente,"  for  we  have  at  the  moment  as  much  on  our  hands 
as  we  can  profitably  discuss  in  the  arrangements  neces- 
sary for  the  dispensing  required  under  the  Insurance  Bill. 
It  will  be  singularly  unprofitable  if  we  dissipate  our  ener- 
gies by  widening  the  area  over  which  the  discussion  would 
be  spread  by  introducing  debatable  subjects  on  which  we 
ourselves  are  divided  in  opinion,  but  on  which  the  hyper- 
ethical  member,  who  is  usually  also  the  talkative,  pushful 
member,  of  the  medical  profession  holds  very  decided 
views  which  are  diametrically  opposed  to  the  interests  of 
many  members  of  the  Conference. 

Greek  has  Gone, 

and  Latin  is  going.  A  genez*ation  ago  no 
self-respecting  University  granted  the  degree  of  M.D. 
unless  the  candidate  had  a  knowledge  of  Greek ;  to-day 
Greek  is  rarely  heard  of ;  it  was  quietly  elbowed  out  many 
years  ago.  Latin  will  soon  go  the  same  road,  and 
a  generation  hence  our  successors  will  simply  smile  when 
they  read  of  the  years  during  which  pharmaceutical 
students  "swotted  "  in  their  efforts  to  pass  a  stiff  examina- 
tion in  a  dead  language  that  was  of  little  practical  use  to 
them.  Very  few  prescriptions  are  written  in  Latin 
to-day  (I  refer  especially  to  the  directions  for  use), 
but  even  if  they  were  all  written  in  that  language,  a  few 
months'  grind  would  be  ample  to  get  up  all  that  is  required 
to  translate  the  "  dog  Latin  "  that  has  always  been  charac- 
teristic of  pharmacy.  There  would  be  some  sense  in 
making  the  study  of  Greek  compulsory,  for  99  per  cent, 
of  new  technical  and  scientific  words  are  taken  from  that 
language,  but  no  such  excuse  exists  for  learning  Latin, 
which  is  as  extinct  as  the  dodo.  Mr.  Gilmour  need 
not  blame  the  Scottish  Education  Department,  for  in  taking 
Latin  out  of  the  elementary  school  curriculum  that  body  is 
simply  following  the  inevitable  tendency.  There  is  practi- 
cally no  demand  for  Latin,  and  sooner  or  later  it '  will 
follow  Greek  in  being  made  an  optional  subject  in  pre-  * 
liminary  examinations,  just  as  it  now  is  in  most  of  the  -f 
modern  Universities.

National  Insurance  Bill. 

VIII.— An  Eventful  Week. 

After  these  pages  have  been  passed  for  press  the  mass  meet- 
ing of  pharmacists  convened  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
is  to  be  held  in  London.    We  have  made  arrangements  to 
insert  a  report  of  the  proceedings  in  the  Coloured  Supple- 
ment of  this  issue,  but  any  comment  upon  the  character  of 
the  meeting  is  out  of  the  question.    All  the  indications 
are  for  a  large  meeting,  many  pharmacists  in  the  provinces 
having  intimated  their  intention  of  being  present.  Some 
chemists'  Associations  are  sending  delegates,  and  consider- 
able enthusiasm  is  displayed.    The  meeting  has  provided 
an  opportunity  for  interviewing  members  of  Parliament, 
and  a  good  deal  of  this  has  been  done.     The  Pharma- 
ceutical Council's  special  committee  met  on  Wednesday, 
when  Mr.  Glyn- Jones  submitted  the  amendments  which 
he  has  prepared  to  give  effect  to  the  objections  urged  by 
him  on  behalf  of  chemists  at  the  interview  with  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  in  June.    These  are  presented  in  pamphlet  form, 
including  notes  on  the  seven  principles  which  chemists  are 
unanimous  about,  and  notes  upon  them  that  are  bound  to 
be  most  useful  to  members  of  Parliament.    It  is  obvious 
that  the  amendments  are  most  carefully  thought  out,  and 
leave  little  or  nothing  untouched  which  has  been  desired 
with  the  view  to  conserving  the  interests  of  chemists,  and 
ensuring  that  they  will  have  a  voice  in  the  formation  cf 
regulations  which  may  be  made  under  the  Bill  respecting 
the  supply  of  medicines  and  kindred  articles.    The  pro- 
posals are  pari  passu  with  those  of  the  British  Medical 
Association,  so  far  as  the  latter  are  kindred  to  pharmacy. 
An  ingenious  new  clause  is  suggested  for  the  creation  of 
local  pharmaceutical  committees.    In  other  respects  the 
endeavour  is  made  to  ensure  that  the  proposals  in  the  Bill 
which  might  involve  devolution  of  chemists'  business  will 
be  accompanied  by  safeguards  to  ensure  fair  trading  and 
protection  of  vested  interests. 

The  Committee  stage  of  the  Bill  was  entered  upon  on 
Wednesday,  when  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  had 
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to  face  amendments  which  occupy  more  print-space 
than  the  text  of  the  Bill.  On  Monday  notices 
were  given  of  fresh  amendments  which  occupy  four- 
teen pages  in  the  House  of  Commons  papers.  Many 
of  the  amendments  are  frivolous ;  some  are  duplicated 
over  and  over  again,  and  a  large  number  are  designed  to 
serve  party  interests.  There  is  an  obvious  intent  to  make 
the  passage  of  the  Bill  as  difficult  and  slow  as  possible, 
this  being  the  alternative  to  direct  opposition,  which  no 
party  in  the  House  of  Commons  dare  offer,  because  opposi- 
tion is  supposed  to  mean  loss  of  votes.  Although,  inde- 
pendent of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  most  of  the  demands  made  by 
pharmacists  for  protection  of  their  interests  are  covered 
by  amendments  now  on  the  papers,  there  is  danger  in 
some  amendments  which  are  not  intended  to  affect  phar- 
macists either  way.  An  example  is  an  amendment  by  Mr. 
Goldman,  which  proposes  to  limit  medical  benefit  to 
persons  whose  income  is  not  over  21.  a  week  ;  the  money 
for  the  medical  benefit  is  to  be  set  aside  and  paid  to  the 
medical  practitioner  chosen  by  the  insured  and  ailing 
person.  The  amendment  excludes  the  chemist  from  any 
share  of  the  money  paid  for  medical  benefit  :  the  medical 
practitioner  would  get  it  all.  It  will  be  necessary  for 
chemists  to  have  some  machinery  for  checking  and  check- 
mating amendments  of  that  nature.  There  is  work  for 
one  or  more  experienced  men  here  ;  at  least,  one  should  be 
detailed  to  "devil"  for  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  by  careful  colla- 
tion of  all  amendments  with  the  text  of  the  Bill.  It  is 
probably  being  done,  but  we  mention  the  matter  in  order 
to  illustrate  to  retailers  that  the  sailing  is  not  straight  to  a 
point  for  amendments  drafted  on  behalf  of  chemists.  It 
must  also  be  kept  in  mind  that  there  is  opposition  to 
chemists,  but  little  of  it  has  as  yet  come  to  the  surface. 
Herbalists  and  apothecaries'  assistants  have  been  mentioned 
in  the  House  of  Commons.  As  to  the  latter  group,  there 
is  no  intention  in  the  official  amendments  of  abrogating 
their  existing  privileges,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  will  take  steps  to  6ecure  these 
privileges.  We  may  add,  however,  that  these  do  not 
include  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  emphatically  de- 
clared that  the  vital  question  whether  medical  benefit  is 
to  be  administered  by  the  Societies  or  by  the  Health 
"Committees  must  be  settled  by  the  House  of  Commons. 
He  professes  neutrality  on  it  to  the  extent  that  he  will  not 
move  in  the  matter  himself,  but  he  has  strongly  advised 
chemists  and  doctors  to  bring  pressure  upon  their  indi- 
vidual members  to  get  the  necessary  amendments  made. 
Many  amendments  of  that  nature  are  already  on  the 
papers,  and  we  anticipate  that  when  the  closure  comes  to 
he  applied  the  Government  will  give  opportunity  for  dis- 
cussion of  the  principle,  and  will  probably  support  an 
amendment  to  that  effect.  The  importance  of  inter- 
viewing members  must  again  be  urged.  The  advice  to  do 
so  comes  straight  from  the  author  of  the  Bill,  and  common 
sense  tells  anyone  that  the  influence  of  voters  is  in  parlia- 
mentary matters  of  greater  weight  than  the  organisation  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  any  other  society.  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  has  enough  to  do  looking  after  procedure  in 
the  House ;  he  can  have  little  time  to  look  up  members  in 
the  House.  It  is  an  easy  thing  for  chemists  to  ask  their 
members  to  talk  to  him  about  the  matter,  and  to  help  him 
if  they  can.  He  has  Mr.  Winfrey  to  rely  upon,  and 
several  other  close  friends  who  will  hold  the  fort  when 
occasion  requires,  but  a  big  backing  from  members,  who 
in  a  multitude  of  interests  will  make  this  matter  one  for 
work  with  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  is  practically  essential  for  the 
success  of  the  chemists'  cause. 


Weaker  Spirit  of  Nitre  Wanted. 

The  Chemists'  Defence  Association  is  recommending  the 
British  Pharmacopceia  Committee  of  Reference  in  Phar- 
macy to  reduce  the  strength  of  Spiritus  /Etheris  Nitrosi, 
B.P.  The  reason  for  the  recommendation  is,  we  presume, 
that  the  preparation  is  difficult  to  maintain  at  the  official 
strength.  We  are  not  convinced  of  the  wisdom  of  the 
recommendation,  because  reduction  of  strength  takes  place 
in  alcoholic  solutions  of  ethyl  nitrite  much  weaker  than 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  spirit,  and  whatever  strength 
is  fixed  officially  there  will  be  cases  in  which  sales  under 
that  strength  will  occur.  For  medicinal  purposes  a  spirit 
containing  between  2  and  3  per  cent,  of  ethyl  nitrite  is 
very  convenient,  as  half  a  drachm  is  a  convenient  diapho- 
retic dose,  and  a  teaspoonful  acts  promptly  as  a  diuretic. 
Perhaps  the  Committee  of  Reference  before  doing  anything 
in  the  matter  might  study  the  late  Professor  Leech's  pub- 
lished work  on  the  pharmacology  of  the  nitrites. 
A  "Square"  Deal. 

The  facility  with  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  last 
month  acquiesced  in  the  appointment  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Chater 
as  Assistant  Secretary  (admirable  though  it  is)  appears 
to  have  tempted  the  Local  Organisation  Committee  to 
follow  it  up  by  recommending  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock, 
Ph.C,  to  an  office  which,  presumably,  is  related  to  secre- 
tarial duties.  It  is  not  surprising  that  a  majority  of  the 
Council  called  for  delay  :  the  Organisation  Committee  was 
a  trifle  hasty.  And  there  was  no  occasion  for  it.  Mr.. 
Woolcock  is  a  man  of  exceptional  qualifications  who  is 
attached  to  the  "Square''  staff  in  varied  capacities,  and 
has  almost  completed  his  reading  for  the  Bar.  Perhaps 
the  committee  has  the  idea  that  they  will  not  get  Mr. 
Woolcock  for  250/.  per  annum  later  in  the  year,  but  it  is 
just  as  well  to  "  bide  a  wee."  Which  Scottism  reminds 
us  that  there  are  rumours  about  regarding  a  revolt  north  of 
the  Tweed  which  arises  from  secretariat  confusion,  or 
supposed  confusion,  and  maybe  the  latest  proposal  will 
make  "  confusion  worse  confounded." 

The  Position  of  the  Government. 

Much  as  the  idea  of  an  autumn  session  is  disliked  in 
nearly  every  quarter  of  the  House,  the  feeling  is  gaining 
ground  that,  in  view  of  the  mass  of  legislative  ventures 
upon  which  the  Government  are  embarked,  some  method  of 
gaining  more  time  must  be  adopted.  The  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  has  made  it  plain  that  there  is  no  intention 
of  responding  to  the  request  which  has  been  made  to  him 
from  many  quarters  to  postpone  his  scheme  of  National  In- 
surance until  next  year,  and  if  the  other  measures  which 
the  Government  have  before  them— apart  from  the  Finance 
Bill,  which  must  be  pressed  forward  to  completion— are 
to  be  added  to  the  Statute  Book  the  only  alternative  is  an 
autumn  session  for  the  consideration  of  the  Insurance  Bill 
alone.  Among  the  measures  which  come  within  this  cate- 
gory are  the  Shops  Bill,  the  Mines  Bill,  and  the  Copyright 
Bill.  In  some  quarters  it  is  supposed  that  the  Houses  will 
sit  through  August  until  the  third  week  of  September  so 
as  to  avoid  an  autumn  session,  and  it  is  suggested  that 
when  the  crisis  in  regard  to  the  Parliament  BiW  has  passed 
over  members  will  be  in  the  mood  for  pushing  forward  the 
work  before  them,  which  mood  would  favour  the  Govern- 
ment's plans.  ^^^^

THE  Isle  of  Wight  has  long  been  known  as  the  "  Garden 
of  England,"  and  visitors  flock  to  its  shores  either 
for  health  or  for  pleasure.  To  the  naturalist  it  is  of  great 
interest,  its  flora  and  fauna  being  unsurpassed  in  the

British  Isles,  while  its  geological  formation  is  known  to 
every  student  the  world  over. 

Ryde  is  the  landing-place  of  the  majority  of  visitors. 
Looked  at  from  the  sea,  the  town  appears  to  advantage, 
■rising  some  160  feet  towards  the  sky.  Graceful  spires 
adorn  the  heights,  while,  especially  to  the  westward,  the 
larger  houses  are  beautifully  set  in  foliage.  The  pier  is 
half  a  mile  long  and  forms  a  fashionable  promenade ;  it 
is  served  by  electric  tram  and  rail.  Members  of  the  Con- 
ference will,  on  passing  the  turnstiles,  find  coaches  wait- 
ing on  the  Esplanade;  two  guides  on  each  coach  will  give 
all  information  en  route.  Passing  along  the  narrow  Pier 
Street  (pharmacy,  Mr.  Flower),  the  turn  to  the  left  leads 
up  the  steep  main  street  of  the  town ;  on  the  left  should  be 


noticed  the  commodious  pharmacy  of  Messrs.  Gibbs  &  Gur- 
nell,  where  Mr.  Walter  Hills  was  apprenticed,  while  at 
the  top  of  the  street  is  that  of  Mr.  Tenison  Smith,  which 
always  calls  forth  admiration  by  its  floral  decorations. 
Entering  High  Street,  the  thoroughfare  narrows ;  on  the- 
crest  of  the  hill  are  the  premises  of  Mr.  Burr  (on  the  left) 
and  Mr.  H.  H.  Pollard  (on  the  right).  Mr.  Pollard  is  the 
Island's  divisional  secretary  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  his  son  (Mr.  E.  W.  Pollard)  is  known  to  Conferencers 
as  a  contributor  of  papers. 

All  Saints'  Church  is  one  of  the  landmarks  of  the  Island, 
and  no  finer  view  on  the  South  Coast  can  be  obtained  than 
that  from  its  tower.  The  road  from  Ryde  to  Newport  is 
undulating  (Londoners  will  call  it  hilly),  the  land  being 
composed  of  Bembridge  marls  capped  by  plateau  gravel. 


Caeisbrooke  Keep  Steps.

Binstead  is  the  first  village  passed,  and  here  the  land 
to  the  right  is  seen  to  have  been  excavated  ;  this  was  for 
the  limestone  which  was  shipped  centuries  ago  to  build 
Winchester   Cathedral.     After  the  steep  descent  from 
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Binstead  a  view  of  Quarr  Abbey  is  obtained.  This  is  full  of 
historic  interest,  but  no  time  will  be  allowed  to  inspect  it. 
'The  copse  on  the  left  of  the  road  is  still  called  Eleanor's 
Grove,  from  the  fact  that  the  wife  of  Henry  II.,  who  was 
■detained  at  Quarr,  was  fond  of  wandering  there.  Recently, 
monks  from  France  have  built  a  new  "  Quarr  Abbey,"  seen 
at  the  top  of  the  hill.  These  monks,  like  their  fore- 
fathers, are  not  averse  to  a  little  amusement,  and  can

frequently  be  seen  on  some  quiet  shore  having  a  game  of 
"ducks  and  drakes." 

Wootton,  with  its  creek,  forms  a  picturesque  scene  at  high 
tide.  Fernhill,  on  the  left,  is  a  large  estate  belonging  to 
Dr.  Brodie,  whose  father  was  one  of  the  first  amateurs  to 
possess  an  8-inch  refracting  equatorial  telescope,  with  a 
complete  observatory.  From  Wootton  to  Newport  the 
road  itself  is  uninteresting,  though  fine  views  of  the  Medina 
River  and  the  Solent  may  be  had.  Newport  is  the  capital 
and  market-town  of  the  Island ;  its  history  extends  back 
to  the  twelfth  century,  but  it  is  chiefly  known  to  students 
by  the  "  Treaty  of  Newport  "  of  1648.  Near  the  Market 
Square  is  the  pharmacy  of  Messrs.  Millidge  &  Son,  and 
•on  the  way  to  Carisbrooke  is  that  belonging  to  Mr.  Ritchie. 

Carisbrooke  is  the  chief  point  of  interest  in  the  day's 
programme,  both  from  aesthetic  and  material  points  of 
view.  Carisbrooke  Castle,  on  its  wooded  hill,  is  a  fine 
object  as  seen  from  the  north-west,  the  dominant  features 
being  the  towered  gatehouse  at  one  end,  and  at  the  other 
the  massive  keep.  The  hill  rises  sharply  some  150  feet 
from  the  valley  on  the  north  and  west,  but  on  the  south 
and  east  the  elevation  is  less  marked.  The  summit  of  the 
hill  is  a  plateau  about  seven  acres  in  extent,  the  whole 
having  been  included  in  the  earliest  prehistoric  strong- 
hold, as  it  is  now  in  the  Elizabethan  enceinte,  but  the 
west  half  of  the  plateau  is  occupied  by  the  Castle  proper. 
The  enclosing  wall  and  the  keep  are  of  Norman  origin. 
All-important  as  Carisbrooke  was  from  the  Norman  to  the 
Stuart  period  as  the  Island  fortress,  it  only  figures  pro- 
minently in  history  in  connection  with  Charles  I.  When 
the  King,  fearing,  it  is  said,  assassination,  secretly  fled 
from  Hampton  Court  (November  11,  1647).  accompanied 
by  Sir  John  Ashburnham  and  Sir  John  Berkeley,  and  made 
his  way  to  Tichfield,  the  idea  was  to  cross  to  the  Island 
and  lie  hid  at  Nunwell,  near  Brading,  till  the  attitude  of 
Hammond,  the  Island  Governor,  could  be  ascertained. 
Failing  to  win  over  Hammond,  it  was  thought  the  King 
might  make  his  escape  to  France.  Ashburnham  and 
Berkeley  proceeded  to  the  Island,  but  the  latter  im- 
prudently divulged  Charles's  whereabouts,  and  Hammond, 
true  to  Parliament,  accompanied  them  back  to  Tichfield. 
The  King  at  once  recognised  that  his  scheme  had  collapsed. 
On  November  23,  1647,  he  was  brought  to  Carisbrooke, 
where  he  was  received  with  respect,  but  was  virtually  a 
prisoner.  Until  the  following  January,  however,  he  was 
left  free  to  range  the  Island  and  hold  intercourse  with  the 
loyal  gentry,  though  Hammond's  vigilance  was  not  relaxed. 
In  that  month  a  Captain  Burnley  made  a  foolish  attempt 


to  raise  the  men  of  Newport  to  rescue  the  King,  but  was 
hanged  for  his  pains,  while  Charles's  liberty  to  ramble  was 
limited  to  the  outworks  of  the  Castle.  On' the  night  of  the 
20th,  having  seduced  his  guards,  the  King  attempted  to 
make,  his  escape  through  his  bedroom  window,  but  stuck 
fast  between  the  bars ;  he  had  anticipated  this  result,  and 
withdrew  himself  by  means  of  a  rope  attached  to  his  bed- 
stead. After  this  the  King's  bedroom  was  changed,  but 
Charles  made  a  second  attempt,  this  time  cutting  several 
window-bars  by  the  help  of  nitric  acid.  On  May  20,  the 
night  arranged  by  his  friends  for  his  escape,  the  King 
noticed  that  there  were  many  more  people  awaiting  him 
below  his  window  than  he  had  anticipated,  and.  rightly  con- 
cluding that  these  were  Hammond's  soldiers,  he  gave  the 
signal  of  failure  and  retired  to  bed.  On  September  6  he 
was  taken  from  the  Castle  to  Newport  and  lodged  in  a 
house  which  is  now  the  Grammar  School,  where  the 
Treaty  of  Newport  was  signed.  On  November  30,  Crom- 
well's officers  took  Charles  to  Freshwater  and  across  the  sea 
to  Hurst  Castle.  There  he  remained  till  December  17. 
when  the  final  journey  to  the  scaffold  began.  Princess 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Charles  I.,  died  at  Carisbrooke  on 
September  8,  1650. 

The  entrance  to  the  outworks  of  the  Castle  is  by  a  gate- 
way bearing  the  initials  "  E.  R."  (Elizabeth  Regina)  and 
dated  1598.  The  projecting  bastion  immediately  to  the 
right  of  this  gateway  was  the  old  barbican,  incorporated  in 
the  enceinte  by  Gianibelli,  the  Italian  engineer  who  was 
employed  by  the  Queen  to  strengthen  Carisbrooke  in  view 
of  a  second  Armada.  The  approach  to  the  gatehouse  is  by 
a  bridge  across  the  ditch  ;  this  was  originally  a  drawbridge. 
The  gatehouse  itself  is  of  two  periods,  1334-1342  and 
1464-1483 ;  the  gates  belong  to  the  second  period.  On 
entering  the  outer  ward  the  building  in  front  is  the  Gover- 
nor's quarters. 

The  Rampart  Walk  is  reached  by  steps  on  the  left ; 
every  visitor  will  be  disposed  to  linger  here  and  enjoy  the 
comprehensive  prospect.  The  curtain  wall  is  Norman,  but 
the  rampart  is  of  the  fourteenth  century,  greatly  altered  by 
Gianibelli.  about  1600.  At  the  south-west  corner  is  a 
"knight"  for  cannon  and  there  is  another  at  the  south- 
east. Beyond  this  knight  the  path  crosses  a  rustic  bridge, 
and  a  short  distance  further  the  wall  ends,  the  path  con- 
tinuing along  the  side  of  the  keep  mound,  to  join  the 
keep  steps  part  of  the  way  up.  At  the  head  of  the 
steps  is  an  advance  gateway  with  portcullis  groove  and 
ornamental  vaulting.  Passing  through  this,  the  room  on 
the  left  contains  a  very  deep  well,  now  blocked  up,  which

was  in  use  anterior  to  the  present  well.  The  keep  itself 
is  many-angled,  having  twelve  facets. 

Descending  as  far  as  the  path  before  traversed,  the  wall 
is  continued  to  the  right  along  the  north  curtain,  below 
which  are  some  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the 
Castle.  These  are  reached  by  bearing  to  the  left  when 
part-way  down  the  steps.  Below  are  seen  the  remains  of 
two  bay  windows  of  the  officers'  quarters,  while  the  first 
window  above  was  for  long  referred  to  as  "  King  Charles's 
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Window,"  and,  indeed,  is  still  photographed  as  such,  al- 
though it  is  not  so.  Notice  should  then  be  taken  of  the 
bakehouse  oven  and  fine  embayed  window,  dated  1272. 
Beyond  these,  on  the  left,  is  a  room  the  upper  portion  of 
which  was  used  by  Charles,  and  it  was  from  this  that 
he  made  his  second  attempt  to  escape.  The  door  on  the 
right  leads  to  the  Great  Hall,  or  Presence  Chamber,  and 
at  the  north-west  angle  of  this  is  the  room  in  which  Prin- 
cess Elizabeth  died. 

Descending  the  few  steps  and  skirting  the  Governor's 
quarters,  the  Well  House  is  the  next  place  of  interest.  The 
well  is  160  feet  deep,  and,  as  every  schoolboy  knows,  is 
worked  by  a  donkey.  The  steps  near  the  ticket-office  lead 
to  the  interior  of  the  gatehouse,  recently  restored  to  form 
a  museum,  in  memory  of  Prince  Henry  of  Battenberg. 
This  contains  armoury  and  other  objects  of  local  historical

interest.  Visitors  leaving  the  Castle  should  notice  from 
the  road  the  windows  previously  examined. 

The  marquee  in  which  luncheon  will  be  served  is  erected 
on  what  was  first  the  Tilt-yard,  converted  by  Hammond 
into  a  bowling-green  for  Charles  I. 

Resuming  the  drive,  Newport  is  again  traversed  ;  the 
ascent  of  the  hilly  road  beyond  is  long,  and  ample  time  will 
be  afforded  to  view  the  scenery,  the  finest  aspect 
of  which  is  obtained  by  looking  backwards.  The 
Downs  are  soon  reached,  and  visitors  will,  if  the 
day  be  fine,  be  enchanted  with  the  prospect. 
Almost  the  whole  eastern  end  of  the  Island  lies  open 
to  one's  gaze.  On  the  left  the  blue  Solent  stretches  like 
some  mighty  river,  while  beyond  the  hills  of  Hampshire 
join  the  sky-line.  Osborne  Towers,  one  of  the  residences 
of  the  late  Queen  Victoria,  stand  boldly  out,  as  does  the 
spire  of  All  Saints',  Ryde,  the  intervening  country  being 
graced  with  numerous  woods  and  meadows. 

To  the  south  is  the  fertile  vale  of  the  Eastern  Yar,  be- 
yond which  the  hills  of  Shanklin  and  Ventnor  rise  to  a 
height  of  nelarly  a  thousand  feet,  being  the  highest  in  the 
Island.  Space  will  not  allow  a  description  of  all  the 
points  of  interest  to  be  viewed  from  the  Downs,  but  it  is 
here,  if  anywhere,  that  aid  must  be  freely  requisitioned 


from  the  guides.  The  descent  from  the  Downs  is  rather 
steep,  and  Conferences  will  involuntarily  "  hold  on  "  ;  the 
nervous  ones  can  walk.  The  lane  to  Newchurch  is  narrow, 
and  the  ascent  of  the  "  Shute  "  is  trying  for  the  horses,  so 
that  lusty  individuals  will  oblige  them  by  walking  up. 
Newchurch  is  a  village  of  little  interest  save  to  the 
botanist,  the  church  itself  being  usually  described  as  awk- 
ward and  ugly.  The  drive  from  here  to  Shanklin  is  typi- 
cally rural ;  the  chalk  of  the  Downs  is  replaced  by  Lower 
Greensand,  to  which  the  red  colour  of  the  soil  is  due. 

Shanklin  is  quite  a  modern  town,  and  is  by  many  con- 
sidered the  most  picturesque  spot  in  the  Island.  The  Chine 
is  well  worth  a  visit  should  time  allow.  Tea  will  be  served 
at  Daish's  Hotel,  after  which  the  homeward  journey  will 
be  begun,  passing  en  route  the  up-to-date  pharmacies  of 
Mr.  Ashfield  and  Mr.  W.  T.  Deeks,  both  on  the  left  side 
of  the  steep  street. 

Sandown  is  now  almost  contiguous  to  Shanklin,  but  is 
quite  different  from  it,  being  comparatively  flat  and  pos- 
sessing the  finest  sandy  shore,  of  the  Island.  Sandown  is 
visited  mostly  by  people  with  families  of  young  children, 
who  are  so  fond  of  sand,  and  the  two  pharmacists 
(Messrs.  Salt  and  Woollings)  are  kept  busy  during  the 
season.  Glimpses  of  the  fine  bay  and  the  Culver  Cliffs 
enliven  the  drive,  and  soon  Brading,  one  of  the  oldest 
towns  in  the  Island,  is  reached.  This  place  once  possessed 
two  members  of  Parliament;  now  one  pharmacist  (Mr. 
Bonn)  ministers  to  all  their  wants,  whether  they  be  fiddle- 
bridges  or  pills.  The  old  Bull  Ring,  stocks,  and  church 
should  be  noticed.  The  last  four  miles  of  the  journey  call 
for  no  comment.  Ryde  is  reached  from  its  eastern  ex- 
tremity, and  members  of  the  Conference  will  bid  farewell 
to  the  fair  Island,  leaving  the  Vectis  pharmacists  all  the 
richer  for  the  friendships  made.  A  short  trip  on  the  briny 
will  stimulate  them  to  further  revels  in  the  evening.

THE  annual  meetings  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  and  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association, 
Ltd.,  were  held  at  Anderton's  Hotel.  Fleet  Street,  London, 
E.G..  on  July  5.  Those  present  were  :  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney 
(Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.),  President  of  the 
P.A.T.A..  and  Messrs.  J.  G.  Atkinson  (Norwood),  G.  R.

The  P.A.T.A.  Meeting. 
Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  presided,  and  on  the  Chairman's  sug- 
gestion the  annual  report  and  balance-sheet  (C.  <£•  D., 
June  17,  index  folio  892),  which  had  been  circulated,  was 
taken  as  read. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Glyn-Jones),  in  concluding  a  review 
of  the  financial  statement,  said  that  the  Association  had 
practically  increased  the  balance  in  hand  by  120/.,  and  had, 
in  addition,  placed  800/.  to  reserve.  After  all  was  said 
and  done,  he  added,  it  was  the  financial  statement  which 
afforded  the  best  indication  of  the  work  the  Association 
was  accomplishing.  Each  year  brought  with  it  a  struggle 
to  beat  the  figures  for  the  previous  one.  They  had  beaten 
last  year's  record  as  regarded  finance,  but  there  must  come 
a  time  when  they  could  not  continue  to  do  this. 

Mr.  W.  Lane  asked  how  many  copies  of  the  "Anti- 
Cutting  Record  "  were  sent  out. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  replied  that  the  total  number  was  a 
little  over  10,000. 

Mr.  Lane  said  that  it  was  not  to  the  credit  of  those  who 
were  not  members  of  the  Association  to  enjoy  the  benefits 
brought  them  by  the  four  thousand  odd  who  were. 

The  Chairman  suggested  that  a  special  appeal  for  sup- 
port be  made  by  circular-letter  to  non-members  who  were 
in  the  drug-trade,  with  which  be  sent  price-lists  of  pro- 
tected proprietaries  at  prices  ruling  before  the  Association 
came  into  existence  and  at  the  present  protected  price. 
He  believed  in  reducing  arguments  to  a  matter  of  pounds, 
shillings,  and  pence. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  his  experience  is  this  :  that  cold 
printer's  ink  is  becoming  less  and  less  effective  as  a  means 
of  obtaining  subscriptions.  It  is  extraordinary  the  strong 
things  that  can  be  said  in  print  without  getting  any  result. 
(Laughter.)  The  only  effective  way  to  get  increased  sup- 
port is  by  personal  canvass.  (Applause.)  The  only  thing 
that  is  deplorable  is  that  the  membership  figures  are  really 
worse  than  they  seem.  Were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the 
CD. A.  members  are  insured  for  10s.  tel.  instead  of  a 
guinea,  by  paying  5s.  to  this  Association,  that  figure  would 
riot  be  kept  up.  That  more  lapses  from  the  P.A.T.A.  do 
not  occur  is  due  to  the  fact  that  members  cannot  afford  to 
lapse ;  that  it  will  cost  them  10.?.  6(7.  instead  of  5s.  to  get 
the  same  privileges  from  the  CD. A.,  without  connection 
with  the  P.A.T.A.  There  is  a  very  large  section  of  the 
trade  who  do  not  realise  what  is  being  don©  for  them  by 
the  P.A.T.A.,  otherwise  there  would  be  a  very  large  addi- 
tion. Over  3,000  members  could  not  fall  out  without  losing 
5s.  6el.  a  year.  If  a  similar  proportion  of  subscriptions 
"were  received  from  retailers  as  was  received  from  manu- 
facturers and  wholesalers  they  should  have  a  different 
condition  of  things.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  G.  J.  Knight,  in  a.  characteristic  speech,  pointed 
out  that  some  of  the  new  forms  of  advertising  want  look- 
ing after  very  closely. 


Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  pointed  to  the  fact  that  nearly  the 
whole  of  the  wholesalers  are  included  in  the  Association, 
and  he  regretted  that  there  are  still  many  retailers  who  do 
not  belong  to  the  Association. 

The  Secretary,  replying  to  Mr.  Knight,  said  that  the 
Council  is  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  not  including 
questionable  articles  in  the  protective  scheme.  They  have, 
however,  to  bear  in  mind  that  there  is  a  great  diversity 
on  the  ethics  of  advertising. 

Dr.  A.  J.  Barnes  (Dublin)  suggested  a  special  meeting 
of  chemists  during  the  Chemists'  Exhibition,  so  as  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  adherents  to  the  retail  section. 

Mr.  Sutherland  thought  something  could  be  done  through1 
local  associations. 

The  Chairman  said  steps  might  be  taken  to  point  out  to 
chemsists  how  the  Association  has  increased  profits,  and  so> 
bpttered  business. 

The  report  was  then  adopted,  and  the  Chairman  was 
accorded  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  for  presiding. 

Over  half  of  the  company  remained  for 

The  CD. A.  Meeting, 

at  which  Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland  occupied  the  chair.  He,  in 
moving  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report  (<U.  <L*  D.,  May  27, 
index  folio  795),  said  that  it  was  eminently  satisfactory. 
For  the  first  time  they  had  occasion  to  call  a  special  meeting 
of  directors  to  discuss  the  National  Insurance  Bill,  and  he- 
reminded  members  that  it  had  been  decided  that  the 
Association  work  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He 
also  said  that  the  most  trivial  thing  in  the  world  might 
get  a  chemist  into  difficulties,  a  penny  sale  possibly  costing 
20/.,  entailing  advice  and  legal  representation  not  easily 
met  unless  the  CD. A.  is  behind  him.  For  21s.  a 
chemist  member  is  getting  the  best  form  of  insurance, 
one.  which  no  insurance  company  would  give.  To  those 
outside  the  pale  he  .appealed  to  come  in  and  help,  and  in 
doing  so  they  would  help  themselves.  Mr.  R.  F.  Clarke 
seconded  the  motion.  In  supporting  it,  the  fact  that 
sweet-nitre  cases  were  the  only  ones  in  which  a  penalty 
was  imposed  called  forth  suggestions  as  to  storage  from 
Messrs.  Rowsell,  Barnes,  and  Pickard.  Dr.  Barnes  also' 
suggested  that  a  special  meeting  for  non-members  and 
the  annual  meeting  be  held  during  Exhibition  week.  He 
also  called  for  legal  representation  for  members  at  inquests, 
where  chemists'  reputations  were  often  placed  in  jeopardy 
by  questions,  often  irrelevant,  from  lay  jurymen.  Mr. 
Knight  said  analysts  were  killing  the  sale  of  _  sweet 
nitre  as  they  had  already  done  that  of  milk  of 
sulphur.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  Johnston)  mentioned 
that  the  subscriptions  not  being  so  high  as  would  be 
expected  from  the  membership  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
all  shareholders  were  included  in  the  membership  total, 
although  all  were  not  subscribers.  Dr.  Barnes's  suggestion 
was  a  good  one.  He  wished  to  impress  members  not  to 
sell  sweet  nitre  without  putting  a  suitable  declaration 
label  on  the  bottle.  He  asked  members  to  write  indi- 
vidually to  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  of  Reference 
in  Pharmacy,  suggesting  that  the  limit  for  ethyl  nitrite 
required  for  sweet' spirit  of  nitre  be  lowered  in  the  next 
Pharmacopoeia.  Mr.  Atkinson  asked  if  the  directors  had 
already  written  to  that  effect.  The  Chairman  answered  in 
the  affirmative,  and  it  was  requested  that  another  com- 
munication be  sent  as  coming  from  the  annual  meeting. 
The  directors  and  auditors  were  unanimously  re-elected, 
hearty  thanks  being  accorded  to  the  directors  for  their 
onerous  services. 


Pharmaceutical  drugs  and  patent-medicines  of  British 
manufacture  are  now  being  imported  in  increasing  quantities 
annually  into  the  Morea,  Greece,  and  bid  fair  to  displace 
the  German,  Italian,  and  French  goods  which  have  hitherto 
held  the  market,— B.M.  Consul  at  Patras. 

Japanese  Sulphur.— The  exports  from  Japan  advanced  in 
value  from  15,8611.  in  1909  to  91.789/.  in  1910,  in  spite  of  soma 
of  the  shipments  falling  short  of  what  was  intended  owing  to 
damage  to  mines  and  interruptions  of  land  communication 
as  a  result  of  the  heavy  and  long-continued  rains  of  the 
summer  of  1910.  The  increase  in  value  is  due  to  increased 
shipments  to  Sweden,  to  which  country  sulphur  was  first 
exported  from  Hokkaido  in  1909.  The  total  value  of  sulphur 
sent,  to  Sweden  in  the  two  years  was  7,392?.  in  1909  and 
21,984/.  in  1910.

Council-meeting. 

THE  monthly  meeting  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London.  W.C..  on  July  5.  The  Council  first  con- 
gratulated Sir  H.  T.  Butlin  and  Sir  Boverton  Eedwood 
on  the  baronetcies  that  have  been  conferred  upon  them 
fby  the  King.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  was  reappointed 
Parliamentary  Secretary,  the  occasion  being  taken  to  refer 
in  appreciative  terms  to  his  services  to  the  Society.  The 
reading  of  the  report  of  the  Examiner  for  the  Bell  Scholar- 
ships resulted  in  the  awards  being  made  this  year  to  J.  C. 
Jinks  (Ironbridge)  and  G.  R.  Goodfellow  (Harrow).  A 
good  deal  of  discussion  took  place  in  regard  to  the  proposed 
appointment  of  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  as  Local  Associa- 
tion Officer  at  a  salary  of  2507.  a  year.  The  committee 
•which  made  the  proi>osal  had  met  the  day  before,  and  it  was 
•complained  that  on  such  an  important  matter  the  Council 
were  not  allowed  time  for  consideration.  Eventually  the 
appointment  was  deferred  till  the  next  Council-meeting. 
Dr.  Symes  commented  on  the  fact  that  the  papers  from  the 
Research  Laboratory  were  of  such  a,  nature  that  they  are 
apparently  only  suitable  for  presentation  to  the  Chemical 
Society ;  and  Mr.  White,  Chairman  of  the  School  and 
House  Committee,  said  he  was  endeavouring  to  influence 
the  work  in  a  pharmaceutical  direction.  The  Parlia- 
mentary Secretary  reported  to  the  Law  and  Parliamentary 
'Committee  regarding  the  amendments  it  is  desired  to 
■obtain  in  the  National  Insurance  Bill. 

The  Councillors  present  were  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  (Presi- 
dent). Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  (Vice-President),  Mr.  W.  H. 
Gibson  (Treasurer),  and  Messrs.  F.  E.  Bilson,  A.  S. 
Campkin.  W.  G.  Cross  J.  H.  Cuff,  F.  J.  Gibson,  R.  L. 
•Gifford,  D.  Gilmour.  A.  Hagon,  J.  Harrison,  E.  T. 
Neathercoat.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  F.  A.  Rogers,  P.  F. 
Rowsell,  C.  Symes,  R.  C.  Walshaw,  and  E.  White.  The 
vSecretary  and  Assistant-Secretary  were  also  in  attendance. 

Coronation  Honours. 
The  President  mentioned  the  Coronation  honours 
•conferred  on  Sir  H.  T.  Butlin  (President  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons)  and  Sir  Boverton  Redwood,  to  whom 
it  was  agreed  the  congratulations  of  the  Society  should  be 
conveyed. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
Fourteen  members  and  eleven  student-associates  were 
elected.    Seventy-seven    persons    were  restored  to  their 
former  status  in  the  Society.    Two  names  were  restored 
to  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken 
an  committee,  after  which. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson,  the  new  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
proposed  the  adoption  of  the  report.  He  referred  to  the 
case  of  a  young  widow  who  is  in  such  a  precarious  state  of 
health  that  it  was  decided  to  make  her  a  grant.  He  also 
mentioned  the  receipt  of  a  cheque  for  15/.  from  the 
"  British  and  Colonial  Druggist."  being  the  gate-money 
at  the  recent  Chemists'  Exhibition. 

The  report  was  adopted.

Divisional  Secretaries 
Mr.  F.  E.  Turney  was  appointed  for  the  Bodmin  divi- 
sion of  Cornwall  and  Mr.  C.  Robertson  for  Barrow-in- 
Furness. 

Parliamentary  Secretary. 

The  President  moved  the  reappointment  of  Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones  as  Parliamentary  Secretary,  and  referred  to  his 
valuable  services  to  the  Society,  especially  within  the  last 
few  months.  The  report,  which  he  has  just  issued  on  the 
National  Insurance  Bill  is.  added  the  President,  one  of 
the  ablest  things  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  has  produced. 

The  Vice-President  seconded,  and  said  that  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  is  proving  of  immense  service  now  that  he  is  in  the 
House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  Rowsell  and  Mr.  Harrison  supported,  the  latter 
stating  that  recently  the  Sunderland  M.P.s  told  him  that 
the  case  for  the  chemists  is  all  right  so  long  as  it  is  in  the 
hands  of  Sir.  Glyn-Jones. 

The  resolution  was  carried. 

The  members  of  the  school  staff  were  reappointed. 
The  Registrar  presented  his  monthly  report  on  the  regis- 
tration of  apprentices  or  students. 

Scholarship  Awards. 

The  report  of  Mr.  T.  Tickle,  the  Examiner  for  the 
Jacob  Bell  and  Manchester  scholarships,  was  then  read. 
There  were  eleven  candidates  for  the  Jacob  Bell  scholar- 
ship, seven  obtaining  the  requisite  number  of  marks. 
Two  obtained  more  than  the  requisite  number  of  marks 
and  were  recommended  for  the  scholarships.  They  were  : 
John  Clarence  Jinks  (Ironbridge)  and  George  Robert 
Goodfellow  (Harrow).  There  was  only  one  candidate  for 
the  Manchester  scholarship,  but  he  failed  to  obtain  the 
required  minimum  of  marks. 

The  President,  in  moving  that  the  scholarships  be 
awarded  as  recommended  in  the  report,  said  it  is  grati- 
fying that  so  many  candidates  obtained  the  qualifying 
number  of  marks. 

Mr.  Hagon  compared  the  popularity  of  the  Fairchild 
scholarship  with  the  lack  of  competition  shown  for  the 
Manchester  scholarship.  He  suggested  that  the  conditions 
might  be  modified  so  as  to  make  it  more  attractive. 

The  President  said  that  although  attention  has  not  been 
called  to  any  hard  cases  the  matter  might  well  be  con- 
sidered by  the  School  and  House  Committee. 

Mr.  Rowsell  having  seconded  this  proposition, 

Mr.  Harrison  thought  that  the  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  might  be  approached  and  asked  to 
make  suggestions  for  popularising  the  scholarship. 

Mr.  Gifford  suggested  that  this  is  a  matter  which  the 
Local  Association  Committee  could  attend  to,  but  ulti- 
mately it  was  left  with  the  School  and  House  Committee. 

The  President  mentioning  that  the  Trust  conditions 
must  be  kept  in  mind. 

Mr.  Tickle  was  thanked  for  conducting  the  examina- 
tions. 

Local  Associations  Committee. 
The  Secretary  read  the  report  of  this  committee, 
which  stated  that  the  reception  held  in  May  at  the  Holborn 
Restaurant  was  "  a  distinct  success  from  the  organisation 
point  of  view."  A  large  number  of  local  Associations 
were  represented,  and  many  chemists  visited  the  Society's 
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premises.  The  officers  of  the  Society  were  thanked  for 
their  services,  and  it  was  recommended  that  3/.  be  given 
to  the  house  servants  for  extra  services  during  the  week. 
To  carry  out  the  programme  of  the  committee  in  a 
systematic  manner  it  was  recommended  that  Mr.  W.  J.  U. 
Woolcock  be  appointed  Local  Association  Officer  at  a 
salary  of  250/.  per  annum,  Mr.  Woolcock  to  take  up  the 
duties  as  soon  as  his  services  on  the  Codex  Committee  are 
finished. 

Mr.  Neathercoat,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  that  the  committee  has  finished  its  first  year's  work. 
So  far  only  the  first  part  of  the  reference  has  been  dealt 
with,  and  it  is  felt  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  go  deeper 
and  fuller  into  the  work.  It  is  felt  that  the  local  Associa- 
tions should  be  visited  systematically.  To  do  this  re- 
quires an  officer  who  is  prepared  to  give  more  time  to  the 
work  than  Mr.  Chafer  has  been  able  to  afford.  He  recom- 
mended the  appointment  of  Mr,  Woolcock,  who  is  well 
known  to  local  associations  and  has  already  rendered  quite  a 
volume  of  useful  work.  Mr.  Woolcock  will  also  be  required 
to  assist  in  the  work  of  revising  the  Codex  from  one  edition 
to  another.  His  salary  will  be  practically  the  same  as  he 
mow  receives,  so  that  he  (Mr.  Neathercoat)  was  not  propos- 
ing a  new  appointment  at  an  extravagant  cost. 

Mr.  Harrington  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
and  said  it  gave  him  great  delight  to  know  that  they  had 
been  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Woolcock.  They 
are  particularly  fortunate  in  obtaining  a  man  so  fitted  for 
the  position. 

Mr.  Gilmour  said  that  the  matter  has  been  sprung  upon 
most  of  the  Council,  and  he  asked  that  the  report  be 
referred  back  for  further  consideration.  He  did  this  in 
no  personal  spirit,  and  nothing  was  further  from  his  mind 
than  to  object  to  the  appointment.  He  reminded  the 
Council  that  last  month  in  Tecommending  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  Chater  as  assistant-secretary,  Mr.  Young 
referred  to  the  usefulness  of  that  officer  in  going  about  the 
country. 

Mr.  Harrison,  seconding,  said  that  it  was  not  only  250/. 
a  year  but  expenses  of  travelling  all  over  Great  Britain. 
He  did  not  say  that  it  is  not  worth  the  money,  but  he  said 
emphatically  that  it  was  a  matter  of  great  importance 
which  should  be  adequately  considered  before  making  the 
appointment.  Mr.  Young  had  said  that  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Chater  as  assistant-secretary  was  necessary  so  as 
to  give  him  a  better  status  when  visiting  the  associations. 
He  did  not  care  for  the  suggestion  that  Mr.  Woolcock  was 
to  serve  two  committees. 

Dr.  Symes  said  that  before  dispensing  with  Mr.  Chafer's 
services  to  local  associations,  of  which  he  spoke  very  highly, 
the  Council  should  have  at  least  a  month  for  consideration 
before  committing  itself  to  an  expenditure  of  at  least  500/. 
a  year. 

The  President  said  the  reason  why  the  matter  appeared 
to  come  upon  the  Council  so  suddenly  was  because  the 
committee's  meeting  had  to  be  deferred  from  last  month 
to  the  previous  day.  He  would  not  be  hurt  if  the  matter 
•were  delayed  for  a  month,  because  he  was  convinced  that 
the  more  the  Council  thought  over  the  matter  the  more 
they  will  agree  to  the  necessity.  The  matter  of  travelling 
expenses  is  not  new  as  they  are  incurred  at  present. 

Mr.  Cuff  asked  the  Council,  before  voting  for  delay, 
to  consider  that  if  the  appointment  is  not  made  till  August 
the  time  for  preparing  for  the  winter  session  will  be 
curtailed.  The  work  which  the  committee  desired  to  do 
could  not  be  carried  on  by  Mr.  Chater  at  the  same  time  as 
his  office  work. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  he  thought  notice  should  be  given  of 
a  proposed  permanent  appointment  so  that  all  sides  of 
the  question  can  be  considered.  Mr.  Gifford  will  not 
have  lived  in  vain  if  this  appointment  of  an  organising 
secretary  is  made.  He  (Mr  Campkin)  did  not  like  rele- 
gating Mr.  Chater,  who  was  so  suitable  for  the  position, 
to  another  sphere. 

Mr.  Cross  thought  it  would  be  a,  mistake  to  make  the 
appointment  without  considering  it  thoroughly.  In  meet- 
ing his  constituents  he  liked  to  be  able  to  show  that  full 
consideration  was  taken  before  committing  the  Council  to 
any  particular  proposal. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  said  that  the  pressure  of  work  in  the 
office  has  reached  such  a  point  that  it  would  be  unfair  to 


expect  Mr.  Chater  to  give  the  same  time  to  organisations 
work  in  the  future. 

Mr.  Walshaw  said  that  Mr.  Chater  could  not  carry  out 
the  new  work  required  as  well  as  the  routine  work  of  the 
office.  The  committee  has  made  considerable  progress, 
but  has  not  yet  attained  the  object  in  view.  The  work 
requires  doing  systematically,  not  spasmodically. 

The  Vice-President  also  counselled  delay.  Local  asso- 
ciations do  not  want  to  see  a  permanent  official  so  much  as- 
a  member  of  the  Council.  ("  No,  no.")  He  had  been  at 
meetings  with  Mr.  Woolcock  and  admired  his  work.  He- 
did  not  like  the  idea  of  losing  Mr.  Chater's  service  on  the 
Local  Association  Committee. 

Mr.  Cross  said  the  proposal  ought  first  to  be  considered 
by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Mr.  Gifford  asked  Mr.  Neathercoat  to  delay  the 
appointment,  as  nothing  would  be  lost  in  considering  the- 
matter  for  a  month.  He  had  always  held  that  chemists 
would  be  wiser  in  looking  for  material  benefits  from  their 
own  organisation  rather  than  in  seeking  statutory  benefits. 
When  Mr.  Young  referred  to  improving  Mr.  Chater's- 
status  by  appointing'  him  assistant-secretary  he  was  refer- 
ring to  his  visits  to  the  House  of  Commons  and  Privy 
Council  rather  than  to  local  associations. 

Mr.  White  thought  that  local  associations  are  entitled! 
to  ask  that  money  should  be  spent  for  the  benefit  of 
chemists.  It  was  good  value  for  the  money  to  kee]> 
chemists  well  informed  of  what  is  going  on  at  head- 
quarters. 

Mr.  Neathercoat  said  he  was  surprised  at  the  trend' 
taken  by  the  debate.  Many  of  the  arguments  would  apply 
the  same  to  the  appointment  whenever  made.  The  com- 
mittee have  given  the  matter  the  fullest  consideration,  and' 
he  disclaimed  any  intention  to  rush  the  matter  through. 
As  he  did  not  wish  to  prejudice  the  interests  of  the  local' 
associations  he  moved  that  the  report  be  received  and' 
adopted,  with  the  exception  that  the  appointment  of  the- 
local  association  officer  be  deferred  till  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Gilmour  said  the  amendment  did  not  quite  satisfy 
him.  He  was  stronger  in  his  views  as  to  the1  necessity  of 
delay  after  the  assertion  of  Mr.  White  that  he  requires 
someone  to  prepare  a  revised  version  of  the  Codex. 

Mr.  White  :  This  has  previously  been  a  work  of  love. 

Mr.  Gilmour  :  Oh,  I  don't  know  about  that. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  White  said  the  work  required  on  the  Codex  would 
not  take  up  much  of  Mr.  Woolcock's  time. 

Mr.  Gilmour  said  that  each  visit  to  a  local  association 
from  headquarters  has  so  far  cost  30/.,  and  he  thought 
the  Council  should  get  some  idea  of  what  the  scheme  is  tec 
cost. 

Mr.  Campkin  pointed  out  that  to  adopt  the  report  was 
to  agree  to  the  appointment. 

Mr.  Gilmour's  amendment  to  refer  the  report  back  for 
further  consideration  was  put  by  the  President,  and  was 
lost  by  ten  to  seven.  The  original  motion  was  then  carried 
ncm.  con.,  ten  voting  for  it. 

School  and  House  Committee. 

Mr.  White  presented  the  report  of  the  Library,  Museum, 
School  and  House  Committee,  which  recommended  that, 
copies  of  the  library  catalogue  be  charged  Is.  6c/.  and  that 
electros  of  the  pages  be  stored  so  that  the  catalogues  can  be 
printed  in  the  future  with  an  addendum  when  needed. 
An  account  for  61.  9s.  6d.  for  house  repairs  was  approved. 
The  Dean  of  the  School  recommended  the  award  of  the 
Hewlett  Exhibition  to  Mr.  S.  H.  Stroud,  and  also  reported 
that  a  gentleman  connected  with  the  drug-trade  has 
offered  50/.  a  year  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an 
advanced  course  of  lectures  for  persons  who  have  passed 
the  Major  examination.  The  Dean  asked  permission  to 
accept  the  offer,  and  the  committee  suggest  the  nomination 
of  a  small  committee  to  administer  the  fund,  the  committee 
to  consist  of  the  President,  the  Dean  of  the  School,  Pro- 
fessor Greenish,  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Holden.  Permission  was 
given,  for  Mr.  F.  C.  G.  Walker,  Shanghai,  a  former  Bell 
scholar,  to  work  in  the  Research  Laboratory  until  July  15. 
The  committee  assented  to  the  publication  of  two  papers 
from  the  laboratory  in  the  Journal  of  the  Chemical  Society. 

Dr.  Symes  regretted  that  the  conditions  of  the  post- 
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graduate  lectures  were  so  narrow.  It  would,  he  thought, 
impair  the  usefulness  of  the  grant.  It  seemed  a  pity  that 
work  done  in  the  Research  Laboratory  should  not  be  on 
work  connected  with  pharmaceutical  chemistry,  so  that  it 
could  come  before  the  members  of  the  Society.  When  he 
remembered  the  cost  of  the  laboratory — some  10.000/. — he 
felt  that  the  Society  receives  nothing  quite  adequate  in 
return. 

Mr.  White  said  he  had  discussed  the  matter  with  the 
Dean,"  and  he  (Mr.  White)  certainly  thought  that  they 
ought  to  spend  money  on  research  which  will  benefit  the 
Society. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

National  Insurance  Bill. 

The  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  referred  to  the  steps  that  had  been  taken  to 
obtain  support  in  the  House  of  Commons  for  the  amend- 
ments proposed  in  the  National  Insurance  Bill.  The  Par- 
liamentary Secretary  reported  on  the  position,  and  the 
Committee  approved  of  the  steps  that  have  been  taken  to 
safeguard  the  interests  of  chemists. 

The  President  said  the  officers  of  the  Society  have  been 
very  active  in  the  matter.  Special  conferences  had  been 
arranged  both  in  the  Soc  iety's  house  and  at  the  House  of 
Commons.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  and  Professor  Greenish  had 
made  a  tour  of  investigation  in  Austria.  Germany,  Italy, 
and  Switzerland,  and  are  busy  classifying  the  information 
obtained  with  a  view  to  utilising  it  during  the  session. 
The  wholesale  trade  have  agreed  to  support  the  Society, 
and  a  meeting  had  been  arranged  to  hear  some  suggestions 
that  the  wholesalers  have  to  make.  A  sub-committee  has 
drafted  suitable  amendments  to  the  Bill,  and  copies  of  the 
proposals  have  been  sent  for  the  consideration  of  members 
of  the  Council.  He  hoped  that  the  amendments  will  be 
supported  and  adopted  at  the  mass  meeting  of  chemists  on 
Thursday.  It  is  gratifying  to  receive  such  wholehearted 
co-operation  from  local  associations. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Professor  Greenish  for 
the  assistance  he  is  giving  in  the  matter. 

Correspondence. 

A  large  number  of  resolutions  on  the  subject  of  the 
National  Insurance  Bill  have  been  received  from  local 
associations. 

The  Edinburgh  Chemists'  Trade  Association  sent  a 
resolution  regarding  the  curriculum  and  division  of  the 
Minor,  which  the  Association  state  is  "  desirable,  reason- 
able, and  feasible." 

The  N.B.  Branch  Executive  forwarded  reports  of  meet- 
ings, and  the  Scotch  Education  Department  sent  a  copy 
of  revised  regulations  for  the  award  of  Intermediate  and 
Leaving  certificates. 

This  concluded  the  public  business.

Continental  depots  of  supply.  Mr.  Ryan  has  informed  a 
C.  &  D.  representative  that  the  firm's  factory  at  Detroit 
(already  colossal  in  size  and  equipment)  is  at  present  having 
an  addition  in  the  shape  of  a  new  block  of  buildings, 
400  ft.  long,  on  the  river  front.  The  factory  on  the 
Canadian  side  of  the  river  at  Walkerville,  Ont.,  is  also 
being  extended,  and  these  extensions  are  a  good  indication 
of  how  the  business  is  progressing.  Mr.  Ryan  also  speaks 
of  the  growth  of  the  firm's  business  in  Europe,  and  he 
expects  that  an  extension  of  the  factory  at  Hounslow  will 
be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  necessary  arrangements  are 
completed.

Storax.— The  change  during  recent  years  of  the  characters 
of  storax  is  the  subject  of  editorial  comment  in  the  "Per- 
fumery and  Essential  Oil  Record  "  for  Juno.  Figures  are 
given  showing  that  extraction  of  esters  and  cinnamic  acid 
is  practised,  the  ester-number  of  five  samples  examined  in 
1911  being  72.4  to  82.8,  instead  of  between  100  and  140,  while 
the  cinnamic  acid  (free  and  combined)  had  sunk  to  between 
2.5  and  7.5  per  cent.,  instead  of  being  over  20  per  cent.  The 
manufacture  of  a  concentrated  essence  of  storax  (said  to  be 
fifty  times  as  strong  as  natural  storax)  by  selective  extraction 
with  suitable  solvents  is  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  deteriora- 
tion of  the  product,  but  the  use  of  cinnamyl  alcohol,  of 
hyacinth-like  odour,  as  a  soap-perfume  provides  a  far  more 
important  cause  for  the  impoverished  drug.  A  proposed  B.P. 
monograph  is  given  calling  for  an  ester-number  between  100 
and  140,  and  between  20  and  25  per  cent,  of  total  cinnamic 
acid. 

Artificial  Vanilla  Essences.  —  According  to  Dennis 
("J.  Ind.  Eng.  Chem.,"  1911,  254),  the  ordinary  basic  lead- 
acetate  test  for  caramel,  which  is  usually  present  in  essence 
of  vanilli  made  from  artificial  vanillin,  is  useless  in  the  case 
of  essences  which  contain  more  than  0.1  per  cent,  of  vanillin, 
since  the  vanillin  precipitated  by  the  lead  salt  will  carry 
down  the  caramel  with  it.  The  following  is  claimed  to  be 
an  accurate  method  of  detecting  caramel  (and  also  prune- 
juice,  sometimes  used  in  America  as  a  colouring  material) : 
25  c.c.  of  the  essence,  with  50  c.c.  of  water,  is  evaporated 
to  20  c.c,.  and  filtered.  The  filtrate  is  cooled,  and  twice 
extracted  with  ether  (15  c.c).  The  colouring  matter  of  vanilla 
is  soluble  to  a  large  extent  in  ether — so  that  if  the  first 
ethereal  extract  is  colourless,  vanilla  is  probably  quite  absent. 
The  aqueous  fluid  is  warmed  to  remove  ether,  and  mixed 
with  1  c.c.  of  solution  of  subacetate  of  lead  (sp.  gr.  =  l.fj5). 
In  the  presence  of  caramel,  the  precipitate  will  be  dark 
brown,  and  the  supernatant  liquid  w  ill  also  be  dark-coloured. 
Five  c.c.  of  glacial  acetic  acid  is  then  added.  In  the  case  of 
pure  essences,  or  essences  coloured  with  caramel,  the  pre- 
cipitate will  be  dissolved;  if  prune-juice  be  present,  a 
gelatinous  mass  will  remain  undissolved  in  the  acid. 

Spermtn  Preparations.  —  Aufrecht  ("  Chem.  Zei- 
tung,"  1911.  p.  359)  has  examined  six  of  the  best-known  pre- 
parations on  the  market  sold  as  sperinin  or  under  similar 
names,  and  in  consequence  of  the  importance  attaching  to 
their  use  has  published  in  full  the  results  obtained.  These 
results  show  such  great  differences  in  the  composition  of  the 
various  preparations  as  to  indicate  that  the  greatest  care  is 
necessary  in  deciding  which  of  them  should  be  prescribed. 
The  principal  results  are  as  follows  :

rp  HE  rest  of  the  sitting  of  the  Grand  Committee  on 
-L  June  29  was  in  regard  to  Clauses  24  to  26.  Mr. 
Dudley  Ward  agreed  to  postpone  consideration  of  Clause  24. 
which  gives  the  "interpretation"  of  the  terms  "shop," 
"shop  assistants,"  "retail  tu'ade  or  business,"  "shop 
assistant,"  and  "population."  The  Committee  thereafter 
took  up  Clause  25,  which  applies  to  Scotland,  subject  to 
modifications  dictated  by  special  circumstances  in  that 
country.  This  clause  was  agreed  to.  Clause  26,  which 
makes  application  of  the  statute  to  Ireland,  with  certain 
modifications,  was  next  considered  and  was  still  under 
consideration  when  the  Committee  adjourned  till  July  4. 

The  meeting  arranged  for  July  4  did  not  take  place  owing 
to  the  absence  of  the  Home  Secretary  at  a  Cabinet  meeting. 
The  Home  Secretary's  new  clause  relating  to  the  closing  of 
shops  on  a  weekly  half-holiday  is  as  follows  : 

(1)  Every  shop  shall,  save  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  Act,  be 
closed  for  the  serving  of  customers  not  later  than  one  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  one  week-day  in  every  week. 

(2)  The  local  authority  may,  by  order  made  and  revocable  in  like 
manner  and  subject  to  the  like  procedure  and  confirmation  as 
(dosing  orders  hereinafter  mentioned,  fix  the  day  on  which  a  shop 
is  to  be  so  closed  (in  this  Act  referred  to  as  the  weekly  half- 
holiday),  and  any  such  order  may  either  fix  the  same  day  for  all 
shops,  or  may  fix — 

(a)  different  days  for  different  classes  of  shops  :  or 

(b)  different  days  for  different  parts  of  the  district: 
Provided  that  where  the  day  fixed  is  a  day  other  than  Saturday, 
the  order  shall  provide  for  enabling  Saturday  to  be  substituted  for 
such  other  day  as  respects  any  shop  in  whicli  notice  to  that  effect 
is  affixed  by  the  occupier. 

(3)  Unless  and  until  such  an  order  is  made  affecting  a  shop,  the 
weekly  half-holiday  as  respects  the  shop  shall  be  such  day  as  the 
occupier  may  specify  in  a  notice  affixed  in  the  shop,  but  it  shalL 
not  be  lawful  for  the  occupier  of  the  shop  to  change  the  day 
ol'tener  than  once  in  any  period  of  three  months. 

(4)  Where  the  local  authority  have  reason  to  believe  that  a 
majority  of  the  occupiers  of  shops  of  any  particular  class  in  any 
area  are  in  favour  of  being  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  the  local  authority,  unless  they  consider  that  the  area  in 
question  is  unreasonably  small,  shall  take  steps  to  ascertain  the 
wishes  of  such  occupiers,  and  if  thev  are  satisfied  that  a  majority 
of  the  occupiers  of  such  shops  are  in  favour  of  the  exemption,  or 
in  the  case  of  a  vote  being  taken  that  at  least  one-half  of  the 
votes  recorded  by  the  occupiers  of  shops  within  the  area  of  the 
class  in  question  are  in  favour  of  the  exemption,  the  local  authority 
shall  make  an  order  exempting  the  shops  of  that  class  within  the 
area  from  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

(5)  In  places  frequented  as  holiday  resorts  during  certain  seasons 
of  the  year  the  local  authority  may  by  order  suspend  for  such1 
period  or  periods  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order,  not  exceeding  ia 
the  aggregate  four  months  in  any  year,  the  obligation  imposed  by 
this  section. 

(6)  Where  a  shop  is  closed  during  the  whole  day  on  the  occasion 
of  a  bank  or  public  holiday  or  any  day  of  public  rejoicing,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  occupier  of  the  shop  to  keep  the  shop  open  for : 
the  serving  of  customers  after  the  hour  at  which  it  is  required 
under  this  section  to  be  closed  either  on  the  half-holiday  immedi- 
ately preceding  or  on  the  half-holiday  immediately  succeeding  sucli 
bank  or  public  holiday  or  day  of  public  rejoicing. 

(7)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Part  of  this  Act,  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  any  shop  in  which  a  trade  or  business 
of  any  class  mentioned  in  the  "Third  Schedule  to  this  Act  is  carried

To  this  Mr.  Harmood  Banner  proposes  to  add  the  words; 

Provided  that  where  an  occupier  of  a  shop  affixes  a  notice  in 
his  shop  specifying  a  day  on  which  his  shop  is  closed  earlier  than 
teven  o'clock,  the  closing  order  shall  provide  for  enabling1  that 
day  to  be  substituted  as  respects  that  shop  instead  of  the  {lay 
specified  in  such  order. 

Supply  of  Necessaries  to  Ships. 
The  Home  Secretary  has  given  notice  of  the  following  new 
provisions  : 

Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent  customers  from  being  served, 
at  a  time  when  the  shop  in  which  they  are  sold  is  required  to 
be  closed  under  Part  II.  of  this  Act  or  on  Sunday,  with  victuals, 
i-tores,  or  other  necessaries  for  a  ship,  on  her  arrival  at  or  before 
her  departure  from  a  port,  or  shall  prevent  a  shop  assistant  from 
serving  customers  as  aforesaid  at  a  time  when  the  shop  is  closed, 
notwithstanding  that  he  may  be  employed  for  the  purpose  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  Part  I. 'of  this  Act,  if  within  a.  fortnight  from 
being  so  employed  he  is  allowed  an  equivalent  reduction  in  his 
hours  of  employment. 

Provisions  as  to  Small  Shops. 

(1)  Where  not  more  than  two  shop  assistants  are  ordinarily 
employed  in  any  shop,  the  occupier  of  the  shop  may  agree  with 
a,ny  shop  assistant  so  employed  that — 

(a)  his  hours  of  employment  in  any  week  during  which  the 
occupier  or  the  other  shop  assistant  is  absent  through  illness 
or  on  a  holiday  shall  exceed  the  limit  imposed  by  this  Act ;  or 

(b)  the  intervals  allowed  him  for  meals  shall,  "during  such 
absence,  be  different  from  those  prescribed  by  this  Act : 

Provided  that  no  agreement  under  this  section  shall  cover  a 
longer  period  of  absence  than  fourteen  consecutive  days  and  the 
occupier  of  the  shop  shall  record  in  the  prescribed  manner  the 
prescribed  particulars  with  respect  to  the  agreement. 

(2)  Where  any  such  agreement  is  made  this  Act  shall,  whilst 
the  agreement  remains  in  force,  have  effect  as  if  the  hours  of 
employment  and  the  intervals  for  meals  agreed  upon  were  sub- 
stituted for  those  prescribed  by  this  Act. 

Thursday's  Meeting 
of  the  Committee  was  devoted  to  consideration  of  the 
amendments  to  Clause  26  (application  of  the  Bill  to 
Ireland).  By  34  to  16  Air.  Scanlan's  amendment  was  agreed 
to.  This  deals  with  licensed  premises,  making  them  shops 
of  a  separate  class  for  the  purposes  of  Sections  5  to  9.  so 
that  any  order  for  closing  must  be  supported  by  two-thirds 
of  such  shopkeepers.  It  applies  to  "on"  or  "off" 
premises. 


DENTAL  NOTES. 


Denture  Boxes. 

The  Odol  Chemical  Works,  59-63  Park  Street,  London. 
S.E.,  make  a  feature  of  supplying  dentists  with  denture 
boxes  with  the  dentist's  name  and  address  printed  on  the 
lid,  the  wording  being  selected  by  the  dentist.  The  boxes 
are  put  up  in  parcels  of  twelve  dozen  for  4s.  6d..  which 
just  covers  the  actual  cost  of  printing  the  name  and  address 
on  the  boxes.  The  boxes  are  sent  carriage  paid,  with  a 
bottle  of  odol  and  two  tumblers,  if  desired.  Chemist- 
dentists  who  have  not  seen  these  boxes  should  write  to 
the  Odol  Works  in  regard  to  them. 

Carborundum  Stones. 

These  stones  will  run  truer  and  make  less  dust  in  dry 
grinding  if  they  are  soaked  in  melted  paraffin  for  a  few 
minutes.  After  taking  them  out  of  the  paraffin  bath  lay 
them  on  paper,  zo  that  all  surplus  paraffin  may  be  absorbed 
off  them.  To  renew  carborundum  stones  that  have  be- 
come glazed  from  grinding  down  teeth  containing  amalgam 
fillings  place  them  in  a  50  per  cent,  solution  of  nitric  acid 
for  two  or  three  hours.  Remove  and  place  in  a  strong 
solution  of  sodium  bicarbonate  for  several  hours,  so  as  to 
neutralise  the  acid  which  has  been  absorbed  by  the  stone. 

Cracking  of  Teeth  after  Vulcanising. 

Carelessness  in  bending  the  pins  is  the  most  frequent 
cause  of  this  mishap.  The  bending  of  the  pins  for  fixing 
the  teeth  to  the  vulcanite  requires  the  greatest  care. 
There  are  now  on  the  market  various  forms  of  pin-bending 
pliers  and  these  should  be  used  in  all  cases,  as 
they  cause  less  strain  on  the  porcelain  portion  of  the  tooth 
and  the  pins  are  bent  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  a  perfect  hold 
to  the  rubber.  In  many  cases  the  pin  is  bent  over  by  a 
pair  of  pliers  quite  unsuited  to  the  purpose,  and  a  great 
.strain  is  put  on  the  porcelain  at  its  junction  with  the  pins. 
The  crack,  usually  quite  invisible,  may  not  be  noticed  at 
the  time,  but  on  grinding  the  tooth,  vulcanising,  or  later 
when  the  case  is  in  use.  the  tooth  falls  in  halves. 


TRADE  REPORT. 


The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.

Menthol.— A  fairly  large  business  has  been  done  in  both 
Kobayashi  and  Suzuki,  some  50  cases  having  changed  hands 
on  Saturday  and  Monday  at  16s.  to  16s.  3c7.  per  lb.  Further 
business  is  reported  at  16s.  3c/.,  and  16s.  6<7.  is  now  asked  on 
the  spot.  For  80  cases  of  Suzuki  15s.  9c/.  c.i.f.  has  been 
cabled  out  to  Japan.  Advices  to  hand  report  heavy  rains 
doing  extensive  damage  to  the  peppermint  plants. 

Morphine  Salts. — Makers  have  withdrawn  from  the 
market  and  are  not  booking  contracts,  owing  to  the  in- 
flated condition  of  opium.  The  price  for  hydrochloride  is 
9s.  6c/.  per  oz.  nominally.  There  have  been  some  second- 
hand offerings  from  the  Continent,  but  the  price  approxi- 
mates to  first-hand  rates.    A  good  inquiry  prevails. 

Nutmegs  steady.  In  auction  13  cases  of  Penang  sold 
without,  reserve,  65's  at  11c/.,  80's  at  62c/.  to  7c/.,  and  de- 
fective at  45c/.  Of  72  packages  West  Indian  78's  sold  at 
5|c/..  80's  to  88's  at  52c/.,  98's  to  104's  at  5^c/.,  102's  at  5c7. 
to  55c/.,  and  Ill's  to  117's  at  5</. 

Opium.— The  market  is  in  an  excited  condition,  daily 
advances  being  the  rule,  and  there  is  much  speculation,  but 
it  is  generally  felt  that  intending  buyers  should  exercise 
great  caution.  Druggists'  llfper-cent.  is  quoted  22s  6c/. 
per  lb.  c.i.f.  (business  is  said  to  have  been  done  at  23s.), 
and  19s.  6c/.  spot.  Persian  has  sold  at  16s.  6c/.  to  17s., 
and  it  is  reported  that  fair  supplies  of  this  drug  are 
available.  Smyrna  wires  this  morning  22s.  6c/.  for  11  per 
cent,  f.o.b.  paid.  Owing  to  the  late  purchases  by  the 
U.S.A.  and  the  Continent  each  advance  in  price  on  the 
part  of  shippers  has  apparently  been  willingly  paid.  This 
is  unusual,  and  would  point  to  the  confirmation  of  recent 
unfavourable  rumours  as  to  the  new  crop,  which  will  pro- 
bably turn  out  to  be  only  3,500  to  4,000  cases,  or  about 
half  a  normal  crop. 

A  Smyrna  advice  of  June  23  reports  an  active  week, 
34  cases  extra  Karahissar  t.q.  (about  12  per  cent.)  changing 
hands  for  speculators  at  from  16s.  9d.  to  17s.  9cZ  Shippers, 
too  bought  50  cases,  both  for  England  and  U.S.A.  (from 
11  to  12i  per  cent.),  at  from  15s.  3c/.  to  17s.  Market  closes 
very  firm,  with  strong  expectations  of  a  rapid  advance  to 
19s'  or  20s.  The  crop  prospects  on  the  part  of  the  most  opti- 
mistic is  4,000  cases,  but  many  maintain  that  the  outturn  will 
not  exceed  3,500.  The  morphine-content  of  the  new  crop 
shows  a  deficit  of  U  per  cent,  as  compared  with  June  last 
year.  Arrivals  of  new  crop  to  date  amount  to  38  cases, 
against  66  cases. 

Orange  Oil.— Prices  have  raised,  and  there_  is  a  very- 
firm  general  tone.  Sweet  is  quoted  at  7s.  8c/.  c.i.f.  ;  bitter 
at  7s.  9c/.  c.i.f. 

Otto  of  Rose.— Nominal  prices  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
40s.  per  oz.  are  being  quoted  for  the  new  crop,  but  prices 
are  not  firm.  The  storm  of  Sunday  is  reported  to  have 
done  some  damage,  but  nothing  authentic  is  yet  to  hand. 
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A  correspondent  in  Bulgaria  writing  on  June  29  says: 
The  rose-harvest  ended  a  few  days  ago.  It  lasted  on  an 
average  just  three  weeks,  which  is  very  satisfactory,  con- 
sidering the  limited  yield  of  rosebuds  this  year.  Excepting 
only  three  windy  and  hot  days,  the  weather  up  to  now  has 
been  all  that  could  be  desired ;  consequently  the  yield  of 
otto  is  about  15  per  cent,  larger,  the  average  yield  this 
year  being  1  oz.  from  200  lb.  of  flowers.  The  total  yield 
will  be  fully  10  per  cent,  larger  than  last  year,  or  about 
125,000  oz.  The  prices  paid  in  Bulgaria  are  the  highest 
on  record,  and  growers  expect  that  the  price  for  otto  will 
also  be  a  record. 

A  London  agent  states  in  a  circular:  ''No  price  for  new- 
otto  has  yet  been  mentioned,  but  we  can  give  some  idea  of 
what.it  will  be  by  going  into  the  actual  cost,  to  the  distiller. 
The  price  for  flowers  has  been  unusually  high,  the  average 
being  from  50  to  60  centimes  per  Turkish  ok  (1.282  T.  oz.). 
The  average  yield  of  1  muscal  (0.15  T.  oz.)  of  otto  from  14-15 
ok  of  flowers  gives  a  naked  cost  price  of  7  to  8  francs  per 
muscal,  or  32.s\  8(/.  to  37*.  4(7.  per  English  oz.  The  cost  of  dis- 
tilling, etc.,  is  at  least  1  to  1.20  francs  per  muscal,  or  4s.  8(7. 
to  5s.  7r7.  per  English  oz.,  so  that  the  cost  price  of  pure  otto  at 
the  distillery  is  from  37s.  4(7.  to  42s.  1W.  per  English  oz.  It 
will  now  be  interesting  to  find  what  price  exporters  will  quote 
for  new  otto.  The  necessary  profit  must,  of  course,  be  added 
to  the  cost  price,  but  what  about  adulteration?  That  is  an 
unknown  quantity,  but  judging  from  the  above  figures  buyers 
must  be  very  careful  before  buying  any  otto  which  is  offered 
them  at  prices  which  are  out  of  proportion.  No  contracts 
should  be  entered  into  without  the  condition  that  any  de- 
liveries may  be  submitted  to  an  independent  and  expert 
analyst  at  the  seller's  expense." 

Pepper.— Firm.  At  auction  on  Wednesady  41  bags  of 
Mangalore  were  offered  and  sold  ;  fair  to  good  bold  heavy  at 
l\d.  to  8±tf.  per  lb.,  small  4|c/.  Fair  black  Singapore  on 
spot  is  now  quoted  4|</..  and  August-October  delivery  sold 
at  4|r/.  and  buyers.  White  firm,  but  no  business  done  in 
auction. 

Peppermint  Oil.— One  exporter  of  Wayne  County,  writ- 
ing from  Michigan,  states  that  the  area  under  cultivation 
is  a  little  less  than  10  per  cent,  of  that  of  twelve  months  ago, 
only  1,040  acres  more  than  last  June,  which  is  equivalent 
to  20,000  lb.  of  o:l.  The  growing  crop  is  regarded  as  25  per 
cent,  poorer  than  at  this  period  in  1910,  so  that  the  pros- 
pects of  the  crop  are  not  larger  than  last  year.  At  pre- 
sent there  is  about  75,000  lb.  less  old  oil  on  hand  than  in 
June  1910,  and  this  may  be  absorbed  before  the  new  oil 
is  ready,  so  that  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  price  will  be 
higher  than  during  the  past  five  years  and  within  the  next 
few  months  about  2s.  per  lb.  above  the  present  ruling  prices. 
This  week  lis.  bd.  per  lb.  is  asked  for  unbranded  oil,  and 
lis.  9d.  to  12s.  bd.  for  branded.  H.G.H.  is  higher  at 
14s.  bd.  Japanese  is  slow  at  6s.  lid.  to  7s.  One  English 
grower  writes  that  "provided  we  have  a  continuance 
of  the  present  weather  we  believe  we  shall  have  a  good  yield 
this  season  and  that  prices  will  rule  normal  again." 

Potassium  Permanganate  is  a  firm  market,  the  con- 
sumptive command  being  so  brisk  that  buyers  have  to  wait 
for  delivery  from  manufacturers,  especially  for  large 
crystals.  It  is  advisable,  therefore,  to  place  orders  well  in 
advance. 

Quicksilver  is  firmer  ;  first-hands,  81.  7s.  6d.  ;  second- 
hands,  8/.  5s. 

Quinine  Sulphate  is  steadily  improving,  owing  to  an 
exceptionally  great  consumptive  demand,  which  favours 
the  opinion  that  the  use  of  quinine  is  increasing.  To-day 
in  second-hands  German  brands  are  6§<Z.  to  Id.  per  oz.,  and 
Amsterdam  the  same,  while  Java  quinine  sulphate  is  6§f/.

Turpentine  Oil. — What  with  the  reluctance  of  con- 
sumers to  purchase  beyond  absolute  requirements,  and  the 
further  signs  of  weakness  in  America,  where  the  receipts 
of  new-crop  spirit  have  been  on  a  fairly  liberal  scale,  the 
market  has  been  restored  to  a  more  normal  condition.  The 
recent  weakness  has  chiefly  affected  near  delivery,  the  pre- 
mium on  which  has  been  further  appreciably  reduced,  the 
price  having  relapsed  below  40/.  per  ton,  or  over  35/.  under 
the  extreme  figure  seen  earlier  in  the  year.  There  is  now, 
of  course,  no  sign  of  acute  scarcity,  as  was  the  case  a  few 
months  ago,  the  London  visible  supply  being  larger  than 
a  year  ago,  while  the  freer  use  of  substitutes  for  some  time 
past  has  undoubtedly  had  an  important  bearing  upon  the 
genuine  article.  The  price  has  now,  however,  dropped  to 
an  extent  which  tends  to  revive  interest  among  dealers  and 
consumers,  while  it  is  significant  that,  in  spite  of  the 
further  break  in  spot  delivery,  the  price  for  forward  de- 
livery has  been  relatively  well  held,  the  discount  on  con- 
tracts for  1912  having  entirely  disappeared.  The  home 
deliveries  have  been  lately  on  a  freer  scale,  though  the  total 
since  the  beginning  of  the  year  is  still  well  under  last 
year.  The  total  imports  for  the  five  months  to  the  end  of 
May  were  7,150  tons,  thus  showing  a  deficit  of  1,784  tons 
against  last  year.  The  American  production  has  decreased 
appreciably  of  more  recent  years,  the  figures  for  last  year 
being  555,000  barrels  of  50  gallons,  valued  at  $17,680,000, 
with  an  average  price  of  $31.86  per  barrel.  The  figures  for 
1909  were  580,000  gallons  and  $12,654,000  and  $21.82  (aver- 
age price)  respectively.  It  is  stated  that  the  principal  falling 
off  in  last  year's  output  was  in  the  States  of  the  Carolinas. 
Georgias,  Alabama,  and  Louisiana,  where  there  was  also  a 
shrinkage  in  the  output  of  rosin,  which  was  due  to  ad- 
verse weather  conditions  and  lack  of  labour.  In  1910, 
285,046  barrels  were  exported. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

A  fairlv  steady  demand  is  being  experienced  for  heavy 
chemicals  in  all  quarters,  especially  against  existing  contract 
account.  New  business  of  importance  is  for  the  moment 
rather  on  the  quiet  side.  The  tone  of  values  is  steady,  and 
figures  are  well  maintained  all  round. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia.— This  market  is  very  firm  again  and 
quotations  rule  higher.  Moreover,  a  good  business  is  being 
out  through  at  the  advanced  figures,  and  there  is  a  heavier 
inquiry  on  forward  account.  Present  nearest  figures  are: 
Beckton,  prompt,  25-per-cent.  ammonia  guaranteed  16  .; 
London  terms,  12/.  15s.:  Leith,  prompt,  13/.  10s.,  and  July-

Sulphate  of  copper  was  quiet;  21/.  10s.  to  21/.  15s.  for  best 
brands  delivered  Manchester,  prompt  delivery.  There  is 
not  much  change  in  other  directions.  Official  quotations  for 
glycerin  are  unchanged.  In  coal-tar  products  there  is  a 
better  feeling,  although  there  was  not  much  change  to  record 
in  sulphate  of  ammonia;  it  remains  at  13/.  to  137. -2s.  6c7.  per 
ton  on  rails  Manchester.  Carbolic  acid  and  benzols  remain 
steady. 
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American  Peppermint  Oil. 

Mr.  F.  M.  Rudd,  of  Bronson,  Michigan,  informs  his  agents 
(R.  W.  Greeff  &  Co.)  that  he  has  just  received  complete 
returns  from  the  peppermint  acreage  under  cultivation  this 
year  in  Michigan  and  Indiana.  These  estimates  show  that 
the  increased  area  under  cultivation  is  a  little  less  than 
10  per  cent,  of  that  of  twelve  months  ago.  There  is  actually 
only  1,040  acres  more  peppermint  being  grown  than  in  June 
last,  which  ordinarily  would  be  considered  the  equivalent 
of  20,000  lb.  of  oil.  The  condition  of  the  growing  crop  is 
to-day,  however,  regarded  as  being  25  per  cent,  poorer  than 
at  the  same  period  of  1910,  so  that  the  prospects  for  the 
crop  are  not  greater  than  last  year.  At  present  there  is 
approximately  75,000  lb.  less  old  oil  on  hand  than  in  June 
1910:  in  fact,  the  stocks  of  old  oil  are  very  small,  and  will 
practically  be  absorbed  before  the  new  oil  becomes  available 
for  consumption.  There  is  every  indication  that  we  shall 
see  a  firmer  market  next  season,  and  that  peppermint  oil 
will  be  higher  than  at  any  period  during  the  past  five  years. 
Indeed,  it  is  believed  that  within  the  next  few  months  an 
advance  probably  aggregating  2s.  per  lb.  on  present  prices 
will  take  place. 

American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  June  W. 

Rather  quiet  conditions  continue  in  the  New  York  drug- 
maiket  as  a  whole,  although  seasonable  articles  are  fairly 
active  and  the  aggregate  turnover  falls  little  short  of  normal 
for  early  summer  trading.  The  tone  of  the  market  holds 
steady  and  price  changes  have  been  few. 

ACETONE. — The  principal  manufactory  in  this  country  has 
been  partly  destroyed  by  fire,  and  in  anticipation  of  short  sup- 
plies prices  have  been  advanced  ljc.  to  14 Jc,  with  limited 
offerings.  The  manufacture  of  acetone  is  in  the  hands  of  a  very 
few,  owing  to  the  technical  and  commercial  problems  in- 
volved in  its  production,  and,  since  the  plant  referred  to 
had  recently  had  its  still  capacity  doubled  to  cope  with  the 
demand,  it  is  thought  that  a  serious  stringency  will  prevail 
for  some  time. 

Aloes. — Fairly  large  consignments  of  new-crop  Curacao 
have  arrived,  but  with  the  bulk  of  the  imports  required  for 
contract  account  the  general  market  is  sparingly  supplied. 
Prices  are  maintained  at  7c.  for  prime  livery,  but  most 
buyers  are  holding  off  meantime  in  anticipation  of  easier 
terms  with  the  arrival  of  freer  supplies.  Cape  and  Socotrine 
are  in  slow  demand  at  8c.  and  24c.  respectively.  A  small  lot 
of  genuine  Barbados  has  come  to  light,  and  75c.  is  asked. 

Asafetida  is  somewhat  nominal  on  the  easier  basis  of  $1  to 
$1.20  for  lower-grade  drug,  with  the  range  extended  to  $2 
for  more  desirable  lots. 

Camphor  is  tending  lower  under  the  influence  of  foreign 
conditions  and  spot  competition,  bulk  being  now  available 
at  46ic 

Canada  Balsam. — Plentiful  supnlies  of  new  crop  are  re- 
ported from  primary  sources,  and  with  keen  competition  on 
spot  prices  are  again  lower  at  $4.10  for  barrels.  Oregon  is 
unchanged  at  75c. 

Cascaha  Sagrada  is  in  quiet  demand  on  spot,  and  quotations 
range  from  8c.  to  9c.  as  to  age  and  quantity.  More  active 
inquiry  is  reported  from  the  coast,  and  the  rather  high  price 
of  6£c.  f.o.b.  has  been  paid  for  new  bark  in  large  lots,  with 
a  firmer  basis  probable  owing  to  the  concentration  of  stocks  in 
a  few  hands. 

Copaiba. — The  market  for  C.  &  S.  American  continues 
poorly  supplied.  and_  prices  are  the  turn  higher  at  42c.  to 
45c  .  although  competition  with  blended  products  renders  the 
position  somewhat  nominal. 

Hydrastis.— Owing  to  an  active  demand  and  the  concentra- 
tion of  supplies  prices  have  advanced  20c.  to  the  fancy  figure 
of  $3.45,  establishing  a  new  record-price  for  the  drug,  which 
several  years  ago  was  obtainable  at  $1.  Formerly  this  drug 
was  largely  used  by  proprietary-medicine  manufacturers,  but 
the  advance  in  price  rendered  advisable  the  use  of  substi- 
tutes, and  consumption  has  steadily  declined.  This  factor, 
however,  has  been  more  than  offset  by  the  well-known  diffi- 
culty of  gathering  from  the  widely  distributed  patches,  ar.d 
while  relief  had  formerly  been  expected  from  cultivation  of 
the  rhizome,  attempts  in  that  direction  show  little  success. 

Peppermint  Oil.— American  is  offered  at  $2.70  for  tins,  and 
the  market  is  nominal  with  little  business  doinq-.  Advices 
regarding  the  progress  of  new  crop  are  somewhat  contra- 
dictory. Much  damage  is  reported  from  some  sections  owing 
to  lack  of  rain  during  Mav  and  the  prevalence  of  caterpillars, 
while  other  districts  anticipate  an  increased  output.  Primary 
holders  maintain  a  firm  attitude  based  on  a  material  reduc- 
tion of  held  -over  stock,  but  dealers  in  seconda.ry  markets  are 
content  to  await  the  development  of  the  crop  situation  before 
operating  freely. 

Marseilles  Olive  Oil  Market. 

Marseilles.  June  2$. 
We  have  a  decline  to  report  along  the  whole  line,  this  being 
especially   pronounced  in  Lampant  and   surfine  qualities. 


The  reason  for  this  may  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  con- 
sumption up  to  the  present  has  been  too  small  to  permit 
speculators  to  reduce  their  stocks  bought  at  the  opening  of 
the  season.  Some  of  them,  evidently  in  urgent  need  of 
money,  were  obliged  to  reduce  their  limits  in  order  to  be 
able  to  clear  some  of  their  heavy  stocks  owing  to  the  impossi- 
bility of  selling  at  the  high  prices  of  March  and  April. 
Nevertheless,  business  is  very  slack,  and  we  may  sum  up 
the  situation  in  Lampant  qualities  as  being  on  the  downward 
trend.  So,  for  instance,  good  pharmaceutical  qualities  are 
quoted,  according  to  their  degree  of  free  fatty  acids  at 
105f.  to  115f.  {3s.  5d.  to  3s.  9(7.  per  gallon),  c.i.f.'  Marseilles, 
unpacked,  but  actual  business  is  being  done  at  still  lower 
rates.  Neutral  qualities  for  lubricating  purposes  are  quoted 
at  90f.  to  95f.  (2s.  11<Z.  to  3s.  Id.  per  gal.)  c.i.f.  Marseilles, 
unpacked.  These  figures  may  be  regarded  as  very  normal  ; 
dealers,  however,  are  still  expecting  lower  prices,  as  the 
stocks  in  Lampant  qualities,  especially  those  of  Smyrna  and 
Hyvali  (Turkey),  are  yet  very  large.  The  stocks  accumulated 
there  amount  to  several  thousand  tons.  Up  to  the  present 
the  exports  are  very  small,  and  as,  moreover,  the  prospects 
of  the  coming  crop  are  very  bright  these  stocks  will  have  to 
be  cleared  before  the  end  of  the  year,  which  is  only  possible 
if  the  consumption  is  good  and  steady.  No  doubt  for  this 
reason  we  shall  see  Lampant  qualities  (for  pharmaceutical 
and  industrial  purposes)  continue  at  very  normal  prices. 
The  market  in  surfine  qualities  is  practically  the  same,  and 
prices  for  the  different  origins  range  as  follows  :  Provence 
surfine,  180f.  to  185f.  (5.?.  1 IV?.  to  6s.  2d.  per  gal.)  ;  Spanish 
Borjas  surfine,  165f.  to  170f.  (5s.  5(7.  to  5s.  Id.  per  gal.)  : 
Spanish  Aragon  surfine,  185f.  to  190f.  (5s.  11(7.  to  6s.  3(7.  per 
gal.)  ;  Algerian  surfine,  160f.  to  165L  (5s.  3(7.  to  5s.  5c?.  per 
gal.)  ;  Tunisian  Sfax  surfine,  170f.  to  175f.  (5s.  7(7.  to  5s.  9-7. 
per  gal.)  ;  Tunisian  Sousse  surfine.  163f.  to  170f.  (5s.  4(7.  to 
5s.  7(7.  per  gal.)  :  Levant  surfine,  155f.  to  160f.  (5s.  1(7.  to  5s.  3(7. 
per  gal.),  c.i.f.  Marseilles,  unpacked.  Actual  business,  how- 
ever, has  been  done  at  much  lower  prices.  Contrary  to  the 
heavy  decline  in  Lampant  and  surfine  qualities,  good  first 
choice  edibles  are  much  firmer  and  have  kept  at  about  the 
same  limits  as  before.  Business  at  lower  rates  may  be 
regarded  as  exceptional.  The  reason  for  this  steadiness 
is  the  short  supply  of  good  first  choice  edibles.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  French  and  Italian  crops  in  these  qualities  were 
practically  nil,  the  "  oil  worm  "  havin<r  wrought  consider- 
able havoc  among  the  Spanish  crop.  The  greater  part  of 
the  stock  is  in  the  hands  of  export  houses,  who  do  not-  offer 
on  the  market,  but  reserve  the  parcels  for  their  customers, 
and  hence  the  steadv  rjrices  of  these  first  choice  qualities. 
Their  Drices  are  as  follows  :  Provence  extra  virgin,  210f.  to 
215f.  (6s.  Ilc7.  to  7s.  3(7.)  ;  Spanish  extra  Borjas,  195f.  to  200f. 
6s.  5(7.  to  6s.  7(7.)  :  Spanish  extra  Aragon,  188f.  to  192f.  (6s.  2(7. 
to  6s.  4(7.):  Italian  extra  Bari.  200f.  to  220f.  (6s.  7(7.  to 
7s.  4(7.).  c.i.f.  Marseilles,  unpacked.  As  regards  the  prospects  of 
the  new  crop,  the  blossoming  in  all  producing  centres  is 
very  satisfactory  and  promises  a  good  crop  everywhere. 
This  report,  of  course,  offers  no  ground  whatever  for  any 
serious  pronouncement  as  regards  the  ultimate  results  of  the 
crop,  as  many  reverses  mav  happen  before  the  maturing  of 
the  fruit,  and  one  should  therefore  await  the  month  of 
September  before  passing  any  definite  judgment  on  the  state 
of  the  new  crop.

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Researches  in  Essential  Oils. 

MESSRS.  BoCKER  AND  HAHN  ("Jour.  f.  prakt. 
Chemie,"  2.  83.  489)  have  made  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  oil  of  Pinus  Pumilio  and  find  that  the 
oxygenated  body  hitherto  recognised  in  this  oil  is 
/-bomyl  acetate.  By  eliminating  the  tsrpenes  and 
sesquiterpenes.  then  extracting  the  residue  with 
sodium  bisulphite,  a  crystalline  compound  was  obtained. 
By  fractionating  the  hydrocarbon-free  oil  a  number 
of  fractions  were  obtained,  and  each  examined.  It 
was  thus  found  possible  to  separate  two  different  bodies 
containing  a  CO  group.  From  the  fraction  having  an 
optical  rotation  of  — 14°,  ester-value  53.  and  boiling  at 
148°-160°  C.  (13  mm.),  an  aldehyde  of  the  formula  C15H260 
wa.s  obtained.  while  from  the  fractions  boiling  at 
127°-148°  C.  (13  mm.)  a  ketone  of  the  formula  C1,H.,,C 
was  separated.  From  the1  esters  a  small  amount  of  a 
sesquiterpene  alcohol  was  extracted,  so  that  bornyl  acetate 
is  not  the  only  ester  present.  From  the  earlier  fractions  a 
very  interesting  body,  apparently  of  a  ketonic  nature, 
wa.s  obtained.  It  was  separated  from  its  bisulphite  com- 
pound and  had  the  following  characters  : 

Formula.  C.HuO;  specific  gravity,  0.9314;  optical  rotation, 
-15°;  refractive  index.  1.46459:  boiling-point,  216°-217°. 
This  body  is  isomeric  with  methyl-heptenone,  but  as 
the  latter  has  quite  different  characters,  it  is  obviously 
not  identical  with  it.  The  specific  gravity  of  methyl- 
heptenone  is  0.853.  it  boils  at  173°-174°.  and  has  a  refrac- 
tive index  1.44003.  It  is  probable  that  the  new  body, 
which  the  authors  have  termed  pumiJone.,  is  a  true  cyclic 
terpene  derivative,  and  not  an  olefinic  body. 

H.  Kimura,  of  Osaka,  publishes  in  the  current  issue  of 
the  "Berichte  der  Dent.  Pharm.  Gesell."  (1911.  209)  a 
paper  on  the  essential  oil  of  Then  Sasanqua.  It  is  an 
optically  inactive  oil,  sp.  gr.  1.061.  It  was  found  to  con- 
tain 97  per  cent,  of  eugenol.  traces  of  an  aldehyde  or 
ketone,  and  about  2.5  per  cent,  of  esters,  the  alcohol  of 
which  has  a.  rose-like  odour  and  may  be  geraniol. 

Duponl  and  Labaune  have  carried  out  some  important 
investigations  on  some  new  derivatives  of  geraniol  and 
iinalol,  and  the  results  are  given  in  the  "Scientific  and 
Industrial  Bulletin"  of  Roure-Bertrand  Fils  just  issued 
(Series  3,  No.  3).  By  treatment  of  either  of  the  alcohols 
with  hydrobromic  ac  id  at  100°  C  using  toluene  as  diluent, 
they  obtain  in  each  case  the  same  hydrobromic  ester. 
Starting  from  this  body  they  have  been  fortunate  enough 
to  prepare  synthetically  a  higher  homologue  of  geraniol. 
with  two  CH.,  groups  introduced  into  the  molecule.  By 
condensing  the  ester  with  ethyl-sodio-malonat©  in  the  usual 
manner,  they  obtained  a  malonic  ester  of  the  formula 
C,„Hi- — CH(COOC,H5)2,  which  on  saponification  yielded 
the  corresponding  acid.'  "This  body,  C,„H,.— CH(COOH).,, 
on  distillation  in  vacuo  loses  one  molecule  of  CO„,  leav- 
ing the  acid  C,,,!!,-— CH.,(COOH).  which  is"  easily 
esterified  to  its  ethyl  ester,  C,„H,..CH.,(COOaH,). 
On  reducing  this  with  metallic  sodium  the  new 
alcohol.  C„,H,7— CH2— CH2— OH.  is  obtained,  it  is  an 
optically  inactive  liquid  having  a  specific  gravity  0.8956 
and  a  refractive  index  1.4755.  The  "Bulletin"  also  con- 
tains other  contributions  to  the  study  of  essential  oils 
and  the  perfume-yielding  plants,  notably  one  by  Professor 
Jadin.  of  Montpellier,  on  certain  species  of  Ruta — viz..  7c'. 
montana,  L.,  R.  angustifolia,  Pers.,  R.  bracteosa,  DC  and 
R.  araveolmS,  L.  The  anatomical  structure  and  geo- 
graphical distribution  are  chiefly  dealt  with. 

F.  Muller  ("  Chem.  Zeit.."  1911,  77.  323)  has  obtained  a 
new  aldehyde  having  a  perfume-value  from  the  fraction 
of  pine  needle  tar  boiling  between  150°  and  200°  C.  This 
fraction  was  extracted  by  sodium  bisulphite,  and  the  com- 
pound resulting  decomposed  in  the  usual  manner.  It  is  a 
yellow  oil  with  a  pronounced  and  pleasant  odour,  forming 
crystalline  oxime  and  semiearbazone. 

The  manufacture  of  turpentine,  resin,  etc,  was  started  in 
1910,  in  the  island  of  Hakodate,  as  a  Japanese  Government 
monopoly,  machinery  to  the  value  of  some  15,000/.  having 
been  set  up.  It  is  honed  to  increase  this  by  degrees  (says 
the  British  Consul  at  Hakodate),  and  eventually  to  cut  out 
the  foreign  import  altogether  from  the  markets  of  Japan.

Sal  Indicum. 

Sir, — In  "Observations  and  Reflections"  in  your 
journal  of  May  27  it  is  remarked  that  "  many  of  the  old 
Latin  writers  on  medicine  give  sugar  the  name  of  sal 
indicum,  in  reference  to  its  source."  I  cannot  think  that 
this  reading  is  correct.  I  have  recently  had  access  to  a 
Persian  medical  work  written  in  1749,  in  which  this  word 
occurs.  The  author  was  a  Portuguese  Jesuit,  and  a  list 
of  the  Persian  medical  terms  is  given  with  their  Portu- 
guese equivalents.  In  this  work  "sal  indico  "  is  called  in 
Persian  "  nimak-i-shin,"  meaning  salt  separated  as  a 
by-product  in  nitre-factories,  or  sea-salt.  "Sal  empedre  " 
has  the  Persian  equivalent  "  nimak-i-sang,"  or  rock-salt. 
It  is  known  that  rock-salt,  sea-salt,  and  saltpetre-salt  are 
the  three  forms  of  salt  that  have  been  used  in  India  for 
centuries,  and  it  is  not  conceivable  that  either  word  could 
be  applied  to  sugar.  Moreover,  the  old  Latin  terms,  sal 
sabime,  sal  centaureae,  and  sal  vipera?,  used  by  Europeans 
for  Egyptian  and  Arabian  drugs,  were  always  included  in 
the  mineral  kingdom.  D.  Hooper.

About  Caterpillars. 

Sir, — "  Xrayser  II. 's  "  note  on  the  sex  of  caterpillars  is 
interesting,  but  one  can  hardly  agrej  with  it.  It  may  not 
be  possible  to  distinguish  the  sex  of  a  caterpillar,  but 
it  will  in  time  become  either  a  male  or  a  female  moth,  so 
surely  it  is  either  male  or  female  when  a  caterpillar. 
According  to  "  Xrayser's  "  argument,  since  the  child  stage 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  reproduction  of  the  species,  it 
would  seem  correct  to  regard  its  sex  as  neuter,  a  conclusion 
which  is  contrary  to  ordinary  practice.  Moreover,  the  adult 
moths  are  both  male  and  female,  and  therefore  either 
"  he  "  or  "  she  "  could  be  used,  according  to  circumstances, 
although,  as  the  female  lays  the  eggs,  she  is  of  most  interest 
to  the  gardener,  and  therefore  "  she  "  could  be  used  in 
most  cases.  "  Xrayser  "  says  :  "  The  adult  moth  that  begets 
the  progeny  ...  is  the  female."  I  am  unable  to  refer 
to  a  standard  dictionary,  but  my  memory  of  the  Biblical 
use  of  the  word  "  beget  "  is  to  the  effect  that  it  is  only 
applied  to  the  male. 

There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  popular  confusion 
between  the  larva?  of  t;he  Magpie  moth  and  those  of  the 
Gooseberry  and  Currant  Sawfly  ;  they  are  superficially  alike 
and  do  an  equal  amount  of  damage.  The  former  are  of  the 
"  looper  "  type — that  is,  they  have  three  pairs  of  legs  near 
the  head  and  two  pairs  near  the  tail,  so  that  they  move 
by  looping  up  the  centre  of  the  body  ;  the  latter  have  ten 
pairs  of  legs  distributed  evenly  along  the  body.  The 
sawfly  is  in  this  district  much  the  more  common  at  the 
present  time.  Two  broods  of  caterpillars  are  produced  in 
the  year,  the  first  hatching  in  May;  these  are  now  in  the 
pupal  stage  in  the  earth  under  the  bushes.  The  flies  will 
shortly  emerge  and  lay  the  eggs  of  the  second  brood,  the 
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pupae  from  which  pass  the  winter  in  the  ground,  the  flies 
•emerging  in  the  following  April  or  May.  The  same  treat- 
ment is,  however,  useful  for  both  species.  Powdered  helle- 
bore is,  as  "  An  Amateur  "  says,  very  effective,  but  there 
is  much  objection  to  the  use  of  such  a  poisonous  substance 
while  the  fruit  is  on  the  bushes.  Pepper  is  equally  effective 
in  killing  the  caterpillars  and  is  free  from  any  objection 
of  poisonous  properties.  The  cheapest  form  in  which  to 
apply  it  is  that  of  the  "  pepper  waste  "  of  the  pepper- 
grinders.  This  is  also  useful  for  destroying  caterpillars 
on  cabbages  and  similar  green  vegetables  where  the 
poisonous  qualities  of  hellebore  are  again  objectionable.

Cheap  Telephonic  Service. 

Sir, — A  great  deal  of  interest  is  being  shown  in  the 
Postmaster-General's  proposal  to  facilitate  the  establish- 
ment of  a  cheaper  telephone  service,  in  the  first  place  for 
the  benefit  of  the  farmers,  who  apparently  have  received 
the  announcement  with  a  chorus  of  praise.  I  am  satis- 
fied this  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  hope  that  it 
is  but  a  beginning  of  a  cheaper  service  all  round.  At 
present,  the  cost  to  ordinary  would-be  users  is  prohibi- 
tive. Some  years  ago  the  Hull  Corporation  entered  into 
active  competition  with  the  National  Telephone,  Co., 
which  brought  a  reduction  of  charges  all  round,  the  com- 
petition becoming  so  keen  that  the  N.T.C.  fixed  and  main- 
tained a  telephone  in  private  houses,  a  six  party  line, 
for  25s.  per  year,  and  for  some  time  before  I  left  Hull  I 
enjoyed  the  use  of  a  telephone  for  that  sum  per  year,  if 
in  competition,  why  not  in  the  regular  way'.'  Of  course,  a 
firm  using  a  telephone  all  day  long  could  not  expect  a 
yearly  service  for  such  a  sum,  but  many  a  private  house 
would  have  the  benefit  if  the  charges  were  lower;  and 
when  the  telephone  system  of  this  country  gets  into  the 
hands  of  the  Government,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  cheaper 
service  will  follow.  Norway  is  admittedly  a  much  poorer 
country  than  England,  yet  on  my  visits  there  few  things 
struck  me  more  than  the  general  use  of  the  telephone, 
even  the  smallest  village  having  one  for  the  common  use 
of  the  inhabitants,  all  business  premises  having  one,  and 
any  house  of  any  pretension  at  all  having  one  as  a  matter 
of  course.  The  yearly  charge  is  much  cheaper  than  in 
England,  yet,  taking  into  account  the  vast  distances  which 
the  wires  have  to  be  taken,  the  cost  of  maintenance  must  be 
very  great.  The  N.T.C.  during  its  long  possession  of 
this  monopoly  must  have  made  enormous  profits,  and  no 
doubt  the  heavy  purchase  price  paid  by  the  Government 
may  make  it  a  matter  of  time  ere  normal  charges  are 
reached.  The  result  of  the  experiment  with  the  farmers' 
telephone  will  be  watched,  therefore,  with  considerable 
interest  and  no  little  anticipation  of  like  favours  to  come.

IntBrnational  Pharmacy. 
Sir, — There  is  always  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  English 
journals  in  general  to  sneer  at  internationality.  I  put  it 
down  in  a  large  measure  to  the  individualism  which  dis- 
tinguishes the  Briton  from  the  more  solidarist  or  com- 
monist  or  Latin,  partly  to  his  tendency  to  despise  all 
foreigners,  largely  to  the  pharmacist  inaptitude  for  com- 
bined effort.  I  suppose  the  higher  one  gets  on  the  intel- 
lectual scale  the  harder  it  is  to  move  en  masst.,  the  navvies 
are  the  idealists  in  the  way  of  syndicalism,  possibly  because 
of  their  limited  ideas.  Surely  the  careful  and  thoughtful 
comparison  of  existing  pharmaceutical  conditions  in  all 
countries  might  indicate  the  weak  points  in  each  local 
organisation,  and  in  some  cases  even  the  means  by  which 
such  evils  might  be  summarised,  if  not  abolished.  The 
practice  of  pharmacy  by  unqualified  persons,  for  example, 
seems  to  me  quite  a  fair  subject  for  international  effort. 
It  is  easy  to  talk  of  differing  conditions,  and  say  it  is  idle 
to  expect  a  British  Legislature  to  prevent  doctors  dis- 
pensing, and  so  on  ;  but  even  if,  for  example,  the  sale  of 
patents  was  denied  to  grocers,  and  so  on.  it  would  be 
always  so  much  gained.  I  noticed  columns  in  "  The  Times  " 
on  Thursday,  May  25,  about  the  position  of  the  British 
chemist  under  the  new  National  Insurance  Scheme.  How 
much  that  is  to  the  point  in  this  matter  might  be  learned 
by  studying  the  history  of  mutnalist  pharmacy  in  France, 


or  even,  I  believe,  in  Belgium,  where  pharmacists  are  hard 
hit  by  artisan  co-operations  in  the  same  way.  But  I  know 
that  I  am  preaching  in  the  wilderness.  Englishmen  may 
"think  Imperially"  but  they  are  far  from  "thinking 
internationally."  yet  I  am  not  surprised  at  any  other 
class,  but  pharmacists  are  among  the  salt  of  earth  intel- 
lectually everywhere,  and  I  have  never  found  the  British 
chemist,  in  spite  of  his  briefer  curriculum,  less  generally 
intelligent  than  his  foreign  brethren. — Yours 'truly.

Mora  (88/21). — Your  antiseptic  foot-powder  will  be  liable  tn 
medicine  stamp-duty  because  it  is  said  to  be  "  soothing  to 
any  rash  or  irritated  surface";  a  rash  is  an  ailment.  The 
other  liable  labels  are  so  because  they  hold  out  or  recommend 
the  preparations  for  human  ailments — viz.,  Antibilious  Pills, 
Gripe-water,  Influenza-mixture,  Children's  Cough-mixture, 
and  for  chilblains.  See  the  C.  d-  D.  Diary  for  full  particulars 
as  to  how  exemption  may  be  obtained.

Wool  (65/31). — Yam  made  from  wool  readily  dyes  with 
picric  acid,  while  with  those  from  cotton,  flax,  etc.,  the  dye 
easily  washes  our.  With  admixtures  it  is  necessary  to  have 
recourse  to  the  microscope,  when  the  fibres  of  wool,  consisting 
of  overlapping  cells  witli  wavy  margins,  are  characteristic. 
If  a  few  fibres  be  mounted  in  saturated  picric-acid  solution, 
warmed,  and  then  washed  with  water,  only  the  wo<  1-fibres 
remain  stained  yellow.  When  wool  is  warmed  gently  with 
a  solution  of  precipitated  copper  oxycarbonate  (made  by 
mixing  solutions  of  copper  sulphate  and  sodium  carbonate) 
in  strong  ammonia  solution,  the  structure  becomes  more 
evident,  but  the  fibres  do  not  dissolve.  Vegetable  fibres 
(cotton,  hemp,  jute,  etc.)  composed  of  cellulose  swell  and 
pass  into  solution  when  similarly  treated.  Wool  stains  yellow 
with  iodine  and  sulphuric  acid,  while  cellulose  fibres  become 
bluish-violet  in  colour. 

Antiseptique  (81/20).— Importation  of  Spfcialitifs  into 
France.— According-  to  the  translation  of  the  French  Customs 
tariff  of  1910  (p.  38),  issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  the 
importation  of  compound  medicinal  preparations  not  men- 
tioned in  any  official  Pharmacopoeia  is  prohibited  in  France. 
But  a  certain  latitude  appears  to  prevail  in  this  respect,  as 
foreign  pharmaceutical  preparations  which  come  under  the 
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prohibited  category  are  occasionally  to  be  seen  for  sale  in 
France.  This,  however,  can  evidently  merely  be  a  toleration. 
The  usual  method  of  getting  over  the  difficulty,  when  such  a 
proceeding  is  worth  while,  is  for  a  foreign  house  to  have  its 
preparations  made  up  in  France  under  the  name  of  a  pharma- 
cist holding  the  French  diploma,  he  being  responsible  to  the 
authorities.  It  is  possible  that  the  antiseptic  throat-pastilles 
you  mention  would  be  admitted  into  France  as  confectionery 
if  sent  in  bulk  separately  from  the  cardboard  boxes  (packed 
flat),  but  there  is  a  risk  that  they  may  be  stopped  at  the 
Custom  House.  The  duty  on  a  small  consignment  of  a  few 
pounds  weight  of  pastilles  declared  as  confectionery  would  be 
comparatively  slight — viz.,  31f.  per  100  kilos.,  or  l£d.  per  lb. 
You  could  forward  a  small  parcel  by  foreign  parcel  post, 
11-lb.  weight  costing  2s.  2d.  It  is  sometimes  a  slight  advan- 
tage for  duty  to  be  paid  by  the  consignee,  and  this  course 
seems  necessary  by  parcel  post. 

Verb.  Sap.  (70/20). — Insecticide  for  Plant-pests. — A 
similar  preparation  to  your  sample  could  be  made  by  mixing 
equal  parts  of  ammonium  oleate  and  soft  soap.  The  addition 
of  a  small  amount  of  extract  of  quassia  would  increase 
the  usefulness  of  the  insecticide. 

H.  L.  M.  (89/19). — Linen-gloss  Block.— This  consists  of 
French  chalk  3  parts,  powdered  white  soap  1  part,  mixed  and 
compressed  into  blocks.  The  block  is  rubbed  on  to  a  piece 
of  flannel,  which  is  then  passed  over  the  surface  to  be  ironed.

Silent  (Bombay)  (75/29). — (1)  Potassium  Nitrate  when 
given  internally  is  generally  disguised  with  either  camphor- 
water  or  peppermint-water.  (2)  Mineral  Oils  when  employed 
as  the  basis  of  hair-oils  have  the  advantage  over  vegetable 
oils  in  not  turning  rancid  by  age.  Vegetable  fats 
and  oils  are  absorbed  more  readily  by  the  skin,  but  this 
property  is  not  required  in  the  case  of  a  hair-dressing.

J.  W.  E.  (86/41).— Laundry  Oil.— The  sample  you  send  is 
ricinoleo-sulphuric  acid  or  Turkey-red  oil.  It  mixes  with 
water  and  lathers  like  soap  solution.  The  method  of  pre- 
paring it  was  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  December  4,  1909,  p.  880.

Trie  Piiarmacy  of  Lobelia. 

(Communicated  by  Edward  Parrish,  of  Philadelphia.) 
Lobelia  consists  of  comminuted  leaves  and  stems  of  a  rather 
pale  green  colour,  mixed  with  numerous  characteristic  small 
inflated  capsules,  and  occasionally  blue  flowers;  it  has  a 
slight  irritating  odour,  no  taste  at  first,  but  upon  chewing 
produces  a  powerful  acrid  impression  and  copious  flow  of 
saliva,  similar  to  the  effect  of  tobacco,  which,  in  fact,  it 
resembles  in  medical  properties.  The  seeds  are  sold 
separately,  both  whole  and  in  powder;  they  are  very  small, 
almond-shaped,  with  reticulated  ridges  and  furrows ;  very 
distinct  under  a  glass,  and  rather  characteristic;  they  are 
very  much  more  powerful  than  the  leaves,  containing  at  least 
twice  as  much  lobelina.  Lobelia  (the  herb)  is  given  in  powder, 
as  an  emetic,  in  doses  of  from  five  to  thirty  grains ;  though 
administered  so  freely  in  Thomsonian  practice,  full  doses  are 
not  considered  safe  by  prudent  practitioners,  unless  emesis 
be  certainly  induced  :  extreme  prostration,  convulsions,  and 
death  have  resulted  from  too  large  or  frequently  repeated 
doses.  In  the  form  of  tincture  it  is  officinal  in  all  the 
British  as  well  as  in  our  own  Pharmacopoeias.  The  emetic 
dose  of  this  preparation  is  a  half  fluid  ounce,  which,  however, 
is  a  maximum  quantity  equivalent  to  thirty  grains  of  the 
powder;  a  fluid  drachm,  or  even  less,  is  commonly  employed 
in  asthmatic  and  febrile  affections.  An  ethereal  tincture  is 
prescribed  by  the  London  and  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeias, 
but  has  not  found  favour  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic:  the 
use  of  ether  in  this  preparation  is  probably  due  to  its  known 
solvent  action  upon  lobelina  ;  but  there  seems  to  be  no  prac- 
tical difficulty  in  extracting  this  effectually  with  the  less 
volatile  menstruum  used  in  the  common  tincture.  It  is  only 
when  evaporation  is  resorted  to,  as  in  making  the  extract 
and  fluid  extract,  that  we  need  any  addition  to  the  diluted 
alcohol ;  and  in  this  case  acetic  acid,  which  fixes  the  lobelina 
into  a  more  permanent  acetate,  is  preferred.  Professor 
Procter's  recipe  for  acetic  extract  of  lobelia  leaves  nothing 
to  be  desired  :  it  directs  the  use  of  the  powdered  seeds,  which 
are  to  be  percolated  with  diluted  alcohol,  to  the  first  portion 
of  which  is  to  be  added  a  little  acetic  acid,  and  the  aoetated 
tincture  thus  obtained  is  to  be  carefully  evaporated  to  the 
consistence  of  an  extract ;  the  yield  is  about  one-eighth  the 
quantity  of  the  seed  employed,  and  the  dose  may  be  from 
one  to  three  grains.  The  form  of  extracts  presents  advan- 
tages for  the  convenient  combination  of  this  remedy  with 
others  in  pills,  which  make  it  a  useful  addition  to  the  other 
pharmaceutical  preparations  of  lobelia.  Acetum  lobelia?  is 
a  convenient  liquid  form  for  administering  it,  which  may  be 
made  after  the  manner  of  acetum  scillae;  but  of  all  the 
"galenical"  solutions  the  fluid  extracts  now  bear  the  palm. 
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
